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FRIENDLY  TALKS  WITH  THE  TRADE. 


It  is  our  intention  this  week  to  review  the  different  phases  in  the  progress  of  therapeutics  and  pharmacy  from  the  earliest 
times  to  the  present.  The  '•  STONE  "  age  of  pharmacy  might  be  considered  that  of  the  Ptolemian  period.  Physicians  at  that 
time  had  a  fair  knowledge  of  anatomy,  and  had  different  sections  of  therapeutics.  Their  medicinal  treatment  consisted  of 
clysters,  drinks,  plasters,  and  fumigations.  It  was  usual  for  them  to  macerate  the  drugs  to  be  used  in  water  and  then  boil 
them.  After  straining  and  cooling,  the  liquid  was  taken  in  specified  doses  with  beer,  milk,  oil,  wine,  or  honey.  The  range 
of  Egyptian  medicines  was  not  extensive,  and  we  may  suppose  the  draughts  concocted  were  remarkable  for  their  simplicity 
and  unpalatable  character.  This  system  of  medication  maintained  until  the  art  of  healing  was  introduced  to  the  Romans, 
and  was  carried  on  in  much  the  same  manner  until  the  time  of  Galen,  whose  name  has  been  handed  down  to  posterity  as 
the  father  of  pharmacy.  At  the  time  of  Ga'en's  practice  as  physician  to  Commodus  there  existed  two  schools  of  medical 
practitioners,  one  known  as  the  Empiricists  and  the  other  as  the  Positivists.  Galen  ridiculed  both  for  their  opposition,  and 
selected  from  their  different  doctrines  the  principles  upon  which  he  ba^ed  his  own  method  of  practice.  The  practice  of 
scientific  medicine  in  mediaeval  times  may  be  said  to  have  expired  with  the  decease  of  Galen,  and  given  way  for  a  long  period 
to  the  practice  of  superstitious  ceremonies  and  exorcisms  brought  prominently  forward  by  the  barbarians.  Thus  leech, 
lungwort,  cunning,  and  stars-craft  were  practised  until  about  the  yeir  1200,  when  the  writings  of  the  Egyptians,  Greeks,  and 
Romans,  practice  and  art  of  medicine  were  taught  by  the  priesthood,  wtio,  when  they  had  instruoted  the  public  in  all  that 
they  knew,  which  consisted  of  the  principles  and  theories  of  the  Egyptians,  Greeks,  and  Romans,  the  Pope  prohibited  the 
practice  by  them  of  medicine  or  surgery,  and  gave  the  permission  for  medical  practitioners  to  marry,  so  separating  them 
altogether  from  the  clerical  portion  of  the  Church.  These  gentlemen  then  began  to  study  and  work  out  ideas  for  the 
furtherance  of  medical  science,  and  the  gradual  progress  of  medicine  through  the  fifth  and  sixth  centuries  may  be  termed 
the  BBONZE  age.  It  is  recorded  that  in  the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth  a  dozen  boluses  or  pills  of  the  size  of  a  walnut  were 
supplied  for  2/6,  and  physicians  ajd  apothecaries  alike  made  it  their  sole  endeavour  to  prepare  their  medicines  as  nauseous 
and  as  disgusting  as  possible. 

There  were  some  few  who  struggled  hard  against  this  practice  quite  up  to  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century,  and 
gradually  the  size  of  the  pills  was  reduced,  bleeding  was  stopped,  those  drugs  and  preparations  of  a  more  disgusting 
character  were  struck  out  of  the  dispensatories,  and  concentration  and  accuracy  in  medicine  and  pharmacy  were  considered 
as  of  some  importance.  At  the  present  time,  which  may  be  considered  the  ENLIGHTENED  age  of  medicine,  the  necessity 
of  assaying  drugs  and  standardising  preparations  is  fully  recognised,  and  according  to  the  statement  contained  recently  in  a 
well-known  medical  journal,  it  is  the  desire  of  every  considerate  physician  to  prescribe  agreeably,  positively,  and  quickly 
The  physicians  of  the  Roman  period  dispensed  their  own  medicines,  likewise  those  of  the  Elizabethan  time  and'of  our  own. 
In  each  case  they  assert  this  practice  to  be  necessary  because  they  find  that  their  prescriptions  dispensed  by  different 
chemists  exert  a  varying  degree  of  effect  on  the  patient.  Quite  recently  in  the  British  Medical  Journal  there  is  recorded 
the  protest  of  a  country  practitioner  against  the  abolition  of  dispensing  by  medical  men.  He  cites  an  instance  where  he 
sent  to  the  local  chemist  for  some  perchloride  of  mercury  solution,  and  found  it  produced  no  reaction  on  the  iodide  of 
potassium.  The  chemist,  when  questioned,  said  he  used  ordinary  undistilled  water  and  filtered  out  the^insoluble  portion,  thus 
rendering  it  absolutely  inert.  The  introduction  of  the  "  Tabloids  "  of  compressed  drugs  and  the  Valo'd  Fluid  Extracts,  stan- 
dardised and  assayed,  has  done  much  to  dispose  of  the  idea  that  physicians  cannot  get  their  prescriptions  uniformly  dis- 
pensed, and  at  the  same  time  they  afford  him  the  means  for  com  ariDg  disease  in  an  agreeable  and  certaia  manner.

This  volume  is  now  being  printed,  and  already  copies  for 
our  Colonial  subscribers  are  in  the  hands  of  the  binders,  so 
that  they  may  be  despatched  by  the  Ophir  on  November  6. 
We  observe  that  this  new  Orient  liner  arrived  in  the  Thames 
on  Monday  from  Messrs.  Napier's  yard  on  the  Clyde.  It  is 
the  largest  and  swiftest  vessel  designed  for  the  Australian 
service,  and  may  also  be  pronounced  the  safest,  seeing  that 
the  snb-divisions  of  her  hull  are  more  abundant  than  any  of 
ber  predecessors  built  for  the  southern  seas.  She  is  also  the 
first  Australian  steamer  provided  with  a  twin  screw,  and  the 
first,  consequently,  that  has  been  able  with  safety  to  dis- 
pense with  masts  and  spars  and  the  fall  complement  of 
sails.  The  vessel  has  been  handsomely  fitted,  and  her 
mechanical  equipment  is  of  exceptional  precision  and 
power.  If  the  Ophir  does  her  builders  justice  she  will 
arrive  in  Melbourne  in  time  to  permit  our  Diaries  to  be 
delivered  all  over  the  Australian  continent  by  Christmas.

Qualitative  Analysis. 

rFHB  powder  to  be  distributed  for  the  next  exercise  in 
qualitative  analysis  will  be  a  mixture  of  three  salts.  It 
is  to  be  submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic  examination  ; 
its  constituents  are  to  be  detected,  and  all  other  substances 
proved  absent. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  powder  will  be 
received  up  to  Wednesday,  November  4,  and  the  samples 
will  be  forwarded  immediately. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday 
November  21. 

Reports. 

The  mixture  of  salts  distributjd  for  analysis  last  month 
consisted  of  equal  parts  of  baiium  titrate,  ctlciun  tartrate, 
and  magnesium  carbonate.  The  calculated  composition  of 
such  a  mixture  is : —

There  were  56  specimens  sent  out  and  31  reports  came  in. 
We  have  to  record  the  following  failures  to  detect  the 
several  constituents  of  the  mixture : — The  tartaric  radicle, 
19;  the  nitiic  radicle,  11;  caloium,  4;  barium,  3;  magne- 
sium, Z  ;  the  carbonic  radicle,  1. 

The  chief  lesson  to  be  learnt  from  this  exercise  is  the 
importance  of  considering,  when  examining  a  mixture  of 
several  salts,  how  the  reactions  of  one  constituent  may  be 
influenced  by  the  presence  of  other  constituents.  The  effect 
of  heat  upon  a  tartrate  is  very  characteristic ;  every  student 
is  familiar  with  the  peculiar  smell  that  accompanies  the 
decomposition  of  a  tartrate  by  heat,  something  like  the 
smell  of  burnt  sugar.  In  examining  a  tartrate,  unassociated 
with  any  other  salt,  this  behaviour  would  naturally  be  one 
of  the  chief  peculiarities  to  be  observed.  Several  of  our 
correspondents  failed  to  notice  this  characteristic  reaction 
when  the  powder  was  heated,  and  they  dismissed  the  tartaric 
radicle  accordingly  as  "  proved  absent."  It  is  true  that  by 
applying  heat  cautiously,  and  closely  observing  the  effect 
throughout  the  operation,  it  was  almost  impossible  to  fail  to 
observe  that  some  carbonisation  took  place,  and  that  the 
burnt-sugar  smell  was  evolved.  But  if  the  operation  was 
hurriedly  performed,  and  not  watched  sufficiently  closely, 
the  evidence  the  tartrate  afforded  of  its  presence  wa3  slight, 
and  might  readily  be  overlooked.  This  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  a  nitrate  was  also  contained  in  the  mixture,  and  it,  too 
was  decomposed  by  heat,  with  the  evolution  of  gases  that 
acted  as  powerful  oxidising  agents  upon  the  organic  matter. 
The  liberated  carbon,  which  causes  the  blackening,  and  the 
empyreumatic  gases,  which  give  the  burnt- sugar  emell,  were 
almost  completely  oxidised,  and  we  are  not  surprised  that 
these  evidences  of  a  tartrate  were  not  noticed  when  the  ex- 


periment was  too  rap'.dly  conducted.  In  a  properly-con- 
ducted analysis  the  tartrates  ought  to  have  been  detected  at 
a  later  Btage,  and  in  some  cases  it  was  so  detected,  but  t  he 
student  who  believed  that  he  had  proved  the  tartaric  radicle- 
to  be  absent  was  at  a  distinct  disadvantage  when  he  arrived' 
at  the  later  stage.

C.  S.  Reid.— There  are  many  cases  of  the  solubility  of  one  salt  in  water 
bein?  increased  by  the  presence  of  another  salt  more  soluble  in  water.  The 
solubility  of  calcium  sulphate  is  increased  by  the  presence  of  sodium 
chloride,  or  sulphate,  or  ammonium  chloride.  Similar  phenomena  are 
presented  by  other  sulphates  and  some  carbonates  of  the  metals  of  the 
alkali  earth  groups,  and  by  many  other  salts. 

/.vmine  In  testing  for  tartaric  acid,  it  is  very  likely  that  you  did  not 

add  the  lime  water  until  the  solution  was  alkaline.  This  is  a  necessary 
condition,  as  the  slightest  excess  of  free  acetic  acid  would  prevent  tae 
formation  of  a  precipitate  of  calcium  tartrate. 

H.  E.  C— The'phenomena  attending  the  decomposition  of  a  silt  by  he«t 
or  by  the  aotion  of  sulphuric  acid  may  be  wholly  altered  by  the  presence 
of  another  salt.  Carbonisation  cannot  take  plaieif  a  powerful  oxidising 
agent,  such  as  a  nitrate  or  chlorate,  is  protect  i  j  sufficient  quantity. 

Photkus.— Your  preliminary  examination  was  very  exhaustive,  but  you- 
omitted  to  take  into  consideration  that  you  were  dealing  with  a  mixture 
of  salts,  one  constituent  of  which  might  modify  to  a  great  extent  the 
action  of  another.   See  remarks  to  H.  E.  C. 

Pyhkbcs.— If  you  had  observed  with  safflcient  care  the  effect  of  heat 
on  the  powder  yon  would  have  notioed  that  when  the  powder  darkened  in 
colour  a  burnt-sugar  odour  was  emitted  ;  the  reddish  fumes  you  observed 
appeared  at  a  later  stage. 

A.  C— Though  the  powder  cannot  be  said  to  have  charred  when  heatod, 
as  a  tartrate  alone  would  hare  done,  there  was  a  decided  change  of  colour 
for  which  it  was  necessary  to  account. 

R.  R  —The  acidulous  radicles  require  a  much  more  exhaustive  treatment. 
You  did  nothing  with  the  powder  that  oould  have  led  to  the  detection  of 
o  tartrate. 

S.  P.  Q.  R. — You  omitted  to  give  particulars  of  your  test  with  silver 
nitrato,  but  the  blackening  yon  observed  on  boiling  is  one  of  the  character- 
istics of  silver  tartrate. 

Sun  UMnrtA.— You  report—"  Effects  of  heat — no  result."  Surely  some- 
tiling  happened  when  the  powder  wbb  heated,  and  it  was  possible  to  draw 
an  inforenoo  from  whatever  happened,  whether  the  result  was  positive  or 
negative  Other  correspondents  sent  us  notes  on  the  effect  of  heat  on  the 
powdor  almost  as  long  as  the  whole  of  your  report. 

Vkiwant.Ghken.— See  remarks  to  R.  R. 

I'atikns.— The  presence  of  a  nitrato  wws  indicated  even  iu  the  prcliiril 
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nary  examination,  when  the  dry  powder  was  heated.  With  the  ferrous 
sulphate  test  the  brown  ring  was  readily  obtained. 

P.  H.  F.— The  test  yon  applied  for  nitric  aoid  is  a  very  rough  one.  The 
ferrous-sulphate  test  is  much  bettor ;  it  is  very  satisfactory  when  applied 
with  proper  precautions. 

Sapiextia. — You  plunged  at  once  into  the  analysis  in  the  wet  way 
without  making  any  preliminary  examination  of  the  powder.  There  was 
a  great  deal  of  valuable  information  to  be  derived  from  a  tew  simple  blow- 
pipe tests. 

Modus  Operandi.— In  testing  for  phosphoric  aoid  with  molybdio  acid, 
you  may  always  neglect  a  mere  change  of  oolour  in  tho  solution  ;  a  very 
minute  quantity  of  phosphorio  ncid  will  give  a  distinct  crystalline 
precipitate. 

J.  B. — You  fonnd  that  the  powder  was  "  soluble  in  water  by  the  addi- 
tion of  a  drop  or  two  of  hydrochloric  acid,"  and  yet  you  report  that  it 
contained  the  Eulphuric  radicle  along  with  barium.  What  about  the 
insoluble  barium  sulphate  that  would  necessarily  be  formed  if  its  consti- 
tuents were  present  ?  You  should  always  send  your  full  name  and  address 
with  your  report. 

M.  S  — Your  examination  of  the  ammonium  carbonate  precipitate  must 
have  been  very  carelessly  carried  out ;  barium  is  very  easily  identified,  and 
17  per  cent,  is  a  large  proportion. 

C.  K.  Asitbt.— It  did  not  at  all  follow/from  what  you  observed,  that  the 
portion  insoluble  in  water  contained  a  carbonate  only ;  it  might  have 
contained— and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  did  contain— another  insoluble  salt. 
It  must  be  remembered  that  the  test  you  applied  for  ammonium  is  ex- 
ceedingly sensitive.  The  air  of  the  room  in  which  your  analysis  was  con- 
ducted would  contain  enough  ammonia  to  affect  sensitive  litmus-paper  if 
it  was  exposed  for  a  sufficient  time. 

Enr>-.— You  note  that  the  powder  blackened  when  heated,  and  from  this 
you  inferred  that  organic  matter  was  present ;  but  you  did  not  mention 
any  organic  compound  in  your  list  of  constitueots  detected. 

J.  Hamertox.— Better  evidence  of  the  presence  of  a  phosphate  was 
required  ;  the  test  you  mention  is  as  characteristic  of  a  tartrate  as  of  a 
phosphate.  It  is  not  clear  from  your  report  what  you  did  to  detect 
magnesium. 

VDf  de  Coca. — We  recommend  you  to  prepare  a  powder  of  the 
composition  given  above,  and  to  repeat  your  work  with  it,  taking  special 
c£.re  that  you  employ  ammonium  carbonate  as  a  group  reagent  under 
proper  conditions.

Four  Men  Killed  at  a  Chemical  Wokks. — On  Monday 
afternoon,  as  a  number  of  men  in  the  employ  of  Ralph 
Clarkson,  broker,  of  Bolton,  were  engaged  demolishing  the 
ruins  of  the  Pretolee  Chemical  Works,  near  Bolton,  one  of 
the  buildings  suddenly  collapsed,  and  four  of  the  men  were 
killed  immediately. 

Accident  in  a  Phabmacy — Whilst  Mr.  W.  Stevensj 
chemist,  of  High  Street,  Chatham,  was  removing  a  largJ 
bottle  containing  a  corrosive  acid,  he  slipped,  and  caused  I 
quantity  of  the  fluid  to  splash  his  neck  and  face,  sustaining 
such  injuries  as  to  necessitate  his  immediate  removal  to  hffl 
private'  residence,  Newton  Terrace,  Rochester. 

Bibmingham  Personalities.  —  Mr.  C.  Thompson  has 
been  re-nominated  as  local  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  for  the  coming  year. 

Mr.  W.  Price,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  seeks  municipal 
honours  in  St.  Martin's  ward,  and  is  likely  to  be  suocessful. 
Mr.  Thonger  has  retired  from  the  Harborne  contest. 

The  North  and  North- Western  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion (London). — The  annual  general  meeting  of  this  asso- 
ciation was  held  at  the  Railway  Hotel.  West-End  Lane, 
West  Hampstead,  on  Thursday,  October  29,  when  the  execu- 
tive for  the  coming  year  was  elected.  It  was  resolved  that 
meetings  should  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  the 
month,  and  that  the  subscription  be  Zs.

of  legerdemain  by  Mr.  Sydney  Prodmore  are  promised.  Th 
association  has  just  produced  and  issued  a  catalogue  of  it 
very  well  selected  chemists'  library,  which  is  kept  at 
Mason's  College. 

The  Sympathetic  Ink  Frauds. — Albert  Gorman,  bil- 
liard-marker, and  James  Gorman,  barman,  were  trierl  on 
Saturday  at  the  Central  Criminal  Court,  before  the  Common 
Sergeant,  on  charges  relating  to  the  attempted  frauds  on 
bookmakers,  by  giving  names  of  horses  written  on  pieces  of 
paper  in  ink  which  faded  while  other  names  subsequently 
appeared.  Albert,  who  was  charged  with  having  conspired 
to  obtain  money  by  false  pretences,  was  acquitted ;  but 
James,  who  was  indicted  for  demanding  money  with  men- 
aces, was  convicted,  sentence  being  postponed. 

What  the  Windsor  Chemists  Think. — A.  meeting  of 
the  Windsor  chemists  was  held  on  October  21  at  the  house 
of  the  local  secretary  (Mr.  C.  J.  L.  Russell),  who,  having 
filled  the  post  for  upwards  of  thirty  years,  desired  to  resign,, 
but  was  unanimously  solicited  to  accept  office  for  another 
year.  A  resolution  was  also  passed  to  request  the  President 
and  Council  to  take  into  consideration  the  operation  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Acts,  with  a  view  to  establishing 
more  complete  control  of  the  sale  of  all  proprietary  or  patent 
medicines,  whether  stamped  or  unstamped,  which  contain 
poisons  scheduled  in  those  Acts. 

Newoastle-on-Ttne  Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Ap- 
prentices' Association. — At  the  meeting  of  this  associa- 
tion, held  on  October  21,  Mr.  F.  Park,  ex-president  of  the 
association,  read  a  paper  entitled  "  The  Chemistry  of  Photo- 
graphy," in  which  the  author  explained  in  a  very  clear 
manner  the  chemical  changes  involved  in  the  development 
and  fixing  of  a  photographic  image.  A  vote  of  thanks  was. 
passed  to  Mr.  Park  for  his  paper  on  the  proposal  of  the 
president,  Mr.  G.  F.  Merson,  and  it  was  announced  that  at 
the  next  meeting,  on  November  4,  a  paper  on  "Water 
Analysis,  with  Practical  Demonstration,"  would  be  read  by 
Mr.  A.  Russell  Bennet,  Ph.C. 

The  Dispenser  Charged  with  Murder  —  William 
Alexander  Wynne,  39,  described  as  a  druggist  and  dispenser, 
but  whose  name  does  not  appear  on  the  official  register,  was 
tried  at  the  Old  Bailey  on  October  22  on  a  charge  of  having 
murdered  his  wife  by  administering  chloral  to  her.  Mr. 
Justice  Wright,  after  hearing  counsel's  opening  statement, 
intimated  that  the  circumstances  stated  would  not  justify 
him  in  letting  the  case  go  to  the  jury  on  the  charge  of 
murder,  and  counsel  therefore  proceeded  on  a  second  indict- 
ment, charging  the  prisoner  with  violence  to  the  deceased. 
The  jury  found  this  charge  proved,  and  the  judge  said,  if  the 
prisoner  did  not  poison  his  wife,  he  by  his  cruel  treatment 
drove  her  to  commit  suicide.  He  sentenced  the  prisoner  to 
six  months'  hard  labour.

We  are  glad  to  notice  that  Mr.  Spurgeon's  handwriting  is 
perfectly  firm,  and  does  not  look  at  all  like  that  of  an 
invalid. 

Serious  Mistake  at  Sheffield.— A  waiter  at  the 
Wharncliffe  Hotel,  Sheffield,  named  Hincbliffe,  feeling  un- 
well, went  on  Monday  evening  to  the  6hop  of  Messrs.  B. 
Newham  &  Co.  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  dose  of  medi- 
cine. An  assistant  made  up  a  mixture,  and  added  to  it 
what  he  thought  was  a  quantity  of  water.  Unfortunately, 
however,  what  he  thought  was  water  was  ammonia.  Hincb- 
liffe drank  the  mixture,  but  had  barely  got  to  the  door  of 
the  shop  when  he  was  seized  with  terrible  pains.  It  at 
once  became  evident  that  a  mistake  had  been  made  in  the 
makliyr  up  of  tho  mixture,  and  the  assistant  promptly 
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administered  an  emetic.  In  the  meantime  Mr.  Qarside, 
manager  of  the  hotel,  was  communicated  with,  and  he  had 
Hinchliffe  removed  to  one  of  the  bedrooms  there,  and  sent 
for  Mr.  Arthur  Hallam,  surgeon.  On  the  arrival  of  the 
latter  another  emetic  was  given  and  remedies  were  applied. 
Hinchliffe  was  in  great  agony  during  the  whole  of  Tuesday, 
and  is  not  yet  out  of  danger. 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. — A  meeting  of 
the  executive  committee  was  held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square 
on  October  22,  Mr.  W.  Martindale,  Vice-President,  in  the 
chair.  Dr.  Attfield,  Messrs.  Carteighe,  Gerrard,  Hodgkin, 
aod  Holmes,  with  Mr.  Davies  (hon.  treasurer),  Messrs. 
Naylor  and  Rinsom  (hon.  general  secretaries),  and  Mr  M.  R. 
Johnson  (assistant-secretary)  were  also  present.  A  letter 
from  Mr.  John  Moss  relative  to  the  publication  of  Con- 
ference papers  was  read  and  considered.  The  hon.  secre- 
taries were  requested  to  confer  with  the  editor  of  the  "  Year- 
book "  in  order  to  arrange,  if  possible,  for  its  earlier 
publication  in  the  future.  The  date  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Conference  at  Edinburgh  nest  year  formed  the  subject  of 
conversation.  The  members  generally  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  first  week  in  August,  the  time  at  which  the  British 
Association  had  decided  to  hold  its  annual  gathering,  would 
be  inconveniently  early.  It  was  agreed  to  postpone  the 
fixing  of  a  date  in  order  that  the  Scottish  members  might  be 
communicated  with. 

Lancashire  Chemists  and  Municipal  Councils. — 
Mr.  Joseph  Brooks,  wholesale  druggist,  184  Cheetham  Hill 
Road.  Manchester,  has  been  returned  unopposed  as  one  of  the 
representatives  of  Collegiate  Church  Ward  on  the  Manchester 
City  Council.  In  point  of  years  of  service  Mr.  Brooks  is  a 
comparatively  yourjg  member  of  the  Council,  but  he  has 
apparently  earned  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  his  col- 
leagues, as  is  evidenced  by  his  appointment  to  the  chairman- 
ship of  the  Gas  Committee,  one  of  the  most  important  of 
the  committees  of  the  Corporation. — Mr.  Thos.  Swindells,  to 
■whose  candidature  for  another  ward  in  Manchester  reference 
was  made  in  these  columns  last  week,  has  had  some  good 
meetings,  and  his  supporters  declare  that  the  results  of  the 
canvass  justify  them  in  expecting  to  win. — Mr.  F.  E. 
Estcourt,  chemical  manufacturer,  seeks  re-election  for 
Rusholme  Ward.

Grocers  Object  to  Cutting. — The  Manchester  and 
Salford  Grocers'  Association  has  been  discussing  the  trouble 
which  the  patent  medicine  trade  is  causing  them.  At  a 
general  meeting  held  a  few  days  since  they  passed  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  : — 

That  inasmuch  as  groeera  generally  are  compelled  to  hold  for  sale  large 
stocks  of  proprietary  articles,  and  that,  largely  owing  to  the  un- 
healthy competition  of  the  day,  such  articles  are  frequently  sold  at 
n  merely  fractional  profit,  and  in  some  districts  at  or  under  cost 
price,  this  association  is  of  opinion  that  the  time  has  come  for 
vigorous  action  to  be  taken  against  such  a  system  of  trading,  and 
recommends  that  a  united  effort  should  be  made  by  the  trade 
associations  of  the  country  to  induce  manufacturers  to  refuse  to 
supply  goods  to  any  firm  or  stores  guilty  of  this  objeotionable 
practice. 

In  the  resolution  as  originally  drafted  the  last  two  words 
were  "  dishonourable  practice,"  but,  although  those  present 
felt  and  spoke  strongly  of  the  extent  to  which  cutting  is 
carried  in  the  trade.it  was  thought  that  the  requirements  of  the 
case  would  be  met  by  the  substitution  of  the  word  "  objec- 
tionable "for  '  dishonourable." 

The  Western  Chemists'  Association  (of  London) 
held  their  annual  meeting,  on  October  21,  at  the  Westbourne 
Restaurant,  nearly  forty  members  being  present.  Mr.  Long, 
the  president,  congratulated  the  association  upon  its  con- 
tinuous progress,  and  strongly  advooated  earlier  hours  of 
closing  and  the  importance  of  unity  and  friendly  feeling. 
The  hon.  treasurer  (Mr.  J.  H.  Mathews)  read  the  financial 
statement,  which  showed  a  slight  balance  due  to  treasurer ; 
but  this  was  more  than  covered  by  amounts  subsequently 
received  from  new  members.  The  hon.  secretary  (Mr. 
Andrews)  said  there  were  now  120  members,  and  new  names 
were  still  being  proposed.  He  said  it  was  proposed  to  hold 
the  annual  dinner  on  November  18,  and  mentioned  that 


there  would  always  be  a  meeting  of  the  association  on  the 
third  Wednesday  of  every  month,  unless  notice  to  the  con- 
trary was  given.  The  committee  for  the  ensuing  year  was 
appointed,  viz. — Messrs.  Andrews,  Arkinstall,  Cracknell, 
Garner,  Gulliver,  Hickey,  Holding,  Horsley,  Hyslop,  Knight, 
Long,  Murtindale,  H.  Mathews,  J.  H.  Mathews,  Parker,  Pickard, 
Spink,  Sugden,  Taplin,  Thomas,  Tupholme,  and  Worsley. 
On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Watson,  an  addition  was  made  to  the 
eighth  rule  of  the  association,  giving  power  to  the  committee 
to  remove  any  name  from  the  list  of  members,  this  power  to 
be  exercised  only  at  a  special  meeting,  at  which  not  less 
than  twelve  members  of  the  committee  are  present,  and  by 
a  majority  of  at  least  two-thirds. 

H.  H.  Warner  &  Co.  (Limited). — The  second  annual 
general  meeting  of  this  company  was  held  at  the  offices, 
5a  Coleman  Street,  E.C.,  on  Tuesday.  Mr.  T.  W.  Boord, 
M.P.,  presided,  and,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report 
and  accounts,  remarked  that  there  was,  fortunately,  very 
little  for  him  to  say  to  the  shareholders.  In  fact,  he  thought 
nothing  beyond  what  they  saw  in  the  printed  report  was 
necessary  to  be  expressed.  They  would  see  from  that  docu- 
ment that  the  capital  of  the  company  had  been  reduced 
by  the  redemption  of  nearly  half  the  debentures,  to  the  extent 
of  63,100/.  out  of  the  total  issue  of  150.000Z.,  thereby  re- 
ducing the  debenture  debt  to  86,9002.  He  also  might  tell 
them  that  of  the  share  capital  Mr  Warner  held  over 
400.000Z.  worth,  therefore  he  was  a  very  considerable  share- 
holder. He  (the  chairman)  thought  that  anyone  who  was 
acquainted  with  the  American  trade  would  know  what  a 
bad  year  they  had  just  passed  through  in  America  owing  to 
the  defective  harvest  of  last  year.  But  this  year  all  reports 
concurred  in  telling  them  that  the  coming  year  would  be 
one  of  phenomenal  prosperity.  He  believed  that  the  past 
harvest  in  America  had  never  been  equalled,  ?.nd  the  great 
increase  done  in  business  would  probably  have  its  effect  upon 
the  business  of  the  company.  There  was,  therefore,  every 
prospect  of  the  coming  year  being  very  much  better  than 
the  past,  if  not  more  than  equal  to  anything  the  business  had 
ever  experienced.  The  strike  in  Australia  had  also  militated 
against  their  success  and  interfered  with  their  sales ;  but, 
the  strike  being  now  over,  the  business  was  steadily  recover- 
ing from  its  effects,  and  the  prospects  for  the  coming  year 
were  reported  to  be  promising.  He  mentioned  at  the  last 
meeting  that  Colonel  Howard  Vincent  was  about  to  retire 
from  the  directorate,  and,  although  he  had  not  yet  done  so, 
he  would  shortly  resign  his  seat  on  the  board.  At  present 
Colonel  Vincent  was  on  a  visit  to  America,  where  he  had 
visited  their  factory  at  Rochester.  In  a  letter  which  had 
been  received  the  colonel  expressed  himself  exceedingly 
pleased  with  what  he  saw  there,  and  said  he  thought  that 
the  debenture-holders  were  more  than  fully  secured  by  the 
freehold  property  which  existed.  After  going  through  the 
items  in  the  balance-sheet,  the  chairman  concluded  by 
moving  the  adoption  of  the  report  and  accounts.  Mr.  C.  T. 
Kingzett  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  agreed  to,  as  was 
also  the  proposal  of  the  chairman,  seconded  by  Mr.  R.  Baelz, 
that  a  dividend  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  8  per  cenc  per  annum 
on  the  preference  shares  for  the  half-year  ending  July  21 
last.  The  chairman  also  moved,  and  Mr.  Sheriff  H.  S.  Foster 
seconded,  that  a  dividend  at  the  rate  of  20  per  cent,  per 
aanum  be  paid  on  the  ordinary  shares  for  the  same  period. 
The  auditors  having  been  reappointed,  the  meeting  ended. 


SCOTCH  NEWS. 

The  Inverness  Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Ap- 
prentices' Association  have  elected  the  following  as  the 
executive  for  the  ensuing  year : — President,  Mr.  D.  McRitchie : 
Vice-President,  Mr.  L.  McLeod;  Secretary,  Mr.  T.  McKenzie; 
Treasurer,  Mr.  D.  Mitchell,  with  the  following  committee : — 
Messrs.  D.  McDougall,  R.  Calder,  W.  McHardy,  and  A.  Ross. 
The  association  will  meet  fortnightly  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  subjects  of  pharmaceutical  interest,  and  monthly 
for  lectures,  &c,  as  formerly. 

Glasgow  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. — This 
association  held  a  smoking  concert  in  Ansell's  Rooms. 
Virginia  Street,  on  October  23.  Mr,  James  Robb,  president, 
occupied  the  chair,  and  there  was  a  crowded  attendance. 
Songs  were  rendered  in  grand  style  by  Messrs.  Leiper, 
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Henderson,  Malcolm,  Macdermott,  Winton,  Davidson,  and 
Livesey,  the  latter  gentleman  giving  a  banjo  accompaniment. 
Messrs.  Brace,  Crail,  Allan,  and  Laing  amused  the  company 
with  some  good  readings ;  whilst  selections  on  the  piano  and 
violin  were  played  with  much  ability  by  Messrs.  Bruce  and 
Cockburn ;  and  Mr.  Cairncross  gave  a  clever  example  of  his 
skill  as  a  ventriloquist. 

Dundee  Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Apprentices' 
Association. — At  a  meeting  of  this  association,  held  last 
week,  Mr.  James  A.  Einnear,  the  president,  delivered  an 
address  to  the  members,  in  the  course  of  which  he  epitomised 
the  proceedings  of  the  association  during  the  two  sessions 
of  its  career,  and  reviewed  the  work  proposed  to  be  done 
during  the  ensuing  session.  He  enumerated  the  advantages 
to  be  derived  from  such  associations  in  bringing  members 
together  for  mutual  improvement.  The  address  was  atten- 
tively listened  to,  and  Mr.  Kinnear  was  awarded  the  thanks 
of  the  association  for  his  paper.  Mr.  Thomas  Maben  was 
afterwards  elected  an  honorary  member  of  the  association. 

Greater  Glasgow's  Public  Health  Administra- 
tion.— On  November  1  the  boundaries  of  Glasgow  will  be 
considerably  extended  ;  and.  in  view  of  the  greatly  augmented 
population,  the  Town  Council  appointed  an  assistant  medical 
officer  to  Dr.  Russell,  and  increased  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  by  the  appointment  of  twenty-eight  extra 
officials  at  a  cost  in  salaries  of  1,1111.  Provision  is  made  for 
two  additional  food  and  drugs  inspectors,  whose  joint 
salaries  are  to  be  156Z.  per  annum.  Each  of  the  added  dis- 
tricts is  to  have  a  local  sanitary  office,  and  a  new  reception- 
house  is  to  be  provided  for  the  south  side  of  the  city.  At 
the  same  meeting  a  proposal  to  supply  a  carriage  to  Dr. 
McGill,  the  police  physician,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  120Z., 
was  also  ratified. 

The  Glasgow  Royal  Infirmary  Nurses. — The  com- 
mittee of  managers  who  w<rre  inquiring  into  the  condition  of 
the  nursing  staff  of  the  Glasgow  Royal  Infirmary  have  just 
issued  their  report.  In  the  matter  of  food,  the  committee 
are  of  opinion  that  the  meals  generally  might  be  rendered 
more  varied,  and  this  they  recommend.  In  regard  to  over- 
time, it  was  admitted  that  the  time-tables  did  not  involve 
excessive  hoars,  and  they  had  the  merit  of  providing  for 
daily  exercise  on  the  part  of  the  day  nurses.  As  to  the  com- 
plaints from  night  nurses  and  probationers,  the  committee  re- 
commend several  alterations,  so  as  to  ensure  more  regularity 
in  their  hours  and  the  course  of  lectures  they  had  to  attend. 
Among  the  concessions  which  the  committee  recommend  is  a 
monthly  holiday.  An  allegation  made  in  the  course  of  the 
inquiry  that  patients  had  been  refused  admission  to  the  in- 
firmary when  there  were  vacant  beds  is  denied,  and  so  also 
is  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  patients  had  been 
put  on  the  floor  of  crowded  wards  when  there  were 
vacant  beds  in  other  wards.  The  report  also  states 
that  the  practice  of  retaining  in  the  wards  the  bodies  of 
patients  who  die  daring  the  night  had  been  commented  on, 
and  the  committee  do  not  propose  to  alter  the  existing 
arrangement.  The  salaries  paid  to  the  day  and  night  nurses, 
ordinary  and  extra,  range  from  167.  to  30Z.  a  year,  with  board. 
Subsequent  to  the  publication  of  the  above  report  there  ap- 
peared a  long  statement,  signed  by  the  resident  physicians 
in  the  infirmary,  reiterating  the  charges  regarding  bad  food, 
excessive  hours,  &c,  in  the  case  of  the  infirmary  nursing 
staff ;  and  it  is  now  reported  that  the  directors  will  be  com- 
pelled to  take  drastic  measures  with  the  resident  physicians 
for  their  action  in  publishing  this  statement  as  to  the 
grievances  of  the  nurses  ;  bat  that  there  is  some  ground  for 
hesitation  in  the  fact  that  there  is  a  risk  that  the  nurses  may 
make  common  cause  with  the  resident  physicians,  and  so 
bring  about  a  strike. 


FRENCH  PHARMACEUTICAL  NEWS. 
{From  our  Parit  Corretpondent.') 

The  Latest  Tuberculosis  Cure. — In  a  recent  paper 
read  before  the  French  Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Sciences,  Dr.  Ribout  of  Marseilles  drew  attention  to  the 
advantage  of  treating  scrophulo-tuberculous  glands  by  hypo- 
dermic injections  of  camphorated  naphthol.    In  27  cases  of 


suppurated  tuberculosis  glands  treated  by  injection,  21  cures 
were  effected. 

The  Recent  Oases  of  Fraud  in  natural  mineral  waters 
have  suggested  to  Dr.  Vidal  the  idea  of  searching  among 
ancient  documents  to  discover  what  penalties  were  formerly 
inflicted  for  this  offence.  He  has  presented  the  results  of 
his  researches  to  the  Academy  of  Medicine.  It  appears 
from  these  that  the  fines  for  wilful  adulteration  or  imitation 
of  natural  mineral  waters  might  reach  an  amount  equal  to 
240Z.  of  modern  currency. 

A  Curious  Coincidence  occurred  at  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies  here  last  week.  Among  the  members  were  two 
retired  pharmacists,  Messieurs  Peytral  and  Gerbay.  It 
happened  that  on  Wednesday  M.  Peytral  was  called  upon 
to  preside  at  the  sitting  of  the  Chamber  in  the  absence  of 
M.  Floquet  through  indisposition.  In  this  capacity  it  was 
his  duty  to  make  the  funeral  oration  of  M.  Gerbay,  who  died 
last  week,  and  who  was  doubly  the  colleague  of  M.  Peytral. 

A  State  Poisoning. — The  advance  of  science  in  Europe 
has  happily  rendered  State  poisoning  a  thing  of  the  past, 
but  French  news  from  Madagascar  report  a  recent  case. 
Ratsimandresy,  chief  of  the  Malagasy  Royal  Guard,  and  son 
of  the  Prime  Minister,  a  young  man  of  25,  fell  dead  an  hoar 
after  partaking  of  a  cup  of  coffee  at  a  birthday  reunion.  His 
horrible  agonies  indicated  strychnine  as  the  probable  cause 
of  death.  There  is  evidence  that  the  luckless  young  fellow 
is  a  victim  of  political  intrigue. 

Adulteration  of  Coffee. — Chemistry  has  once  more 
been  called  in  to  detect  a  new  adulteration  in  coffee.  This 
fraud,  though  only  practised  to  a  limited  extent,  is  sufficiently 
ingenious.  It  consists  in  adding  to  a  certain  proportion  of 
sound  coffee  beans  a  quantity  of  berries  already  exhausted 
in  the  manufacture  of  "  coffee  extracts."  These  useless 
berries  are  roasted,  with  a  little  sugar  added  to  give  the 
requisite  brown  tint.  If,  however,  the  latter  berries  are 
exhausted  by  ether,  they  will  yield  hardly  1  per  cent,  of 
ethereal  extract.  As  sound  coffee  produces  from  13  to  14 
per  cent.,  not  only  can  the  fact  of  adulteration  be  proved, 
but  its  proportion  may  at  the  same  time  be  readily 
established. 

Ammonia  as  a  Fire-extinguisher.— M.  Jeanceau 
fih,  pharmacist,  Savenay  (Loire  Inferieure)  reports  an 
interesting  instance  of  the  efficacy  of  ammonia  in  the 
extinction  of  a  conflagration  which  might  have  proved 
disastrous.  He  had  some  50  gallons  of  gazoline,  half  in  a 
galvanised  iron  cask  and  the  remained  in  glass  receptacles. 
One  of  the  latter  being  broken  by  the  heat  of  the  sun,  the 
liquid  that  escaped  took  fire  and  a  serious  conflagration  was 
threatened.  M.  Jeanneau  took  from  his  laboratory  a  bottle 
containing  nearly  a  gallon  and  a  half  of  ammonia,  and  threw 
it  over  the  flames  and  in  less  than  a  minute  they  were 
extinguished.  It  was  in  fact  so  suddenly  and  thoroughly 
quenched  that  it  was  at  once  possible  to  enter  the  room  and 
remove  the  galvanised  cask,  which  was  half  full  of  gazoline 
and  which,  just  before,  had  been  shooting  out  flames  some 
nine  feet  high. 

Poisoned  by  Cantharides. — M.  Acollas,  a  Government 
Inspector  who  resided  near  Paris,  showed  signs  of  indis- 
position shortly  after  a  copious  dinner  last  Thursday.  He 
prevented  his  servant  seeking  medical  assistance  until  about 
8  p.m.,  when  his  suffering  became  atrocious.  Doubtless 
finding  that  the  doctor  was  long  in  coming,  he  wrote  the 
name  of  a  neighbouring  pharmacist  on  a  piece  of  paper, 
adding  "  Please  give  an  antidote  for  cantharides."  It  was, 
however,  only  found  afterwards.  When  medical  assistance 
arrived  M.  Acollas's  only  reply  to  questioning  was  that  he  did 
not  recollect  what  he  bad  taken.  But  seeing  on  a  table  a 
medical  dictionary  opened  at  the  word  "  Cantharides  "  the 
doctor  understood  the  case.  The  patient  died  at  3  A.M. 
M.  Acollas  was  known  to  have  a  very  ardent  affection  for  a 
young  person  who  sought  happiness  in  another  quarter.  He 
was  in  the  habit  of  taking  cantharides  and  may  have 
swallowed  an  extra  large  dose  without  the  intention  of 
committing  suicide.  A  post-mortem  examination  of  the 
deceased's  body  has  been  made  and  the  viscera  has  been  sent 
to  the  Toxicological  Laboratory. 
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CHEMISTS'  ASSISTANTS'  ASSOCIATION. 


AT  the  last  meeting  of  this  association,  held  on  Thursday, 
October  22,  Mr.  W.  Lloyd  Williams,  President,  in  the 
chair,  an  interesting  paper,  entitled 

Some  Pathology  for  the  Phabmaoist, 

was  read  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Stainer.  The  object  of  the  paper 
was  to  indicate,  without  going  into  particulars,  in  what 
directions  pharmacists  could  render  the  medical  profession 
more  service.  A  more  complete  and  satisfactory  process  for 
the  recognition  of  urinary  deposits,  namely,  by  the  aid  of  the 
microscope,  especially  for  albuminous  urine,  was  required. 
In  non-albuminous  urine  there  were  often  precipitates  due 
to  alkalinity,  &c,  and  for  these  chemical  examination  was 
best.  The  recognition  of  crystals  of  oxalate  of  calcium, 
sometimes  seen  in  the  scum  floating  on  the  surface,  was  of 
pathological  importance,  as  an  indication  of  dyspepsia.  It 
was  said  by  some  that  the  presence  of  slight  traces  of 
albumin  was  not  significant;  the  danger  was  enhanced  when 
casts  of  the  tubuli  uriniferi  were  also  found.  He  had  seen 
a  case  reported  as  containing  neither  albumin  nor  casts,  in 
which  he  himself  afterwards  found  both.  As  hyaline  casts 
were  undoubtedly  formed  from  the  albumin,  he  regarded 
their  presence  as  highly  important.  They  were  generally 
the  result  of  a  cold,  and  were  significant  as  pointing  to  the 
beginning  of  Bright's  disease.  The  presence  in  urine  of 
■epithelial  cells,  and  of  spermatozoa,  should  always  be  noted. 
In  looking  for  extraneous  matter  a  J  in.  objective  would  be 
found  most  serviceable,  and  a  dull  better  than  a  strong 
light.  Since  the  discovery  of  the  bacillus  of  consumption 
•by  Dr.  Koch  their  presence  in  urine  and  in  sputum  has 
become  a  subject  for  microscopic  determination.  The 
essayist  further  commended  the  use  of  the  microscope  in 
determining  the  presence  of  ringworm  and  tapeworm,  in 
recognising  placenta -tissue,  and  in  the  examination  of  vomit 
and  morbid  growths,  such  as  soft  and  hard  tumours,  &c. 
The  next  paper  read  was  the  prizs  essay,  entitled 

Becent  Advancf.  in  Pharmacy. 

For  this  the  author,  Mr.  E.  B.  Sherlock,  was  last  session 
awarded  the  association  medal  and  51.  Mr.  Sheilock  first 
reviewed  the  work  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  from  the 
year  1890  to  the  occasion  of  its  jubilee.  In  reference  to  the 
Bill  which  had  been  so  much  discussed,  no  doubt  the  visits 
of  the  President  to  different  parts  of  the  country  had  culled 
for  it  much  support,  yet  there  was  sufficient  lack  of  enthu- 
siasm to  show  that  it  was  not  generally  favoured  by  chemists, 
first  because  it  did  not  go  far  enough,  as  it  left  open  the 
door  to  the  unqualified,  and,  secondly,  because  they  could 
see  no  return  lor  the  expense  of  an  extended  curriculum. 

Th«i  subject  of  the  Preliminary  examination  had  been 
brought  foiward  very  ab'y  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Saul.  It  had  been 
taken  up  b7  many  prominent  pharmacists,  yet  it  was  sur- 
prising th «  the  only  result  was  the  statement  by  Mr.  Car- 
teighe  li  at  statu'ory  difficulties  stood  in  the  way. 

It  w  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  appointment  of  phar- 
macists to  act  on  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  was  appre- 
ciated by  the  Medical  Council,  and  he  hoped  that  for  the  next 
revision  the  place  of  pharmacists  on  this  committee  would 
be  more  fully  acknowledged. 

As  a  result  of  the  extended  schedule  of  subjects  of  the 
Major  and  Minor  examinations,  he  believed  there  would  be  a 
higher  percentage  of  passes. 

The  three  years'  probationary  period  for  the  Research 
Laboratory  ended  last  February, and  from  the  fact  that  work 
there  is  to  be  continued,  the  Council  showed  their  appre- 
ciation of  what  had  been  done.  The  opinion  of  the  Council 
had  tot  been  generally  shared. 

The  result  of  the  Wheeldon  case,  by  deciding  as  to  what 
constituted  the  seller,  had  been  to  strengthen  the  hands  of 
the  Council. 

An  impetus  had  been  given  to  the  establishment  of  local 
associations  with  very  satisfactory  results.  Worthy  of  special 
notice  were  the  North  and  West  Kensington  Associations, 
the  Exeter  Association,  and  the  Brighton  Junior  Association. 

In  regard  to  new  literature  special  reference  was  made  to 
Mr.  Proctor's  work  on  "  Pharmaceutical  Testing,"  and  to  Mr. 
Helbing's  "Modern  Materia  Medica." 


The  progress  of  pharmaceutical  legislation  in  continental 
and  foreign  countries  (which  had  been  noted  from  time  to 
time  in  the  columns  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist),  and 
the  increased  use  of  synthetical  remedies,  were  also  touched 

upon. 

The  regulations  attached  to  the  sale  of  Koch's  lymph  to 
prevent  spurious  imitations  were  referred  to.  It  is  only 
prepared  and  sold  in  original  packages  by  Dr.  Koch's 
assistant.  The  two  sizes  are  6*.  and  25*.,  either  of  which,  if 
over  six  months  old,  can  be  returned.

LIVERPOOL  PHARMACEUTICAL  STUDENTS' 
SOCIETY. 


Address  by  Dr.  Simes. 

AT  the  meeting  of  this  society,  held  on  October  22,  Mr. 
Harold  Wyatt,  jun  ,  president,  in  the  chair,  an  address 
was  delivered  by  Dr.  Symes,  who  remarked  that,  while  it 
was  becoming  difficult  to  find  fresh  matter  for  addresses  on 
pharmaceutical  topics,  still  no  two  persons  had  exactly  the 
same  experiences.  Often,  too,  the  deductions  drawn  from 
similar  experiences  varied  according  to  the  observer.  Mr. 
Proctor,  in  a  recent  excellent  address  to  the  students  of 
Newcastle,  had  shown  how,  ear  y  in  life,  he  had  adopted  the 
experimental  method  for  the  acquirement  of  knowledge. 
Reading  this  called  to  Dr.  Symes's  memory  an  experi- 
ment which  he  made  with  a  toy  dram  on  sound  when  about 
8  years  of  age,  since  which  time  he  had  made  many 
others  of  a  more  complex  character.  Mr.  Proctor's  experiences 
led  him  to  adviSe  his  hearers  not  to  trust  anybody's  theory, 
or  anything,  without  thoroughly  testiDg  it  oneself.  He  (Dr. 
Symes)  had,  however,  come  to  the  conclusion  that  to  test 
everything  properly  involved  an  amount  of  knowledge  which 
few,  if  any,  possessed,  and  occupied  time  which  one  could 
ill  afford  to  spare  out  of  an  ordinary  lifetime,  and  that  it 
was  better  to  accept  as  correct  all  well-authenticated  state- 
ments until  they  were  proved  to  be  inaccurate,  so  as  to  have 
time  to  assist  in  building  up  the  great  temple  of  knowledge. 
In  a  general  way,  pharmacists  were  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  their  fraternity.  They  desired  to  keep  pace  with  the 
progress  made  by  the  pharmacists  of  other  nations,  and 
with  the  demands  made  on  them  by  the  medical  profession 
and  the  public.  When  any  measure  in  Parliament  threatened 
their  existing  interests  they  joined  hands  in  protesting,  and, 
much  as  might  be  said  about  the  indifference  of  Parliament 
to  pharmaceutical  interests,  they  rarely  protested  in  vain. 
When,  however,  all  was  peaceful  without,  they  had  seldom 
any  difficulty  in  finding  a  grumble  within.  Dr.  Symes  then 
referred  to  the  complaints  against  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  and  showed  that  many  of  them  were  groundless. 
He  thought,  however,  that  everyone  ought  to  have  an  in- 
terest in  the  Society.  He  presumed  they  knew  that  he  held 
an  opinion  that  everyone  who  passed  the  qualifying  exami- 
nation should  be  elected  a  member  of  the  Society  without 
an  annual  subscription.  Even  as  matters  stood,  he  thought 
the  Society  was  not  altogether  free  from  responsibility 
towards  those  it  examined  and  received  fees  from.  He  then 
discussed  prices,  dispensing,  closing,  &o.»  as  subjects  which 
are  bones  of  contention  between  the  various  classes  of 
chemists  and  druggists,  and  the  recent  discussions  and  cor- 
respondence as  to  difficulties  between  principals  and  as- 
sistants. He  thought  all  these  differences,  if  they  existed 
to  any  extent  (which  he  questioned),  could  be  settled  by 
friendly  means,  and  he  regarded  the  proposal  "  to  go  on 
strike"  as  unwise  and  inconsistent  with  their  position  as 
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gentlemen.  Their  position  was  one  of  transition,  and  soon 
most  of  them  would  become  principals.  They  should  ask 
themselves  what  would  be  their  opinions  then  ?  Next  he 
•considered  the  question— Is  pharmacy  worth  following  ? 
and  spoke  in  hopeful  terms  of  its  future.  He  urged  young 
pharmaoists  to  cultivate  a  habit  of  observation,  and  pre- 
paredness for  such  opportunities  as  might  present  themselves 
in  life,  and  in  conclusion  reviewed  the  work  and  position  of 
the  society,  which  he  considered  satisfactory. 
A  vote  of  thanks  and  discussion  followed. 


A  PHARMACEUTICAL  COUNCILLOR  ON  THE  SALE 
OF  POISONS. 


ON  Wednesday  of  last  week  Mr  Marshall  Leigh  delivered 
a  lecture  on  "  The  Sale  of  Poisons "  to  the  Brighton 
Junior  Association  of  Pharmacy.  Mr.  Leigh  first  pointed 
out  that,  briefly,  the  duties  of  chemists  in  relation  to  the  sale 
of  poisons  were  (1)  to  protect  the  public  from  designing 
•persons  and  (2)  to  place  no  unnecessary  difficulty  in  the 
way  of  those  who  required  poisons  for  legitimate  purposes. 
Under  the  Act,  certain  precautions  in  the  sale  are  ordered  to 
be  taken,  and  the  first  duty  of  chemists,  when  a  sale  was 
made,  was  to  see  that  those  precautions  were  complied  with. 
Having  reviewed  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of 
1868,  the  lecturer  pointed  out  that,  in  addition  to  their 
observance,  they  were  expected  to  use  their  knowledge  and 
skill  to  provide  against  the  misuse  of  poisons,  criminally 
and  for  suicide,  and  also  against  accident.  With  regard  to 
the  scheduled  poisons,  they  could  not  do  much  more  than 
•faithfully  carry  out  the  directions  of  the  law ;  but  for 
poisons  not  included  in  the  schedule — such  as  carbolic  acid, 
spirits  of  salt,  sulphuric  acid,  &c. — which  were  frequently 
the  cause  of  accidental  death,  he  thought  much  greater  care 
should  be  taken  than  was  sometimes  the  case.  Such  sub- 
stances should  never  be  sold  in  cups,  giDger-beer  or  beer 
bottles,  or  even  in  ordinary  medicine-bottles.  The  public 
should  be  induced  to  use  proper  poison-bottles,  and  they 
should  be  sent  out  clearly  labelled  "Poison,"  with  the  name 
and  address  of  the  seller.  By  the  precautions  which  most 
chemists  took  in  the  sale  of  the  unofficial  poisons  they  set  a 
good  example  to  other  traders,  which  he  feared  was  not 
often  followed.  Until  dangerous  poisons  were  placed  in  the 
schedule,  and  their  sale  confined  to  chemists,  the  number  of 
accidental-poisoning  cases  would  not  decrease.  Many  un- 
registered traders  supplied  scheduled  poisons  with  most 
appalling  carelessness.  Weed-killers  were  often  sold  in 
pennyworths  in  cups  and  glasses,  without  a  label.  It  was 
-quite  time,  he  thought,  that  the  sale  of  powerful  scheduled 
poisons  by  unqualified  men  was  put  down  with  a  strong 
hand.  The  lecturer  referred  to  the  Wheeldon  decision,  re- 
marking that  it  appeared  somewhat  anomalous  that  the 
selling,  which  needed  little  skill,  should  require  qualification, 
whilst  the  dispensing,  which  called  for  considerable  skill, 
might  be  performed  by  unqualified  men.  He  hoped  that,  in 
the  future,  this  anomaly  would  be  remedied.  Pending  a 
judicial  interpretation  of  the  phrase  "patent  medicines,"  he 
thought  they  s'^uld  label  notoriously  dangerous  stamped 
medicines.  WKv.  dimity  of  poison,  however,  in  a  mixture 
made  it  desirable  to  label  it  1  While  it  was  impossible  to 
-give  a  definite  reply  to  the  question,  he  thought  that  every 
■chemist  must  use  his  own  discretion.  With  regard  to  dis- 
pensing, undated  and  unsigned  prescriptions  were  occa- 
sionally handed  in,  ordering  poisons  or  powerful  prepara- 
tions of  poisons.  These  they  should  not  dispense  without 
some  evidence  of  their  genuineness.  He  referred  especially 
<to  "  hypodermic  solution  of  morphia,"  solutions  of  "  chloral 
hydrate,"  and  such-like.  It  was  difficult  to  refuse  to  make 
•up  the  prescription,  especially  when  the  patient  asserted  that 
he  bad  taken  it  for  years ;  but  in  some  cases  it  would  be 
kind  to  the  patient,  as  well  as  on  the  safe  Bide,  if  the  medical 
prescriber  were  privately  communicated  with.  The  Phar- 
macy Act  had  been  called  a  "  wretched  Poison  Act,"  but  he 
did  not  agree  with  the  term,  because  it  afforded  the  public 
a  great  degree  of  protection,  whilst  it  also  gave  to  chemists 
certain  privileges.  The  Legislature  had  selected  them,  as  a 
body  of  educated  men,  to  conduct  the  sale  of  poisons,  and  it 


was  their  duty  to  exercise  every  care ;  in  a  word,  they  must 
make  it  easy  to  do  right  and  difficult  to  do  wrong. 

A  conversational  discussion  followed,  in  the  course  of 
which  several  theories  were  propounded  with  respect  to  the 
sale  of  poisons  and  the  responsibility  of  the  sellers.  It  was 
especially  argued  that  the  wholesale  trade  should  be  pre- 
vented from  disposing  of  poisons  in  retail  quantities. 

A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  Mr.  Marshall  Leigh 
for  his  lecture. 


"THE  FUTURE  OF  PHARMACY. 


THE  fortnightly  meeting  of  the  Glasgow  Chemists' 
Assistants'  Association  was  held  on  Wednesday  evening, 
when  Mr.  Alexander  Laing,  of  the  Lansdowne  Pharmacy, 
Great  Western  Road,  one  of  the  vice-presidents  of  the 
society,  delivered  an  interesting  address  on  "  The  Future  of 
Pharmacy." 

In  the  course  of  his  address  Mr.  Laing  said:— I  have  set 
myself  to  answer  several  pertinent  questions  to-night  in 
connection  with  the  prob'em  how  we  may  live  comfortably 
by  preventing  the  general  public  from  dying  comfortably. 
To  treat  the  subject  practically  I  must  represent  the  present 
before  any  future  can  be  defined.  There  has  lately  been  a 
conundrum  floating  round,  which  is  still  in  the  nascent 
condition — "  Why  are  chemists  not  richer  ?  "  Echo  answers, 
"  Why  1 "  The  richer  is  in  itself  to  me  of  secondary  im- 
port. I  would  like,  however,  to  see  them  in  a  posit  ion  of 
greater  dignity,  to  which,  if  they  can  assert  themselves, 
they  have  every  claim.  It  is  quite  natural  when  three 
delicate  plants  attempt  to  grow  where  the  soil  affords  only 
nourishment  for  two  that  one  of  them  should  die  of  gradual 
decline,  or  that  all  three  should  linger  in  a  condition  of 
general  debility.  Moreover,  if  a  number  of  weeds  are 
absorbing  the  sap  which  should  by  the  process  of  endosmose 
go  to  enrich  those  plants,  then  there  comes  a  struggle  for 
existence  and  survival  of  the  fittest.  You  know  that  weeds 
are  generally  self-assertive,  of  soboliferous  habit — some  might 
say,  of  a  more  pushing  disposition  than  legitimate  plants— and 
once  they  get  rooted  anywhere  they  generally  flourish  at  the 
expense  of  the  more  delicate  and  higher  order.  If  the 
plants  be  the  British  pharmacists,  the  weeds  grocers  and 
drapers,  &c,  the  conundrum  is  answered.  But  it  is  only  in 
our  relationship  to  patent  medicines  that  we  are  forced  to 
contend  against  these  creeping  vegetables,  and  I  think  we 
would  add  to  our  dignity  by  discarding  such  wares  alto- 
gether. I  have  never  met  with  the  druggist  who  would  re- 
commend any  patent  medicine.  In  absolute  fact,  we  look 
on  them  as  gulls  to  catch  hold  of  an  ignorant  and  credulous 
and  avaricious  populace.  Any  druggist  may  safely  consider 
that  he  has  better  pills  for  3d.  a  dozen  than  the  "  cure-alls  " 
copiously  advertised.  The  people  generally  are  unconsciously 
ignorant  ~bout  medicines,  and  have  a  firm  conviction  that 
the  cH'  dim  of  the  druggist  is  to  dupe  them.  "  A  bottle  of 
wate  with  a  nasty  taste  in  it,  and  13d.  profit  out  of  every 
It ,  is  the  popular  photograph.  If  we  regard  our  position 
in  the  aspect  of  profit,  it  may  be  totalled  up  thus :  With  an 
education  above  the  commercial,  and  bordering,  if  not  em- 
bracing, the  classical,  and  a  calling  at  least  semi-professional, 
we  have  less  scope  than  the  trader  in  any  branch  of  the  mercan- 
tile world,  and  a  turnover  that  may  be  measured  by  shillings 
besides  pounds  in  other  businesses.  We  have  been  willing  to 
give  our  services  to  the  public  on  Sunday  and  Saturday, 
week-day  and  holiday,  depriving  ourselves  in  a  great 
measure  of  those  relaxations  and  enjoyments  which 
are  within  the  reach  of  all  classes  of  labour, 
with  the  result  that  the  public  look  upon  it  as  their  due. 
We  retain,  however,  the  glorious  privilege  of  selling  poisons. 
And  what  is  it  worth  ?  Oar  friend  the  publican  with  his 
slower  and  more  painful  poison  is  very  conscientious  in 
obeying  the  letter  of  the  law  so  as  to  evade  its  penalties  ; 
but  all  his  patients  who  can  approach  the  shrine  of  Bacchus 
with  steady  feet  may  worship  there  as  long  as  their  legs  and 
pockets  will  stand  it,  and  their  tongues  articulate  the  cus- 
tomary vows.  The  druggist  is  more  concerned  lor  the  wel- 
fare of  the  people  than  for  his  own  interests.  He  has  a 
sense  of  moral  obligation,  which  is  higher  than  any  Act  of 
Parliament ;  and  his  higher  morality  is  taken  advantage  of 
on  all  sides.    When  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
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Society  honoured  Glasgow  with  hia  presence  I  pitchforked 
mjself  to  the  position  of  proposing  the  motion  in  favour  of 
the  Pharmacy  Bill  because  I  did  not  like  to  see  time  dis- 
sipated, nor  anything  else,  for  that  matter— smoke  excepted. 
I  made  that  motion  with  a  proviso  which  would  have 
removed  all  difficulties  in  the  future  by  eliminating  the  un- 
qualified assistant  from  the  ranks  of  pharmacy  without  in- 
juring those  who  ocoupy  that  position  at  present.  The 
proviso  was  not  adopted,  but  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal 
took  pains  to  show  that  the  principle  would  come  into  force 
with  the  curriculum.    Well,  the  fate  of  that  Bill  in  Parlia- 
ment shows  how  much  regard  there  is  for  the  druggist.  There 
was  more  regard  paid  to  the  claims  of  the  unregistered  assistant 
and  the  grasping  employer  than  for  the  interests  of  pharmacy. 
The  Bill  was  extremely  weak,  however,  because  the  Council 
did  not  take  counsel  before  its  mind  had  been  made  up,  and 
then  it  stuck  to  its  own  baby.    If  it  had  passed  we  may 
picture  the  Council  hugging  their  president,  and  with  beam- 
ing countenances  saying,  "  We  have  conceived  and  been 
delivered  of  a  brand-new  Pharmacy  Act."    But  it  would 
have  been  still-born,  for  the  curriculum  is  practically  in 
vogue  at  the  present  time,  and  that  comprises  the  chief  work 
of  the  Bill.    Mr.  Carteighe  here  said,  "When  we  go  to  Par- 
liament we  must  be  civil  to  them ; "  and  I  was  greatly 
influenced  by  that  remark.    To  be  civil  is  all  very  good  ;  but 
we  have  to  demand,  instead  of  entreat ;  and  we  can  do  that 
civilly,  though  at  the  same  time  firmly.    If  we  are  to  be  the 
guardians  of  the  lives  of  the  lieges  on  the  principle  of 
moral  obligation  (which,  indeed,  we  are)  let  us  claim  that 
compensation  to  which  we  bave  every  right  in  other  matters. 
What  is  the  advantage  to  us  of  passing  examinations  and 
devoting  ourselves  to  minister  to  the  sick  and  afflicted  with 
a  Damocles  6word  hanging  continually  over  our  heads,  and  a 
mental  strain  that  prevents  us,  even  if  we  had  the  leisure, 
from  taking  part  in  municipal  and  parliamentary  affairs, 
which  every  1  educated  citizen  is  entitled  to  take,  if  it  is 
merely  for  the  sake  of  selling  poisons.    The  chemists  who 
have  leisure  are  the  exceptions  that  prove  the  rule,  and  so 
are  the  chemists  who  realise  a  fortune.    I  would  have 
chemists  strike  against  the  necessity  of  taking  a  patent 
medicine  licence,  or  requiring  to  stamp  any  article  they  sell, 
and  that  the    Inland  Revenue    people    should  sweep 
down    upon    them   and   mulct    them    of     one  pound 
sterling     for     selling     a     pennyworth    of  toothache 
essence  simply  because  it  was  called  "  specific."     If  Mr. 
Goschen's  surpluses  are  made  by  such  means,  it  should  be 
another  nail  in  the  Government's  body- case.    I  am  a  fairish 
good  Conservative  in  practical  politics,  and  I  meant  to  give 
Mr.  Carteighe  this  lesson  in  Conservative  policy,  when  his 
request  for  civility  altered  my  mind.    I  would  get  the  whole 
order  of  pharmacists  to  join  in  demanding  the  repeal  of  the 
Poisons  Act,  which  I  know  quite  well  Parliament  would  not 
dare  to  grant,  while,  if  it  did,  we  would  not  suffer  thereby, 
as  it  is  more  a  responsible  than  a  lucrative  position.  It 
would  be  the  means  of  calling  attention  to  our  clai    ~.  and 
then  we  could  demand  redress.    To  sell  poisons  is  ta  ^ly 
privilege  our  qualification  seems  to  entitle  us  to,  and  .  - 
frequently  infringed.    It  has  been  also  impressed  upon  us 
that  we  are  the  mere  drudges  and  dependants  of  the  medical 
profession,  and  their  humble  servants*        ™hile  each  of 
them  pins  his  faith  to  half-a-dozen  or  so  o^c.at  drugs,  and 
rings  the  changes  on  them,  we  must  be  acquainted  with  all 
their  idiosyncracies,  have  the  whole  B.P.  at  the  root  of  our 
tongues,  and  also  keep  up  with  every  new  preparation  which 
comes  into  the  market,  know  its  derivation, mode  of  prepara- 
tion, dosology,  and  toxicology ;  and  they  show  their  com- 
petence and  skill  to  combat  disease  by  hunting  after  every 
new  thing,  which  we  are  compelled  to  stock,  and,  after  being 
twice  used,  very  frequently  to  keep  in  stock,  as  it  is  never 
again  asked  for.    Then  enterprising  druggists  devise  new 
combinations  in  syrups,  and  liquors,  and  fancy  pills,  which 
are    seemingly    far    better    than    the    B.P.  formulas 
to  regular  physicians,  as  they  jump  to  them  so  readily.  We 
must  get  them  all,  and  trust  in  Providence  that  they  may  be 
prescribed  sometimes.    Anyone  who  could  read  a  label 
might  play  the  part  of  druggist  on  these  lines.    In  Glasgow, 
it  is  computed,  there  are  three  doctors'  shops  to  one  qualified 
druggist's,  which  is  all  right  if  they  run  them  fair  and 
square  as  such.    But  many  shops  are  owned  by  unqualified 
druggists,  who  are  shielded  from  the  law  they  infringe  by 
a  medical  gentleman  lending  himself  to  evade  the  law  by 


consulting  therein.  The  first  requisite  for  the  future'  of 
pharmacy  is  a  united  body  of  druggists,  and  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  is  the  true  and  only  nucleus  around  which 
to  gather.  I  hold  no  brief  from  them ;  I  am  not  even  an 
associate.  I  just  think  my  think.  The  (Society  is  as  its 
members  make  it,  and  if  the  collective  forces  of  pharmacy 
joined  it  they  might  mould  it  to  their  interests  and  will  if 
they  bave  definite  views  to  work  upon.  Then  the  Society 
with  a  fiim  voice  will  present  its  petition  civilly  to  Parlia- 
ment, and  be  civilly  refused.  Next  they  will  draw  up  their 
Bill  giving  druggists  that  protection  which  is  given  by  Act 
of  Parliament  at  present  to  the  professions  of  medicine,  law, 
and  dental  surgery,  and  which  is  also  given  to  druggists 
throughout  France  and  Germany  and  Italy,  and  which  every 
moral  consideration,  and  every  consideration  for  the  welfare 
of  the  people,  makes  theirs  by  right  —  the  exclusive- 
power  of  dealing  in  medicines.  What  is  the  chemist  worth 
if  he  cannot  make  up  any  preparation  the  medical 
profession  can  legitimately  use?  I  have  more  respect 
for  the  tincture  and  pills  and  syrups  made  by  my  own  hands,, 
or  under  my  immediate  observation,  than  for  similar 
preparations  procured  ready-made.  There  can  be  little- 
credit  to  anyone  who  simply  manipulates  his  stock  from, 
this,  that,  or  the  other  druggist's  conveniencer.  The  future 
pharmacist  must  be  honestly  his  own  stockmaker  wherever 
practicable,  and  be  honestly  entitled  to  the  reputation  he 
earns.  There  should  be  an  honourable  spirit  of  independence- 
in  asserting  our  dignity  as  a  profession  without  being  self- 
assertive  and  without  being  unduly  meek.  And  if  we  cannot 
have  a  Saturday  afternoon  to  ourselves  twice  a  week  we  can, 
if  united,  have  a  reasonable  amount  of  recreation.  Let  us 
unite,  and  make  it  evident  that  we  can  both  think  and  act ;. 
and  if  the  principles  of  honour,  and  equity,  and  moral  right 
are  not  sufficient  to  raise  the  future  pharmacist  to  that 
position  which  his  education,  and  responsibility,  and  self- 
denial  entitle  him  to,  we  will  at  least  show  Britain's  morality 
to  be  Dumbarton  drum — "big  and  boss" — and  advise  our 
children  and  young  men  to  eschew  the  ranks  of  pharmacy 
and  adopt  the  profession  of  football.

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SACKLIN'S  POULTICES. 

In  these  articles  the  notion  patented  is  to  get  back  from 
the  elegance  of  the  modern  mustard  and  linseed  leaves  to 
the  old-fashioned  real  poultices,  supplied  in  a  form  which 
gives  the  nurse  or  the  housekeeper  a  minimum  of  trouble. 
The  illustration  shows  a  sixpenny  set  of  either  linseed-meal 
or  mustard  poultices  as  supplied  in  this  patented  form. 
There  is  here  a  series  of  four  such  poultices.  One  (about 
3£  inches  square)  can  be  cut  off  and  used  for  a  boil  if  re- 
quired, or  all  four,  about  7  inches  square,  can  be  used  as  a

single  large  poultice.  Nothing  is  needed  to  prepare  them 
but  to  pour  boiling  water  over  the  article.  The  material  in 
which  the  linseed-meal  or  the  mustard  is  enclosed  is  a 
borated  muslin  in  front  (to  go  next  to  the  skin)  and  Christia 
at  the  back.  Mumford's  best  crushed  linseed  is  used  for  the 
one  and  a  combination  of  pure  mustard  flour  and  ground 
brown  mustard  husk  for  the  other.  The  latter  has  been 
compounded  with  a  view  of  obtaining  a  poultice  which  can 
be  retained  for  a  long  time,  the  mucilaginous  material  of 
the  husk  relieving  the  biting  of  the  mustard.  These  poul- 
tices offer  obvious  advantages,  especially  to  the  bachelor  or 
paterfamilias,  who  may  be  suddenly  called  upon,  in  the  dead 
of  a  winter's  night,  to  descend  to  the  lower  regions  of  his 
domicile  in  search  of  the  materials  required  to  make  a 
linseed  poultice,  and  whose  first  attempt  results  in  the  con- 
coction of  linseed  soup  and  his  second  in  the  production  of 
something  as  hard  as  a  brickbat.  The  patentees,  who  are 
associated  with  Mr.  Cooper,  of  20  Royal  Exchange,  make 
the  very  fair  offer  to  chemists,  to  send  them  free  three  six- 
penny linseed  and  sixpenny  mustard  poultices,  with  a  show- 
card,  to  judge  of  the  saleability,  if  they  will  make  prompt 
application. 


PERFECTION  EYE-SHADES. 

Mb.  T.  H.  Harbison,  of  Hatton  Garden,  shows  us  samplos 
of  reading- shades  and  single  eye-caps,  described  as  "  Feather- 
weights," and  which  are  remarkable  for  lightness.  They  are 
made  of  a  delicate  flesh  tint,  and  with  some  of  them  there  is 
an  attachment  of  delicate  steel  bands,  by  which  they  are 
(like  spectacles)  kept  in  place  very  conveniently.  Others  are 
fixed  by  the  elastics,  as  of  old. 


Pbotopine. — This  alkaloid  occurs  in  opium,  but  it  also 
occurs  in  the  root  of  Chelidonium  ma  jut,  and  it  is  identical 
with  an  alkaloid  which  has  heen  isolated  from  the  root  of 
EUoholtiia  californica.

But  Cabbolic  Acid  is  not  a  Poison  ! 

Henrietta  Godbold,  24,  was  seduced  and  deserted  by  a 
man  who  she  afterwards  discovered  was  married.  She  took 
carbolic  acid. — The  wife  of  an  innkeeper  at  Cambridge, 
named  Ramsey,  visited  Hungerford  last  week  for  the  purpose 
of  attending  the  funeral  of  her  mother,  taking  her  cbild 
with  her.  Carbolic  acid  was  placed  in  the  bedroom  where 
the  body  lay ;  the  child  drank  some  of  it,  and  died  from  its 
effects. — Mr.  Coroner  Smelt  had  before  him  on  Monday  the 
case  of  a  labourer  named  Bagnall,  who  was  found  to  have 
poisoned  himself  with  carbolic  acid. 

Six  Ounces  of  Paeegobic. 

Joseph  Mulholland,  a  beer  retailer  at  Manchester,  had 
been  depressed  in  consequence  of  business  having  been  dull, 
so  he  purchased  6  oz.  of  paregoric  from  the  shop  of  Mr. 
James  Hogg  Beard,  Great  Ancoats  Street,  saying  it  was  for 
his  wife,  who  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  it.  He  took  a  room 
at  the  George  IV.  Hotel,  Shudehill,  where  he  was  found 
dead.    He  seems  to  have  drunk  nearly  all  the  6  oz. 

A  Dispenses  chooses  Pbussic  Acid. 

Joseph  Charles  Kelly,  36,  residing  at  Huddersfield,  and 
who  had  been  dispenser  to  Dr.  Martin,  surgeon,  of  that  town, 
committed  suicide  by  taking  a  quantity  of  prussicacid.  He 
had  been  out  of  a  situation  lately,  and  much  put  about 
thereat.    He  had  lately  also  taken  to  drink. 

Fob  Love. 

W.  G.  Forbes,  an  electrician  employed  in  Messrs.  Arm- 
strong's works  at  Newcastle,  drank  chromic  acid,  as  the 
result  of  a  disappointment  in  love,  after  sending  a  very 
pathetic  letter  to  the  young  woman  to  whom  he  had  been 
engaged. 

Family  Suicidal  Tendency. 

Dr.  P.  H.  Carpenter,  F.R.S.,  science  master  at  Eton,  poisoned 
himself  last  week  with  chloroform.    He  left  a  letter  to  say 
he  did  this  from  fear  of  insanity  and  ruin.    He  had  had  a 
severe  attack  of  influenza.    A  brother  of  the  deceased  com- 
mitted suicide  nearly  a  year  ago.

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EXHIBITION  OF  MINERAL- WATER  MACHINERY 
AND  APPLIANCES. 


THE  display  of  mineral  waters  and  aerated-water  ma- 
chinery, which  forms  so  prominent  a  part  of  the  Brewers' 
Exhibition  now  open  at  the  Agricultural  Hall,  fully  main- 
tains its  prominence  among  the  other  industries  of  the 
alcohol  persuasion  with  which  it  is  associated.  But  if  the 
aerated- water  section  holds  its  own,  the  spirituous  section 
appears  to  be  growing,  and  there  are  signs  that  the  exhibi- 
tion will  develop  ultimately  into  an  annual  visit  to  London 
of  the  licensed-victualler  fraternity.  There  were  this  year 
450  exhibitors  at  Islington,  and  some  250  others  were  refused 
for  want  of  space.  The  lodges,  booths,  and  stands  erected 
by  some  of  the  chief  firms  who  contribute  are  growing  in 
artistic  stjle,  and  many  of  them  are  very  costly  and 
attractive. 

Durafort  &  Sons,  of  Paris,  are  exhibiting  through 
their  London  agent,  Mr.  E  Sshmolle,  of  42  Gutter  Lane. 
Besides  syphons  and  seltzogenes,  Messrs.  Durafort  show  a 
cleverly  designed  automatic  gas  generator  and  holder,  con- 
structed with  a  cage  within  the  gasholder  containing  bicar- 


bonate of  soda.  As  the  gas  is  withdrawn,  and  the  holder 
falls,  this  cage  comes  into  contact  with  acid,  and  gas  is 
again  evolved.  The  firm  also  exhibit  a  very  compact  little 
machine,  which  stands  on  a  space  not  mur\  larger  than  a 
square  yard,  in  which  aerated  water  can  be  manufactured 
with  great  facility.  The  generator  in  this  case  has  also  an 
attachment  of  a  different  construction  for  the  automatic  pro- 
vision of  sulphuric  acid. 

Bbatby  &  Hikchliffe  (Limited),  of  Manchester  and 
London,  filled  a  large  space  with  specimens  of  their  machines, 
and  their  staff  seemed  to  be  kept  going,  with  very  little 
intermission,  by  a  constant  stream  of  inquiring  visitors. 
Their  steam  turnover  filling-machine  (Cbavasse's  patent), 
which  we  described  la»t  year,  was  the  clieval  do  bataille,  and 
its  operation  was  superintended  by  the  patentee  himself.  It 
is  essentially  a  revolving  table,  with  several  bottling-cages 
attached,  which  present  themselves  in  rotation  to  the 
attendant.  Bottles  ate  filled  by  it  as  fast  as  he  can  place 
them  in  position  and  remove  them.  As  each  bottle  leaves 
him  it  is  turned  over,  filled,  and  turned  back  again  in  the 
course  of  its  revolutions.  We  were  told  that  over  sixty  of 
these  had  been  sold  since  the  last  exhibition.  Mr.  Cbavasse's 


newest  patent,  which  had  been  perfected  only  just  in  time 
for  this  exhibition,  is  described  as  the  Duplex  Automatic 
Cylinders.  A  prominent  feature  of  this  arrangement  is  the 
device  for  takirg  advantage  of  the  alleged  principle  that  the 
water  can  be  more  effectually  saturated  with  the  gas  when 
it  is  in  a  fine  state  of  division.  Inside  these  cylinders  the 
water  and  the  gas  are  pumped  through  a  tube  of  about 
2  inches  in  diameter,  consisting  of  a  series  of  perforated 
discs  bolted  together  The  discs  offer  a  partial  resistance  to 
the  pressure  of  the  pumped  liquid,  which  then  escapes  through 
minute  toothed  edges  where  the  discs  join  into  the  cylinders. 
The  water  is  in  a  condition  more  resembling  steam  than  spray. 
The  gaseous  water  is  then  conducted  into  the  twin  cylinder, 
and  passes  through  a  similar  series  of  discs.  By  this  latter 
operation  the  pressure  is  reduced,  and  what  the  patentee 
calls  the  "  wildness  "  of  the  water  is  modified  so  that  it  can 
be  more  readily  bottled  with  much  less  risk  of  mess  or 
breakage,  although  a  fully-charged  water  is  Eecured.  Messrs. 
Bratby  &  Hincbliffe  showed  also  improvements  in  their 
patent  bottle- washing  apparatus ;  and  they  had  also  a  new 
automatic  apparatus  (the  "  Beacon")  for  controlling  the  height 
of  water  in  cylinders  or  condensers.  This  invention  also  en- 
ables the  operator  to  prevent  any  increase  of  pressure  in  the 
cylinder  after  the  water  has  reached  any  desired  level,  thus 
avoiding  the  necessity  for  blowing  off  the  surplus  pressure 
for  bottling.  The  exhibit  included,  besides,  various  other 
machines  and  a  good  display  of  essences,  amongst  which 
were  their  two  new  ones,  "  Kola  Tonic "  and  "  Fruit 
Squash." 

Liquefied-  gas"  A  tpae  atus. 

We  have  on  several  occasions  referred  to  the  use  of  lique- 
fied carbonic  acid  gas  in  the  production  of  aerated  waters. 
Two  yeais  ago  there  was  considerable  excitement  about  the 
matter,  the  use  of  reputed  "  natural  gas  "  focussing  attention 
on  certain  speculative  operations.  But  there  has  been  time 
for  the  novelty  to  recover  its  true  commercial  level,  and  for 
people  to  discover  that  most  of  the  liquefied  gas  is  made  by 
a  company  at  Clapton  from  chalk  and  acid  in  the  usual  way. 
Unquestionably  for  chemists  and  others  who  wish  to  work  in 
a  small  way,  producing  good  waters,  the  liquefied  gas  is  an 
immense  convenience,  as  it  permits  apparatus  to  be  reduced 
to  the  smallest  dimensions,  and  saves  a  great  deal  of  trouble 
and  mess.  The  gas  is  sent  out  in  tubes  weighing  about 
1  cwt.,  27  lbs.  of  this  being  carbonic-acid  gas.  This  is  equal 
to  225  c.  ft.  of  expanded  gas,  and  it  is  said  to  be  capable  of 
aerating  240  doz.  10-oz  bottles,  or  at  the  rate  of  \d.  per  doz. 
Of  course  carriage  on  the  gas-tubes  adds  a  fraction  to  that, 
and  probably  it  is  for  this  reason  that  liquefied  gas  has  not 
taken  so  well  in  the  northern  counties  as  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  the  metropolis — so  Mr.  Meadowcroft,  junr.,  told  our 
representative.  Is  it  not  possible  for  alkali  makers  in  the 
north  to  take  up  the  manufacture  of  the  gas  1  Those  of 
them  who  recover  their  sulphur  have  large  quantities  of 
calcium  carbonate  as  a  by-product,  which  they  have  to  dis- 
pose of  at  a  fraction  of  Id.  per.  lb.  Will  the  difference 
between  that  and  4<Z.  not  pay  for  turning  it  into  CO.,,  con- 
densing, and  packing  ?  We  think  it  would,  and  leave  a  good 
profit,  too,  even  at  Zd.  or  3d.  per  lb. 

Barnett  &  Foster  bad  several  arrangements  for  liquefied 
carbonic  acid  gas  in  their  very  extensive  exhibit,  but  the 
machine  which  seemed  to  be  most  suitable  for  the  purpose 
which  we  have  in  view  was  what  they  call  the  "  Compac- 
tum."  We  give  an  illustration  of  the  smaller  size  of  this. 
It  occupies  a  superficial  space  between  2  and  3  feet  square, 
and  has  good  capabilities.  "  In  many  businseses,  such  as  a 
chemist's,  where  at  times,"  remarks  the  firm,  "  there  is  spare 
labour,  this  machine  is  found  particularly  handy,  as  no 
special  preparation  is  required ;  they  are  ready  for  work, 
when  once  in  their  place,  at  any  time,  and  a  few  dozen 
bottled  goods  can  be  made  as  required.  The  machine  may 
beleft,  and  is  always  ready  whenever  the  operator  has  again 
time  to  use  it."  It  will  be  seen  that  the  tube  of  gas  is  placed 
at  the  back  of  the  aeratitg-cylinder,  and  one  has  only  to 
open  the  valve  to  allow  the  gas  to  rush  in  where  it  meets 
the  supply  of  water.  The  gauge  shows  when  the  proper 
pressure  is  attained,  and  when  the  operator  begins  to  bottle 
he  finds  it  easy  to  regulate  the  it  (low  of  gas  and  water  to 
keep  pace  with  his  output  of  the  bottled  stuff.  The  firm 
have  great  faith  in  the  liquefied -gas  arrangement,  and  we 
share  their  belief  that  for  chemists  who  wish  to  produce

their  own  waters  in  quantity  to  meet  the  demands  of  a  fair 
trade  there  is  no  more  convenient  means.  This  applies 
especially  to  those  who  find  the  carriage  on  waters  M  kill " 
the  profit  or  raise  the  price  to  the  consumer  to  a  prohibitive 


rate.  Syphons  ate  retailed  in  London  at  3d.  In  many  pro- 
vincial towns  they  cannot  be  got  for  less  than  6d.,  and  we 
know  that  the  ratio  of  profit  in  the  former  case  is  higher. 
This  appears  anomalous,  but  it  is  the  case.  We  have  so 
recently  dealt  with  Barnett  &  Foster's  manufactures  that  it 
Beems  unnecessary  to  refer  in  detail  now  to  their  exhibit.  It 
was  very  attractive,  and  comprised  a  full  representation  of 
their  goods.  We  may  note,  by  tbe  way,  that  the  "  Marvel- 
lous" steam  filling-machine,  which  we  described  in  July, 
was  thown  at  work,  several  slight  improvements  having  been 
added  t:>  it. 

It  happened  that  when  our  representative  called  at 
W.  Meadowcboft  &  Sons'  exhibit  liquefied  gas  was 
being  used  for  working  their  patent  steam  filler,  and  refer- 
ence to  this  may  appropriately  be  made  in  this  section. 
The  gas  was  passed  from  the  iron  tube  into  an  ordinary 
gasometer,  as  is  done  when  liquefied  gas  is  used  with 
existing  plant.  Mr.  Meadowcroft  was  quite  convinced  of 
the  utility  of  the  liquefied  gas.  As  to  his  steam  filler,  we 
may  recall  the  fact  that  last  year  it  had  just  come  from  the 
workshops ;  since  then  it  has  been  perfected  in  several 
respects,  and  now  works  with  gTeat.  smoothness.  In 
principle  the  filler  is  an  ordinary  hand  "  turnover "  geared 
for  power,  and  fitted  with  a  syrup  and  water  saving  motion. 
The  bottle  is  placed  on  a  revolving  wheel,  and,  as  soon  as 
this  describes  a  circle,  the  bottle  is  filled.  As  the  attendant 
takes  it  off  he  places  an  empty  one  on.  If  ho  omits  to 
place  a  bottle  in  the  machine,  the  syrup-pump  and  aerated- 
water  valves  are  automatically  thrown  entirely  out  of  action, 
and  remain  so  until  another  bottle  is  fed  into  the  machine. 
Ample  time  is  given  for  changing  the  bottles  by  the  fact  that 
the  motion  of  the  large  wheel  is  not  regular,  but  alternately 
fast  and  slow,  owing  to  the  use  of  eccentric  wheels.  This 
provides  for  perfect  filling  and  snifting  during  the  slow  part 
of  the  revolution.  Although  Meadowcroft  k  Sons  put  this 
machine  to  the  front,  it  is  their  essence  trade  which  is  the 
principal  part  of  their  business.  Of  essences  they  had  a  nice 
representation  at  the  exhibition. 


Now  as  to  the  nature  of  the  apparatus  for  employing  this 
gas.  Henby  Alexander  tc  Co.  (Limited)  had  on  show 
their  "  Favourite  "  machine,  which  we  described  in  our  issue 
of  May  30,  p.  769.  The  "Favourite"  is  an  ingenious 
mechanism  through  which  all  tbe  operations  of  aerating 
water  and  filling  it  into  bottles  or  syphons  are  done  with  one 
turn  of  a  handle.  It  occupies  a  space  of  2  feet  square,  and 
can  be  used  for  plain  and  sweetened  beverages,  as  there  is  a 


syrup  attachment.  One  of  the  best  features  about  this  machine 
is  that  the  motions  of  filling  are  used  to  agitate  the  contents 
of  the  carbonating  cylinder,  thereby  ensuring  that  the  water 
is  always  well  charged  with  gas.  The  figure  which  we  give 
shows  the  style  of  the  machine. 

We  had  occasion,  in  reporting  on  the  last  exhibition,  to  say 
a  few  words  regarding  Chinneby  &  Co.'s  aerating-machines. 
They  have  since  made  several  improvements  upon  the 


machine,  making  It  applicable  for  filling  bottles  or  syphons, 
as  well  as  drawing  off  in  glassfuls  if  desired.  The  machines 
make  from  sixty  dozen  per  day  upwards.    They  are  fitted 
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for  carbonic  acid  gas  and  chemicals,  or  for  the  latter  only. 
The  chemicals  used  are  bicarbonate  of  soda  and  tartaric 
acid,  but  there  is  no  reason  why  acid  sulphate  of  potash 
should  not  be  used  in  place  of  the  latter,  thereby  reducing 
the  cost  to  even  less  than  when  aeration  is  effected  with 
liquefied  gas.  The  chemicals  do  not  mix  with  the  water,  but 
react  between  the  outer  metallic  cylinder  and  the  inner 
glass  one.  All  the  cylinders  are  lined  with  glass.  From  the 
illustration,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  machine  stands  upon 
the  counter  or  any  working-bench.  We  show  it  with  the 
filler  attachment.  A  syphon-filler  may  take  the  place  of  the 
bottle-filler,  or,  as  in  the  improved  machine,  both  can  be 
worked  together.  We  must  ask  the  reader  to  imagine  that  the 
cylinder  has  been  filled  with  water  by  pumping  through  the 
tube  below  the  gauge  to  the  left.  At  the  right  stands  a 
bobbin-like  tube ;  it  is  here  that  the  gas  enters,  and,  meeting 
the  water,  thoroughly  charges  it.  This  is  done  in  a  minute 
or  two,  and  to  eDsure  that  the  water  is  properly  aerated  the 
lever  at  the  bottom  of  the  cylinder  actuates  an  agitator. 
It  is  all  simple  and  compact. 

Otheb  Machinery  Exhibits. 

Turning  again]  to  the  general  exhibits,  the  visitor  is 
attracted  by  the  fine  display  made  by  Dan  Rylands 
(Limited).  Oar  representative  learnt  on  inquiry  here  that 
the  company  had  nothing  absolutely  new  on  show,  although 
there  were  several  improvements  by  Mr.  McBwen  upon  his 
existing  patents.  One  of  these  had  almost  a  constant  crowd 
round  it.  This  was  a  No.  2  "Multiple"  filling-machine, 
which  fills  four  bottles  at  once  (No.  4  fills  eight  at  a  time). 
All  that  this  machine  wants  is  a  man  to  push  a  box  of  bottles 
below  it.  When  a  row  of  four  comes  below  a  certain  part, 
down  come  four  rods,  which  fit  upon  the  bottles,  whicn  are 
quickly  filled ;  the  rods  rise,  and  are  ready  for  another  lot  of 
bottles.  Doubtless  the  inventor's  next  idea  will  be  to  move 
the  box  along  without  a  man.  In  the  meantime,  however, 
it  is  a  pretty  arrangement  as  it  is.  The  company  showed  all 
kinds  of  machines,  a  good  variety  of  bottles  and  syphons,  as 
well  as  boxes.  Kylands's  patent  glass-lined  tubing  was  one 
of  the  things  that  attracted  our  representative's  attention. 
This  is  iron  piping  with  a  lining  of  glass  tubing  connected 
to  it  by  means  of  a  calcareous  cement.  It  is  made  from 
£  inch  to  4  inches  internal  diameter.  With  such  piping  lead 
contamination  of  water  is,  of  course,  impossible,  the  glass 
being  free  from  lead.  Another  thing  that  our  representative 
saw  was  a  compressed-sponge  filter.  This  is  a  little  box, 
not  unlike  a  miniature  tincture-press ;  some  sponge  is  put 
into  it,  then  a  perforated  lid,  and  the  lid  is  screwed  down. 
It  is  put  in  the  cistern  or  attached  to  the  tap,  and  very 
thorough  straining  of  the  water  takes  place. 

An  attractive  feature  in  The  Riley  Manufacturing 
Company's  exhibit  was  the  "Automatic  Vauxhall"  steam- 
bottler  for  Codd's  bottles.  The  peculiar  point  about  this 
machine  is  that  it  only  works  when  it  is  fed  with  bottles 
(one  at  a  time).  The  main  bottling  device  consists  of 
bottle-gripper,  syrup-pump,  and  valves,  &c,  carried  on 
strong  bearings.  The  shaft  of  this  projects  through  to  the 
back,  where  it  is  moved  by  a  toothed  pendulum  acting  on  a 
toothed  wheel  keyed  to  it.  It  was  interesting  to  notice  how 
the  introduction  of  a  bottle  set  the  machine  a-going. 

Guebet  Fberes,  through  their  agents,  Merchant  &  Co., 
exhibited  syphons,  seltzogenes,  and  a  handy  and  compact 
machine  for  filling  syphons.  We  also  noticed  an  arrange- 
ment for  removing  syphon-heads. 

The  Essences  Department. 

Mr.  William  Hay,  of  Hull,  presented  a  fine  show  of  beau- 
tifully made  soluble  essences  in  abundant  variety.  These 
were  shown  in  various-shaped  vases  in  a  glass  case,  and  the 
exhibition  was  very  effective.  Mr.  Hay's  list  of  these  soluble 
essences  and  of  other  sundries  is  now  a  very  lengthy  one. 
His  hop-ale  essence,  which  is  his  latest  speciality,  seems  to 
have  fully  answered  his  expectations  in  respect  of  sale. 

Stevenson  &  Howell,  although  in  their  old  position, 
have  this  year  a  handsome  new  booth,  or  exhibition  stall 
This  provides  for  an  external  exhibit  of  the  principal 
essences  and  aerated-water  materials,  while  internally  there 
are  two  small  offices  at  one  side,  a  public  reception-room 
In  the  centre,  and  an  enclosed  room  of  about  equal  size, 
used  for  tasting,  at  the  other  side.  Mr.  Howell,  speak- 
ing to  our  representative,  said  that  this  was  the  newest 


thing  he  had  to  speak  about;  and  as  to  manufactures, 
he  said  that  lately  they  bad  been  able  to  overcome  the 
cloudiness  which  is  always  objectionable  when  a  kola 
essence  of  reasonable  strength  is  mixed  with  water  and 
aerated.  Since  the  last  exhibition  kola  has  gpown  astonish- 
ingly in  popular  favour,  and  does  not  appear  to  be  diminish- 
ing one  bit.  Perhaps  its  invigorating  properties  are  overrated, 
or  it  may  be — as  a  thoughtful  pharmacist  recently  suggested 
to  us — that  the  caffeine  is  only  slowly  assimilated,  and  the 
effect  thereby  prolonged.  At  all  events,  kola  drinks  are 
popular.  Stevenson  &  Howell's  essence  of  kola  champagne 
makes  a  capital  beverage,  which  goes  well  along  with 
whisky,  better,  indeed,  than  soda-water.  Another  nice 
drink  our  representative  tried  was  "  Cherry  Cider,"  a  pinkish 
aerated  beverage  with  pure  fruit  flavour.  He  also  noticed 
several  "  vegetable  colours  " — orange,  violet,  red,  and  green 
amongst  them — for  colouring  confectionery,  and  some  of  them 
for  waters.  Mr.  Howell  states  that  his  firm  are  about  to 
bring  before  the  drug  trade  the  S.H.  double-rectified  pepper- 
mint oil.  This  does  not  profess  to  be  a  Mitcham  oil,  but  a 
selected  foreign  oil,  carefully  rectified,  and  containing  the 
full  complement  of  menthol.  The  oil  is  of  fine  flavour,  and 
dissolves  in  its  own  volume  of  56°  o.p.  spirit.  A  novel 
feature  about  it  is  that  the  price  is  to  be  constant,  however 
the  market  fluctuates.  Apart  from  the  articles  mentioned, 
this  exhibit  contained  a  full  representation  of  the  firm's 
manufactures,  including  their  citric  and  tartaric  acids, 
chemically  free  from  lead,  and  offered  at  £<Z.  per  lb.  above 
market  rates  for  commercial  acid . 

W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.  have  a  very  attractive  rustic  dwelling 
for  their  headquarters  in  the  exhibit.  This  is  an  advance 
upon  their  old  castellated  booth,  this  year's  dwelling  having 
windows  at  the  sides,  prettily  curtained  inside — an  effect 
produoed  by  the  painter,  to  whose  skill  is  also  due  the 
masonry  and  lichen-touches  of  the  walls.  It  was  inside  this 
rustic  erection  that  our  representative  found  Baron  de  Bush, 
the  head  of  the  firm,  quietly  superintending  the  reception  of 
visitors.  In  the  few  moments  of  waiting  it  was  noticed  that 
the  interior  decorations  included  photographs  of  Messrs. 
Bush's  lemon  and  orange  manufactory  at  Vallagio,  in 
Messina,  and  of  the  distillery  at  Grasse  (W.  J.  Bush,  Faye 
&  Co.).  The  exhibits  of  essences  and  raw  materials  were 
not  pretentious.  All  the  staple  aromatics — ginger,  cloves, 
cinnamon,  and  the  like — fine  specimens ;  essential  oils  and 
compound  essences,  the  latter  shown  in  handsome  stoppered 
vases.  "  Our  object  in  coming  here,"  said  Baron  de  Bush, 
"  is  less  to  show  our  manufactures  than  to  meet  our  custo- 
mers. So  we  make  no  great  display — least  of  all  outside. 
Yes,  the  season  has  been  fairly  good.  Of  course,  the  first 
six  months  of  the  year  were  indifferent,  so  far  as  weather 
goes,  and  the  effect  on  the  lemon  crop  has  been  marked. 
The  summer,  too,  was  not  the  best  for  aerated-water  manu- 
facturers." Our  representative  having  remarked  upon  the 
variety  of  compound  essences  exhibited,  Baron  de  Bush  said 
that  he  had  been  looking  through  his  books,  and  found  that 
his  firm  had  introduced  more  than  150  different  and  distinct 
compounds  for  aerated  beverages,  and  "  they  have  all  been 
imitated.  I  was  just  saying,"  he  added,  "  that  I  must  put 
the  facts  in  form  for  The  Chemist  and  Druggist."  In 
colourings  alone  we  may  say  that  our  representative  noted 
distinct  compounds  for  ginger-ale,  lemonade,  Belfast  ginger- 
ale,  champagne,  claret,  raspberry,  orange  yellow,  and  dec 
sarsa:.  In  bulk  some  of  these  seem  much  alike,  but  there 
is  "the  something"  in  them  to  give  the  distinctive  tint 
which  characterises  the  particular  beverage.  It  is  in  these 
delicacies  of  colour  and  flavour  that  the  skill  of  such  com- 
pounders comes  in. 

Clayton  &  Jowbtt  have  been  more  fortunate  this  year 
in  getting  a  central  stand  for  their  exhibit,  which  was  well 
displayed  and  well  attended  to.  In  addition  to  the  two 
principals,  there  were  five  travellers  to  look  after  customers. 
The  firm  now  make  Liverpool  their  headquarters,  and  have 
dropped  the  "Ainsworth"  from  their  style.  Mr.  Jowett 
reports  a  very  brisk  season,  especially  in  "Zolokone,"  an 
essence  from  kola  nuts.  Judging  from  the  sample  which 
was  submitted  to  our  representative,  this  forms  a  nice 
beverage,  in  which  the  earthy  flavour  of  the  nut  is  a  thing  of 
the  past. 

The  "  saccharin  "  which  has  hitherto  been  a  familiar  object 
at  these  exhibitions  is  the  solid  glucose  used  by  brewers. 
This  year  Wilson,  Salamon  &  Co.  (Limited)  have  come 
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forward  with  what  is  better  known  by  that  name— the 
intensely  sweet  saooharin  of  Fahlberg.  The  object  is  to 
show  aiirated-water  manufacturers  what  it  is  possible  to  do 
with  saooharin.  They  do  not  propose  to  abolish  sugar,  but 
to  replace  half  of  it  with  saccharin.  "Why  not  gee  rid  of 
sugar  altogether  ?  "  asked  our  representative  of  Mr.  Salomon, 
junior.  "  Because  people  insist  upon  having  the  '  body,  was 
the  reply.  "  All  that  we  want  to  do  is  to  reduce  the  sugar 
far  below  the  sickening  point,  whioh  is  too  often  manifest, 
and  to  supply  the  deficient  sweetness,  at  the  same  time 
giving  the  manufacturer  a  sure  means  of  preventing  fermenta- 
tion—bis bugbear."  Saccharin  is  well  known  to  b8  an  anti- 
septic, and  one  of  its  peculiarities  is  that  in  association  with 
sugar  it  brings  out  flavours  and  "  rounds  them  off  "  better 
than  either  sugar  or  it  alone  does.  It  is  much  employed  now 
in  making  liqueurs  and  cordials  {e.g.,  lime-juice  cordial),  and 
Wilson,  Salamon  k  Co.  have  prepared  a  very  useful 
pamphlet  containing  instructions  and  formulae  for  its  use. 

Under  the  altered  style  of  Haynes,  Finemobe  &  Co.,  the 
essence  business  for  some  years  associated  with  these  names 
is  now  carried  on  by  T.  Hodgkinson,  Prestons  &  King.  Mr. 
Haynes  represented  them  at  the  exhibition,  and  there  was  a 
good  collection  of  samples  for  inspection.  These  included 
beverages,  essences  and  colours,  tobacco-flavourings,  and 
essential  oils.  The  kola- champagne  essence  made  by  this 
firm  is  worthy  of  note.  Mr.  Haynes  claims  to  be  the  first 
one  in  this  country  to  recognise  the  valuable  properties  of 
kreat,  or  kariy&t  (Andrographis  pcmioulata),  which  is  much 
used  in  India  and  Ceylon  on  account  of  its  tonic  and  febri- 
fuge properties,  and  has  lately  attracted  attention  in  this 
country.  For  many  years  aerated  beverages  containing  kreat 
have  been  exported  from  this  country,  and  now  this  firm 
combine  a  fluid  extract  of  the  drug  with  a  kola  extract,  thus 
providing  a  tonic  as  well  as  a  stimulating  beverage.  It  is 
certainly  distinctive  in  the  host  of  kola  compounds. 

Hassall  &  Co.,  the  originators  of  phospho-citric  acid, 
succeed  year  after  year  in  making  their  peculiar  compound 
attractive  to  visitors.  "  You  will  notice,"  said  Mr.  Hassall, 
"that  it  is  water- white — no  tinge  of  colour  about  it  at  all. 
And  there's  another  thing  worth  telling  you.  The  Chemist 
and  Dbuggist  reported  some  time  ago  that  the  aerated 
waters  made  by  certain  manufacturers  in  Aberdeen  bad  been 
analysed,  and  lead  found  in  some — well,  it  is  a  fact  that, 
out  of  thirteen  different  waters,  only  three  were  free 
from  lead.  The  makers  of  these  three  used  phospho-citric 
acid."  "  Perhaps  the  ten  had  lead  pipes,"  remarked  a  third 
person.  But  the  improbability  of  that  was  quickly  disposed 
of.  One  of  the  virtues  of  phospho-citric  acid  is  its  freedom 
from  metallic  contaminacion,  and  along  with  that  it  has  the 
property  of  preventing  fermentation,  and  so  preserving  the 
clearness  of  the  liquid. 

Filters 

The  importance  of  perfectly  clear  and  uncontaminated 
water  to  aerated-water  manufacturers  and  brewers  was 
sufficiently  testified  by  the  manner  in  which  filter  manu- 
facturers exhibited  on  this  occasion.  The  Silicated- 
CABBOn  Filteb  Company  were  well  represented  in  large 
apparatus  by  a  set  of  double-cylinder  filters,  a  combination, 
for  fitting  below  water- tanks,  which  permits  one  cylinder  to 
be  washed  out  backwards  while  the  other  is  doing  its  work. 
These  are  used  in  several  of  the  large  breweries.  The  com- 
pany had  a  very  nice  selection  of  household  filters  on  show, 
those  made  of  decorated  Doultoa  ware  being  especially 
worthy  of  attention.  Cheavin'd  filters,  for  which  W.  B. 
Fordham  k  Sons  (Limited)  are  agents,  and  Barstow's 
natural-stone  and  carbon  filters  were  also  exhibited. 

Miscellaneous. 

Pontifex  k  Wood  (Limited)  made  an  extensive  exhibit 
of  their  "  Farringdon"  patent  pumps,  and  showed  some  ex- 
cellently finished  copper  apparatus,  in  which  department 
they  are  large  workers.  There  were  brewing-coppers,  and 
heating-arrangements,  in  the  form  of  copper  steam-coils,  as 
employed  in  some  pharmaceutical  laboratories  for  evaporat- 
ing aqueous  extracts.  The  "  Pontifex  "  ammonia-absorption 
refrigerating-machine  was  also  shown.  The  "  D"  size  cook 
about  100  gallons  of  water  10°  F.  in  an  hour. 

Le  Gkand  k  Sutoliff,  makers  of  "  Abyssinian "  tube; 
wells,  had  several  of  these  in  position.    The  firm  sink  tt 
right  down  throagh  the  toughest  clay  and  t  lx:  hardest 


strata,  and  have  succeeded  in  getting  abundant  supplies  of 
water  for  many  chemists  and  aerated -water  manufacturers 
throughout  the  country. 

Messrs.  J.  Denton  k  Sons,  of  Globe  Road,  Betbnal  Green 
were  showing  convenient  wo  d  lined  brown-paper  bags' 


which  lie  flat,  but  shape  into  a  square  package,  specially  in- 
tended for  packing  bottles  of  wine.  They  exhibited  besides- 
flat  arrangements  of  thin  wcod  capable  of  being  folded 


promptly  into  a  neat  little  box,  suitable  for  carrying  light 
articles  when  a  perfect  enclosure  is  not  essential. 

Mr.  William  Gabdneb,  of  Gloucester,  was  showing  several 
styles  of  his  "  Rapid  "  sifter  and  mixer,  which  seems  well  suited 
for  perfectly  mixing  two  or  several  powders. 

The  Twin  Bottle  Company  claim  for  their  display  that 
it  is  "  the  greatest  novelty  of  the  age."  The  leading  feature 
of  the  production  is  the  bracketing  together  with  wire  pairs 


of  small  bottles — one  containing  an  aerated  water,  and  the- 
other  claret,  sherry,  port,  hock,  tea,  coffee,  or  anything 
likely  to  suit  the  taste  and  fancy  of  the  thirsty  soul.  The 
bottles  are  fitted  with  patent  caps,  and  the  contents  can  be 
poured  out  and  used  either  together  or  separately,  as  may 
be  desired. 

In  meat-essences  there  were  several  good  exhibits.  A 
Bovbil  (Limited)  man  said  to' ours  that  his  company  are 
doing  well,  and  have  added  several  novelties  lately,  which 
chemists  should  look  after.  "  Bovril"  seems  to  maintain  its 
popularity. 

Bband  k  Co.,  of  Ma>fair,  also  had  a  nice  exhibit.  After 
extracting  all  the  nourishment  out  of  meat  that  is  good  for 
invalids,  they  have  a  large  amount  of  fibrous  refuse.  This 
they  now  dry,  and,  in  a  coarse  powder,  place  it  the 
market  as  a  food  for  hens. 
Geobqe  Mason  &  Co.  (Limited)  were  placed  in  the 
section.  There  also  we  notice  G.  Vogt  k  Co. 
s),  B.  Noakes  &  Co.  (tins),  the  Rosmabine 
tubing  Company,  and  am  artistic  drawing-room 
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to  his  plebeian  sack.  Formerly  there  were  still  more  nobles 
in  the  business,  but,  for  reasons  not  altogether  plain,  several 
of  them  have  now  retired  from  the  trade.  Those  who  re- 
main turn  out  almost  the  same  quantity  of  juice  season  after 
season,  one  or  two  hundred  cases  being  the  greatest  differen- 
tial latitude. 

With  the  inauguration  of  the  new  season  the  importers  of 
the  "  old-established  "  brands  are  again  beginning  to  manifest 
uneasiness  in  respect  of  the  apparently  ineradicable  importa- 
tions of  low-class  liquorice  from  France,  and,  to  a  somewhat 
smaller  extent,  from  Spain  and  Asia  Minor.  France  grows 
very  little  liquorice- root  herself,  but  she  imports  immense 
quantities  of  root  through  £he  port  of  Marseilles,  and  she 
harbours  within  her  boundaries  a  few  manufacturers  who, 
from  the  boilings  of  the  rootand  a  deft  admixture  of  various 
other  substances,  produce  a  compound  of  comparative  cheap- 
ness and  superlative  nastiness.  The  law  of  France  compels 
these  manufacturers  to  stamp  upon  the  sticks  they  produce 
the  percentage  of  foreign  matter  combined  in  them ;  but 
the  dealers  in  genuine  liquorice  complain — and,  we  think, 
complain  justly — that  the  average  British  retailer,  if  he 
bestows  any  thought  at  all  upon  the  matter,  assumes  that 
the  figure  "70,"  which  is  the  one  most  commonly  found 
upon  these  French  sticks,  represents  70  per  cent,  of  juice, 
while  in  reality  it  indicates  that  percentage  of  impurity.  It 
is  clear  that  iE  genuine  liquorice  is  worth  from  Is.  to  Is.  3d. 
per  lb.  wholesale,  we  caonot  expect  an  article  at  about 
4<Z.  per  lb.  to  be  unadulterated.  The  importers  of  the 
Italian  product  seem  to  admit  that  the  low-class  article 
would  not  find  a  sale  here  if  it  did  not  fill  an  actual  demand, 
though  they  do  not  believe  that  the  buyer  who  prefers  bulk 
to  quality  when  he  upends  his  twopence  represents  a  genuine 
requirement.  They  seem  determined,  therefore,  to  set  their 
faces  against  the  sale  of  adulterated  juice  as  "liquorice," 
and  we  hear  that  they  are  now  plotting  how  to  set  the  law, 
in  the  shape  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  in  motion  against 
the  offenders.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will  show  more 
grit  upon  this  occasion  than  they  did  some  four  or  five  years 
ago,  when  they  talked  much  of  a  similar  resolve,  but  never 
went  beyond  words. 

Spanish  block  juice  is  now  largely  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  lozenges  and  pharmaceutical  preparations;  but  theSmjrna 
block  juice,  we  believe,  cannot  be  so  employed  on  account  of 
its  acrid  taste.  A  stick  liquorice,  however,  is  now  made  in 
Smyrna  which  possesses  a  not  unpleasant  sweet  taste,  and, 
as  it  is  very  much  cheaper  than  the  Italian  article,  has 
succeeded  in  establishing  itself  firmly  enough  upon  our 
markets. 


COMMENTARY. 


The  Transformation  op  Silver  into  Gold. — The 
assertion  that  silver  could  be  transformed,  by  some  obscure 
chemical  process,  into  pure  gold,  which  runs  all  through  the 
story  of  the  alchemist*,  and  which  modern  scientists  hitherto 
failed  to  explain,  was  elucidated  by  M.  Berthelot  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Paris  Academy  of  Sciences  on  October  19. 
On  that  occasion  Professor  Berthelot  exhibited  a  specimen 
of  chemically  pure  silver  of  a  permanent  and  exact  gold 
colour.  This  allotropic  formation  was  obtained  by  reducing 
a  silver  salt  by  means  of  citrate  of  iron. 

Modern  Prescribing. — A  correspondent  of  the  British 
Medical  Journal,  in  writing  about  "modern  prescribing," 
says  that  the  chemist  is  often  put  to  unnecessary  loss  and 
inconvenience  by  the  simplest  preparations  being  branded 
on  the  prescriptions,  thus  : — Ext.  cascarrc,  "  Smith  " ;  liq. 
multiplex,  "  Jones  " ;  pit.  compo.,  "  Robinson  " ;  or  syr.  of 


everything,  "Wilson."  He  had  seen  such  a  prescription 
handed  into  a  pharmacy  ;  two  mixtures,  in  addition  to  the 
usual  drugs,  contained  no  fewer  than  four  special  compounds. 
Two  only  could  be  obtained  in  London.  The  patient  had 
to  wait  while  the  others  were  obtained  from  Bristol  and 
Eiinburgh  respectively.  The  chemist  had  all  the  drugs  in 
stock,  but  would  dispense  them  faithfully  as  prepared  by  the 
firms  mentioned,  the  result  being  the  patient  was  kept  with- 
out the  "  medley,"  and  the  chemist  has  now  the  remains  of 
four  bottles  of  stuff  which  may  never  be  required  again.  It 
seems  as  though  prescribing  is  becoming  a  lo*t  ait,  and 
doctors  study  the  advertisements  of  enterprisirjg  pharmacists 
more  than  their  materia  medica,  and  that  in  the  future 
patients  will  be  as  wise  as  their  medical  men  if  they  take  in 
the  same  literature. 

Sweet,  are  the  Uses  of  Advertisement. — "Halviva" 
has  recently  had  its  praises  sung  in  letters  to  a  number  of 
provincial  papers.  The"  letters  appear  to  be  written  in  a 
purely  benevolent  spirit,  and  unsuspecting  editors  have  pub- 
lished them  day  after  day,  under  the  impression,  no 
doubt,  that  "Halviva"  was  a  natural  drug.  Mr.  Harry 
Kemp,  chemist,  Manchester,  has  cotnmenttd  on  tome  of 
the  letters  which  have  been  published  in  Manchester  as 
follows : — 

I  am  afraid  yon  are  being  imposed  upon  by  schemers  who,  under  pretence 
of  "  toe  public  good,"  are  obtaining  free  advertisements  in  your  columns 
lor  what  is  ouly  a  secret  nostrum— a  quack  compound — and  not,  as  the 
writers  of  the  letters  would  have  us  believe,  a  natural  drug.  Xreat 
Halviva,  or  so  much  of  it  as  the  native  Indians  apply  the  words  "  miracle- 
worker  "  to,  is  simply  a  plant,  one  of  the  chiretta  family.  Kreat,  is  the 
Indian  name  for  chiretta,  and  chiretta  has  been  included  in  the  materia 
medica  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century, 
aud  is  consequently  no  new  thing.  The  concoction  now  being  pushed  is 
another  matter,  and  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  how  much  of  the 
virtues  really  ascribed  to  the  natural  drug  are  being  adapted  by  the  agents 
to  this  new  mysterious  compound.  I  enclose  a  letter  received  from  the 
writer  of  the  letter  in  your  last  issue,  from  which  yoa  can  form  a  good 
estimate  of  the  value  of  the  "disinterested"  opinions  emanating  from 
such  a  source. 

The  enclosure  was  in  the  form  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  G.  Yeates 
Hunter,  Philbeach  Gardens,  London,  who  wrote,  presumably 
in  reply  to  inquiries  addressed  to  him  by  Mr.  Kemp  : — 

I  should  be  happy  to  supply  the  information  you  require,  but  Halviva 
is  a  proprietary  medicine,  and  its  mode  of  preparation  belongs  to  the 
proprietors. 

Solubility  of  Podophyllin. — On  the  17th  Mr.  Burt,  of 
Worthing,  asked  us  to  confirm  the  Extra  Pharmacopoeia 
statement  that  "  good  podophyllin  will  dissolve  perfectly  in 
spirit  of  sal  volatile."  We  could  not,  for  we  have  not  yet 
met  with  a'sample  which  will  dissolve  perfectly.  The  four 
and  a  half  lines  about  the  matter  in  our  correspondence 
columns  seem  to  have  attracted  attention — which  we  take 
as  a  compliment  to  the  value  of  space  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist— and  Mr.  Burt  sends  us  two  samples  of  podo- 
phyllin which  he  has  since  reoeived.  One  is  from  Mr. 
Martindale,  the  other  is  of  Lloyd's  manufacture.  In  his 
note  to  our  correspondent,  Mr.  Martindale  says  : — "  The  solu- 
tion deposits  on  keeping,  I  am  aware  ;  but  I  think  you  wLl 
be  able  to  confirm  the  statement  of  the  Extra  TharmacopcaU 
and  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  also."  Mr.  Burt  is  in- 
formed, regarding  Lloyds'  sample : — "  We  certainly  find  it 
more  readily  soluble  than  our  previous  supplies."  We  have 
no  desire  to  set  forth  the  merits  of  respective  samples,  or  to 
split  hairs  in  regard  to  what  is  meant  by  "dissolve  per- 
fectly." Perhaps  we  have  no  right  to  expect  that  a  mixed 
organic  compound  will  dissolve  as  perfectly  in  a  solvent  as 
Epsom  salts  does  in  wator';  but  we  have  tried  the  samples, 
and  compared  them  with  a  podophyllin  of  good  reputation 
which  is  free  from  inorganic  and  woody  matter.    Using  a 
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grain  to  the  ounce  of  sal  volatile,  we  find  that  Mr.  Martin- 
dale's  sample  leaves  at  the  bottom  of  the  vessel  a  small 
amount  of  insoluble  powder :  Lloyd's  sample  leaves  verymuch 
moie,  and  the  third  sample  stiU  more.  The  solution  of  the 
first  on  flllering  after  an  hour  was  perfectly  transparent, 
which  it  was  not  before,  and  a  little  insoluble  matter  was 
left  on  the  filter.  This  result  is  even  better  than  we  expected, 
for  the  process  of  precipitation  tends  to  render  a  portion  of 
the  resin  of  podophyllum  insoluble.  Although  the  statement 
that  podopbyllin  dissolves  perfectly  in  sal  volatile  is  not 
misleading,  it  would  be  better  to  say  that  it  "  dissolves  readily 
and  almost  completely."  The  point  is  not  one  of  vital  import- 
ance ;  but  it  may  be  well  to  have  it  settled,  since  it  has 
been  raised. 

The  Stbakge  Stoby  op  the  ""Babbel  of  Amber- 
OBis." — "  I  notice,"  said  a  broker  to  our  representative  last 
week,  "  that  in  your  recent  editorial  on  large  pieces  of 
ambergris  jou  referred  to  our  famous  'barrel.'  Perhaps 
you  would  like  to  tell  the  complete  story  of  that  find,  if, 
indeed,  you  have  not  done  so  before."  And  the  broker 
proceeded  to  tell  us  that  about  nine  years  ago  a  West  India 
merchant  entrusted  for  sale  to  his  firm  a  consignment  of 
what  should  have  been  about  a  hundred  barrels  of  Jamaica 
beeswax,  im  ported  here  via  New  York.  The  consignment  turned 
out  to  be  cne  barrel  short  of  the  number  in  the  bill  of  lading, 
and,  in  spite  of  a  l  efforts,  that  missing  barrel  could  not  be 
traced.  The  parcel  was  therefore  sold  without  it,  and  there 
was  an  end  of  the  matter.  One  fine  day  the  broker  met  the 
importer  in  the  slreet.  Paid  the  latter  :  "  What  is  the  value 
of  ambergris  ?  "  The  answer  came  :  "  About  60*.  per  oz.  for 
fine  quality."  "Can  you  sell  barrel  of  it  1 "  "Nonsense, 
man,"  said  the  incredulous  broker,  "  there  never  was  such  a 
thing  as  a  barrel  of  ambergris."  Then,  upon  the  importer 
insisting,  the  two  went  to  Billiter  Street  Warehouse,  and 
there,  sure  enough,  was  the  barrel  of  ambergris— a  3-cwt. 
one — which  somehow  had  been  shipped  from  Jamaica,  trans- 
shipped in  New  York,  and  imported  into  London  as  a  barrel 
of  beeswax,  giving  no  clue,  Cinderella-like,  by  outward 
appearance,  of  its  intrinsic  superiority  over  its  fellows. 
At  the  Port  of  London  the  warehousemen  recognised  the 
true  inwardness  of  the  stuff,  and  sent  it  on  to  Billiter  Street, 
then  the  receptacle  for  the  costliest  drugs.  It  was  insured 
for  501.  and  the  fact  is  characteristic  of  the  scepticism  of  the 
importer  that,  "  after  thinking  the  matter  over,"  he  increased 
the  insurance  to  100Z. — still,  as  one  may  readily  perceive,  an 
insignificant  modicum  of  the  true  value.  The  secret  was 
well  kept — as,  indeed,  was  necessary,  for  the  knowledge  of 
the  existence  of  a  barrel  of  ambergris  would  have  disturbed 
the  equilibrium  of  the  market  beyond  hope  of  recovery. 
The  brokers  had  the  barrel  doled  out  by  small  tins  at  the 
time,  and  only  when  the  last  tin  had  passed  into  trade  did 
the  secret  leak  out. 

Cutting  Does  Not  Flotjbtsh  in  Subinam.— Consul 
Wyndham,  in  Paramaribo,  complains  of  the  excessive  cost 
of  all  pharmaceutical  articles  in  Dutch  Guiana,  or  Surinam. 
So  exorbitant  is  the  price  of  drugs  there  that  the  consul 
feels  obliged  to  call  the  attention  of  all  travellers  and 
masters  of  vessels,  and  particularly  of  persons  intending  to 
go  into  the  interior  seeking  for  gold,  to  the  necessity  of  pro- 
viding themselves  with  the  "  ordinary  made-up  medicines." 
Drugs  can  be  imported  for  domestic  use  about  500  per  cent, 
cheaper  than  they  are  sold  in  the  colony;  and  although 
there  is  an  Inspector  of  Drugs  and  Apothecaries'  Shops,  it 
has  been  proved  by  experience  that  for  the  same  drug,  of 
the  same  quality  presumably,  4s.  2d.  wa9  charged  in  one 
store  and,  ten  minutes  afterwards,  lOd.  in  a  neighbouring 
store.

How 
were  Ha803,  vin.  ipecac,  lead-plaster,  tinct.  oinch.  co.,  resin 
podopliylli,  tinct.  opii,  est  opii  liq.  made  ?  How  was  alcohol 
made  ?  what  was  its  strength  ?  how  make  ethylic  alcohol 
from  it  1   What  was  ethylic  alcohol  used  for  ?    How  was 
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soft  soap  made  7  what  preparation  was  it  used  for  7  What 
is  the  difference  between  a  fixed  oil  and  an  essential  oil  / 
What  is  a  stearoptene?  name  some.  What  was  the 
menstruum  In  tinct.  aconiti,  buohu,  arnicas,  cubebue,  jalapoe  7 
What  was  strength  of  tr.  camph.  co.,  liq.  hydrarg.  perchlor.  /

Mr.  Davios  then  examined  me  in 

Chemistry.— lie  first  asked  me  to  write  down  the  names, 
and,  if  possible,  the  formula?,  for  all  the  native  sulphides  I 
knew.  How  was  silver  separated  from  argentiferous  galena. 
Write  down  all  the  oxides  of  lead.  How  were  1'bO  and 
PbO..  obtained  from  Pba04  ?  What  was  the  volume  of  CO, 
obtained  from  10  grammes  of  NaH0O3,  and  what  would  that 
be  at  15°  C.  and  763  m  m.  pressure  ?  I  then  had  to  recognise 
mercuric  iodide,  potassium  cyanide,  yellow  mercuric  oxide, 
iron  alum,  caustic  potash  ;  write  down  formulas ;  how  they 
were  made.  How  was  iodide  of  lead  made  ?  How  could 
you  obtain  it  in  the  crystalline  form  7  How  was  KHO  made  7 
What  impurities  is  it  likely  to  contain,  and  how  could  they 
be  detected  7 

I  was  then  given  a  box  of  weights  used  in  the  chemical 
balance,  and  told  to  pick  out  weights  equivalent  to  1  396 
gramme. 

I  had  then  to  test  a  solution  of  soda  with  volumetric  solu- 
tion of  oxalic  acid,  and  calculate  what  amount  of  soda  was 
present  in  the  solution  given  me.  Having  done  this  to  the 
satisfaction  of  Mr.  Davies,  I  was  told  to  go  into  the  next 
room  and  sit  down  ;  and  before  long  was  summoned  to  my 
last  subject — 

Botany.—  Mr.  Corder  gave  me  five  or  six  plants  to  recog- 
nise, in  which  were  included  one  of  the  firs,  marigold, 
anemone,  stramonium,  &c. — give  their  class,  order,  and  divi- 
sion. I  was  then  shown  a  number  of  fruits,  which  I  was 
required  to  recognise ;  these  included  a  berry,  follicle,  pome, 
capsule,  and  siliqua.  Describe  the  dehiscence  of  the  thorn 
apple.  Describe  structure  of  a  mono  and  di  cotyledonous. 
What  is  a  cell  ?  what  are  its  contents  ?  Is  protoplasm 
necessary  for  a  growing  cell  ?  Describe  structure  of  a 
monocotyledonous  root.  How  was  it  developed  ?  What 
was  an  adventitious  root  7  Can  you  give  an  example  of  an 
adventitious  root  in  the  dicotyledons  7 

After  waiting  for  five  minutes  in  suspense^the  chairman 
called  me  up  and  said  he  was  pleased  to  inform  me  that  I 
had  passed,  and  he  hoped  that  I  would  go  on  for  my  Major. 
I  then  left  the  room,  feeling  at  peace  with  all  mankind. 

Before  finishing  this  article  I  should  like  to  add  my 
testimony  to  that  of  others  as  to  the  kindness  of  the  ex- 
aminers ;  they  one  and  all  try  to  put  you  at  your  ease  and 
make  you  as  comfortable  as  it  is  possible  for  you  to  be 
und:r  such  conditions.  Having  heard  so  many  tales  about 
them  being  abrupt,  &c,  I  can  only  add  that,  as  far  as  I  was 
concerned,  I  could  not  have  been  treated  with  greater  kind 
ness  and  fairness  than  I  was  by  them.

I  experienced  no  difficulty  with  these,  and  had  them 
finished  twenty  minutes  before  the  time  allotted  me.  Mr. 
Nesbit  said  they  would  "  do  very  nicely,"  and  did  not  set  me 
anything  else. 

PBESCBIPTIONS. 

I  went  next  to  prescription-reading,  and  on  my  way  there 
was  sorry  to  see  my  friend  of  the  "  Aves  "  inquiry  facing 
towards  the  street-door,  he  having  failed  to  satisfy  his  botany 
examiner.  I  had  four  autograph  prescriptions  to  translate 
into  English,  none  of  which  presented  any  great  difficulty, 
then  one  to  render  into  full  Latin  with  a  very  easy  direction, 
after  which  I  had  to  calculate  the  amount  of  atropine 
required  for  3ij.  of  a  5-per-cent.  solution.  This  completed 
my  examination  in  this  subject. 

MATERIA  MEDIOA. 

Mr.  Gibson  then  took  me  in  hand  for  materia  medica,  and 
I  had  to  tell  him  all  about  the  production  of  opium.  Then 
he  showed  me  the  Indian,  Japanese,  and  English  aconites,  all 
in  one  box,  and  I  had  to  distinguish  them  and  give  the 
names  of  the  different  aconitines  in  each.  Did  I  know  of 
any  other  aconites  7  I  did  not,  and  be  did  not  tp.ll  me  of 
any.  After  showing  me  aconite  leaves,  and  asking  the 
percentage  of  alkaloid  in  them  and  in  the  root,  he  took  me 
ronnd  the  table,  and  pointed  out  here  and  there  the  follow- 
ing drugs,  of  which  I  had  to  give  him  the  natural  order  and 
botanical  name  only,  with  now  and  then  a  percentage : — 
Cannabis  indica,  Castor  fiber,  guarana,  belladonna  root  (a 
very  moth-eaten  specimen),  hyoscyamus  leaves,  ipecacuanha, 
Aloe  vulgaris,  Aloe  sjncata,  jalap,  Tvssilago  Farfara,  €frindelia 
robicsta,  and  coto  bark.  I  was  unable  to  give  any  particulars 
of  this  last  drug,  and  told  Mr.  Gibson  it  was  not  in  the  book 
I  studied  from. 

It  was  now  about  the  examiners'  dinner-time,  and  I 
watched  them  go  into  the  room  set  apart  for  them  without 
any  feelings  of  envy.    I  wasn't  hungry. 

There  were  about  seven  of  us  on  the  funking-form.  and 
the  chairman  called  the  boy  to  hand  the  biscuits  and  water 
round,  as  we  seemed  too  shy  to  help  ourselves.  Only  one  or 
two  availed  themselves  of  the  offer,  the  rest  saying  "  they 
never  ate  biscuits  without  cheese." 

CHEMISTRY. 

My  next  and  most  greatly-dreaded  subject  was  chemistry. 
I  was  given  two  powders  to  analyse,  which  I  found  to  be 
respectively  bismuth,  subnit.  and  tartarated  antimony,  after 
which  I  had  to  give  the  formula  and  method  of  preparation 
of  each;  also  of  ferrocyat>ide  of  potassium,  which  I  recog- 
nised, but  was  not  required  to  analyse. 

I  then  had  a  solution  which  I  found  to  contain  ammon. 
bromid.  It  was  quite  refreshing  to  smell  that  NH,  gas 
coming  off.  This  finished,  I  was  shown  a  burette  and  asked 
what  it  was,  what  it  was  used  for,  and  how  used.  Could  I 
tell  the  strength  of  HsS04  dil.  which  I  had  left  on  the 
bench  ?  I  could,  and  did,  using  a  2  c  is.  pipette  to  measure 
the  solution  with.  This  was  my  volumetric  trial.  After 
calculating  the  percentage  I  was  given  a  hydrometer,  and 
had  to  tell  all  I  knew  about  it,  giving  the  different  kinds 
in  use,  &c,  and  calculating  degrees  Twaddell  into  the  proper 
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specific  gravity.  Following  tfcis,  I  had  to  calculate  the 
•empirical  formula  of  a  substa  ce  containing  36  83  per  cent, 
of  N  and  63  15  of  0.  This  I  :ouriWg<ter  a  little  while  (not 
{having  had  much  practice)  to  beT?2o3<!  This  finished  my 
examination  in  chemistry,  and  I  was  glad  to  sit  down  a  few 
/minutes  before  going  to

•  "Here  there  was  a  plentiful  supply  of  fresh  specimens. 
''The  first  shown  to  me  was  the  cupule  of  a  nut.  What  was 
■At  ?  What  are  bracts  ?  Do  they  occur  on  all  plants  ?  If 
mot,  could  I  select  a  plant  from  those  on  the  table  that  had 
mone  ?  I  picked  up  a  nasturtium,  and  then  had  to  dissect 
ythe  flower,  giving  all  the  different  parts  of  it,  until  I  came 

to  the  ovary,  after  which  I  had  to  tell  all  I  knew  of  the 
reproduction  of  Angiosperms.  On  this  subject  I  was  quite 
^au fait,  and  was  glad  of  the  chance  to  "  shine." 

A  microscope  was  then  brought  forward,  and  I  recognised 
••the  following  slides,  giving  in  each  case  the  particulars  by 

•which  I  recognised  them.  A  transverse  section  of  a  first- 
;  year's  dicotyledonous  stem,  a  longitudinal  section  of  the 
;same,  a  longitudinal  section  of  a  conifer  (showing  the 

pitted  cells  with  bordered  pits  very  distinctly),  and,  lastly, 
-a  longitudinal  section  of  an  acrogenous  woody  bundle. 

The  slides  were  not  of  freshly-cut  specimens,  but  I  think  a 
•  candidate  who  had  had  experience  in  making  his  own  slides 

would  stand  a  much  better  chance  of  recognising  those 

given.  It  is  evidently  considered  an  important  subject 
•^microscopic  botany),  there  being  two  failures  in  it  on  the 
••■day  I  was  up.

PHABMACY. 

"'Hare  I  had  no  preparations  to  recognise,  though  there 
-were  a  great  many  on  the  table.    I  was  first  questioned  on 

'fractional  and  destructive  distillation,  giving  examples  of 
•«ach,  also  an  account  of  Liebig's  condenser.  One  of  the 
-examples  I  gave  was  carbolic  acid,  which  brought  a  whole 
string  of  questions  on  the  preparation,  solubility,  specific 
..gravity,  and  preparations  of  that  substance.  After  that  came 
•vinegar,  B.P.  "aquas,"  and  injections.  I  rather  stupidly 
^mentioned  that  the  strength  of  inj.  morphina?  bypoderm. 

was  10  per  eent.,  but,  on  being  told  to  "  think,"  managed  to 
correct  myself. 

This  finished  my  examination,  which  covered  altogether 
■  the  space  of  five  hours,  and  which  I  found,  though  in  itself 
mot  very  difficult,  covered  an  immense  amount  of  ground. 

After  a  little  waiting  I  was  called  up  before  the  chairman 
.-.and  three  of  the  examiners  (who  were  amusing  themselves 
'by  drawing  a  string  of  pens  about  the  table  with  a  horse- 
shoe magnet),  and,  after  being  complimented  on  the  high 
rnumber  of  marks  I  had  obtained,  received  the  usual  and 

stereotyped  invitation  for  the  Major,  and  left  that  room  with 
ra  much  lighter  step  than  I  had  entered  it. 


A  Pharmacist  Killed  in  a  Railway  Accident.— 
i  Apotheker  Fedor  Wiener,  a  young  pharmacist,  who  had  only 
:a  few  months  ago  opened  an  establishment  in  Berlin,  was  a 
^traveller  in  the  train  which,  in  the  night  of  October  19,  was 
-wrecked  near  Kohlfurt  Station,  in  Germany.  He  was  killed 
on  the  spot. 

The  Shoemakers'  Competition. — In  the  Sheriff's  Court 
\at  Artern,  in  Germany,  one  Fritsche,  a  shoemaker  by  trade, 
was  summoned  last  week  by  an  apothecary  for  advertising 
.-a  medicine  for  sale,  he  being  an  unlicensed  person.  The 
following  ensued  : — The  Judge:  You  are  charged  with  having 
tadvertised  for  sale  in  the  weekly  journals  a  certain  process 
for  the  cure  of  corns  without  possessing  the  necessary 
•legal  qualifications.  Is  that  so  ?— Shoemaker  Fritsche 
((emphatically) :  No.  The  Judge  :  But  you  have  advertised 
*be  remedy  in  the  papers.  Fritsche  :  Yes.  That  is  quite 
true.  Your  honour  will  observe  I  simply  state  in  my  adver- 
tisements I  possess  such  a  remedy,  not  that  I  have  it  for 
■sale.  I  have  no  specific  for  sale  apart  from  the  good  work- 
manship and  perfect  fit  of  my  boots,  which  I,  with  due 
humility,  recommend  to  your  honour  and  the  public.  The 
judge  was  satisfied  with  the  explanation  offered  by  the 
accused,  and  he  was  discharged.  Fritsche  left  the  justice 
chamber  amid  some  signs  of  merriment  from  the  bench  and 
crowded  court. 


The  Weights  and 
Measures  Acts. 

At  the  North  London  Police-court, 
on  October  24,  before  Mr.  Bros,  Mr. 
John  Charles  Meacher,  chemist,  of 
294  Seven  Sisters  Road,  was  summoned  by  William  Tomlin, 
weights  and  measures  inspector,  for  unlawfully  having 
in  his  possession  for  use  in  trade  seven  weights,  all  un- 
stamped. The  inspector  said  he  found  the  defendant's 
weights,  stamped  and  unstamped,  all  mixed  together.  He 
found  a  2-drachm  weight  unstamped  and  1  grain  light ; 
a  1-drachm  weight  unstamped  and  \  grain  light;  and 
2  scruples,  1  scruple,  5  grains,  4  grains  and  \  drachm,  all 
unstamped.  The  defendant  pleaded  guilty  to  having  the 
unstamped  weights,  but  added  that  they  were  old  weights, 
and  not  necessarily  light.  Mr.  Bros:  But  two  of  them 
were  light— 1  grain  in  2  drachms  and  \  grain  in  1  drachm. 
The  defendant :  I  did  not  know  that.  1  suppose  that  would 
result  from  wear  1  Mr.  Bros  :  It  is  very  important,  especi- 
ally in  your  business,  that  accurate  weights  should  be  used, 
and  the  law  says  that  all  weights  shall  be  stamped.  In  reply 
to  the  magistrate,  the  inspector  said  the  defendant  was  12 
a  good  way  of  business— he  had  several  shops.  Mr.  Bros- 
I  shall  fine  the  defendant  a  guinea  in  each  of  two  cases, 
with  14*.  costs. 


The  Use  of  the  Word  "Patented." 

At  the  Guildhall  Police-court  on  Friday,  October  23, 
before  Alderman  Sir  H.  Knight,  Mr.  G.  G.  Turner,  of  28  «ath 
Road,  Chis wick,  brought  an  action  against  Mr.  Vincent  Wood, 
of  3  St.  Andrew's  Street,  Holborn,  surgical-appliance  maker, 
under  section  105  of  the  Patents,  Designs,  and  Trade-marks 
Act,  for  having  unlawfully  represented  that  a  certain  ear- 
cap  sold  by  him  was  a  patented  article  when  no  patent  had 
been  taken  out  for  same. 

Mr.  J.  Battams,  for  the  plaintiff,  said  the  case  was  one  of 
considerable  importance  to  patentees  and  the  public  generally. 
Section  105  of  the  Act  said :  "  Any  person  who  represents 
that  any  article  sold  by  him  as  a  patented  article  when  no 
patent  has  been  granted  for  the  same,  or  describes  any 
design  or  trade-mark  applied  to  any  article  sold  by  him  as 
registered  which  is  not  so,  shall  be  liable  for  every  offence 
on  summary  conviction  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  51." 

Sir  H.  Knight :  The  charge  against  defendant  is  that  he 
represented  the  article  as  patented  when  it  was  not  patented 
— there  is  no  case  of  trade-mark  arising? 

Mr.  Battams:  No,  sir.  Mr.  Turner,  the  complainant, 
appears  as  an  informer,  but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  his  wife 
is  the  patentee  of  the  only  patent  ear-cap,  which,  it  is 
found,  various  people  have  tried  to  imitate. 

Mr.  G.  G.  Turner,  the  complainant,  said  he  was  the  owner 
of  the  only  patent  for  an  ear-cap.  It  was  invented  first  by 
his  wife.  He  produced  an  ear-cap  which  he  bought  at 
defendant's  shop,  3  St.  Andrew's  Street,  on  October  10.  The 
words,  "  Vincent  Wood's  patent  ear-cap,"  were  on  the  article 
he  purchased,  and  he  had  ascertained  that  the  defendant  had 
no  patent  for  it.  He  had  attended  at  the  Patent  Office,  and 
now  produced  the  certificate  of  the  Controller  asserting  that 
there  was  no  other  patent,  and  not  even  a  specification  filed 
up  to  the  day  mentioned  in  the  certificate— October  19 

By  Mr.  Barney  (for  the  defendant) :  When  he  attended  at 
the  shop  of  the  defendant  he  saw  the  lady  attendant. 
Mr.  Wood  used  to  make  the  cap  for  him  at  one  time.  The 
attendant  sold  the  oap  to  him,  and  he  paid  3s.  6d.  for  it.  He 
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did  not  say  be  came  from  a  trade  journal.  He  said  he  called 
to  see  a  cap  which  was  advertised  in  Thb  Chemibt  and 
Drugqist  newspaper.  The  lady  attendant  then  produced 
and  sold  him  the  cap  for  the  Bum  mentioned. 

Re-examined:  He  asked  to  see  the  defendant  when  he 
called,  but  he  was  out.  No  bill  or  receipt  was  given  for  tho 
money  paid.  This  was  the  plaintiff's  case. 

Mr.  Burney,  for  the  defence,  said  this  was  not  a  case  in 
which  the  magistrate  could  be  convinoed  that  the  defendant 
represented  that  a  certain  article  sold  by  him  was  a  patented 
article  when  it  was  not.  On  August  13  the  defendant 
lodged  a  provisional  specification  for  a  patent  ear-cap.  The 
complete  specification  was  lodged  on  October  21  with  the 
application  for  the  patent,  and  in  any  event  it  would  only 
be  a  very  technical  matter,  for  there  could  be  no  doubt  that 
the  complete  patent  would  be  issued  in  a  day  or  two.  The 
circumstances  under  which  he  said  the  defendant  ought  not 
to  be  convicted  were  that  he,  having  procured  a  provisional 
specification,  had,  while  waiting  to  take  the  further  steps 
necessary  to  secure  the  patent,  advertised  in  the  trade 
journal  that  this  article  was  to  be  sold ;  but  it  was  not 
mentioned  in  the  advertisement  that  it  was  patented.  In 
anticipation  that  in  a  very  few  days  the  complete  patent 
would  be  granted,  he  had  the  caps  prepared  and  stamped  in 
the  way  mentioned.  Bat  instructions  were  given  that  the 
article  was  not  to  be  sold  marked  in  that  way  until  the 
patent  had  been  given.  If  the  defendant  had  been  in  the 
shop  on  the  occasion,  he  would  certainly  have  given  instruc- 
tions that  the  article  was  not  to  be  sold  until  the  full  patent 
was  given  out.  Under  the  circumstances  the  article  was 
not  sold  by  the  defendant  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act, 
and  he  submitted  that  as  a  complete  answer  to  the  charge. 

Miss  N.  Lucas  said  she  was  saleswoman  at  the  defendant's 
shop,  and  sold  the  particular  article  referred  to  by  the  com- 
plainant. They  had  a  certain  number  of  the  ear-caps  with- 
out the  patent-stamp  upon  them,  and  a  certain  number  with 
the  stamp  upon  them.  Mr.  Wood  gave  distinct  orders  not 
to  sell  the  caps  with  the  patent-stamp  upon  them  until  he 
had  procured  the  patent.  When  she  sold  the  cap  to  Mr. 
Turner  she  understood  the  young  man  who  was  in  the  shop 
to  say  that  the  gentleman  had  called  from  The  Chemist 
and  Dbuggist  to  see  one  of  the  caps.  She  then  went  into 
the  workroom  and  asked  for  a  cap,  thinking  the  gentleman 
had  come  to  report  upon  it.  She  did  not  notice  at  the  time 
that  the  cap  had  the  patent-stamp  upon  it. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Battams  :  Mr.  Wood  gave  instruc- 
tions not  to  sell  the  caps  when  he  had  ordered  them  to  be 
stamped.  She  could  not  remember  when  that  was,  but  it 
was  when  the  caps  were  sent  from  the  manufacturer ;  she 
should  think  that  was  about  five  or  six  weeks  ago,  but  was 
not  certain.  The  cap  sold  to  Mr.  Turner  was  the  only  one 
she  had  sold.  Had  she  known  Mr.  Turner  was  not  "from 
The  Chemist  and  Dbuggist  she  would  not  have  given 
him  the  cap.  When  she  handed  the  cap  to  Mr.  Turner,  he 
said  he  would  buy  it  and  take  it  to  his  solicitor,  to  see  if  it 
was  an  infringement  of  his  patent.

Skquah  and  the  Editob 
In  the  Queen's  Bench  on  Tuesday  the  case  of  Ward  v 
Hartley  was  heard  by  Mr.  Justice  Hawkins  and  a  jury  Mr." 


Blake  Odgers  appeared  for  the  plaintiff,  who  claimed 
damages  for  slander  alleged  to  have  been  uttered  at  Croydon 
in  September.  Mr.  H.  D.  Greene,  Q  O,  and  Mr.  A.  H.  Spokes 
represented  the  defendant,  who  is  employed  by  the  Sequab 
Company  (Limited)  to  advocate  the  sale  of  the  medicines 
they  offer.  Mr.  Jesse  Ward  is  the  proprietor  of  the  Croydon 
Advertiser,  and  his  case  was  that  Mr.  Hartley,  or  Mr.  Sequab, 
the  defendant,  had  said,  in  the  course  of  one  of  his  entertain- 
ments, that  "  Little  Jesse  could  not  pay  his  rcen,  and  that  if 
there  were  any  of  his  men  present  who  had  not  been  paid, 
if  they  would  step  up  he  would  p<ty  them."  The  words 
were  used  in  a  speech  delivered  between  the  tooth-drawing 
and  the  oil-rubbing.  At  the  end  he  held  up  some  money, 
and  asked,  "  How  would  Little  Jesse  like  this  to  pay  bis  men 
with?"  This  occurred  the  day  after  an  article  and  some 
correspondence  about  Sequah  had  appeared  in  the  plaintiffs 
paper. 

Mr.  Ward  said  he  bore  the  defendant  no  ill  will,  and  could 
suggest  no  reason  why  Mr.  Hartley  should  have  any  malicious-' 
feeling  towards  him.  In  the  article  he  (Mr.  Ward)  observed; 
that  "the  more  he  saw  of  Sequah  the  less  he  liked  him — science 
and  buffoonery  never  went  together."  He  did  not  complain 
of  being  chaffed  back  in  return,  but  did  not  consider  he 
ought  to  have  been  charged  with  insolvency.  He  spoke  of 
Sequah  (Limited)  as  "  one  of  those  Yankee  booms."  On 
October  4  plaintiff  wrote,  "  Sequab,  we  hear,  has  been  very- 
funny  at  our  expense."  He  had  heard  at  that  time  that 
Sequah  had  called  him  "  Little  Jesse,"  but  not  that  he  had 
said  he  had  not  paid  his  men.  Correspondence  was  published 
in  the  Croydon  Advertiser  for  and  against  Sequah. 

For  the  defence  Sequah's  bandmaster  and  a  patient,  who 
had  been  cured  of  rheumatism,  were  called  to  prove  that  all 
the  defendant  said  was  he  understood  "  Little  Jesse  objected) 
to  his  men  coming  to  hear  him.  If  there  were  any  who  had 
lost  their  places  or  had  their  wages  stopped  in  consequence, 
if  they  would  step  up  he  would  pay  them."  The  sally  was- 
received  with  roars  of  laughter.  It  was  submitted  that  the 
words  uttered  were  nothing  more  than  good-humoured  chaff 
and  not  intended  to  impute  insolvency  to  Mr.  Ward. 

The  jury  found  a  verdict  for  the  defendant,  and  his  lord- 
ship entered  judgment  accordingly. 


A  Gboceb's  Assistant  is  not  a  Wobkman. 

In  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  Tuesday,  before  the  Master  of 
the  Rolls  and  Lords  Justices  Fry  and  Lopes,  the  question? 
was  raised  on  appeal,  in  the  case  of  Bound  v.  Lawrence, 
whether  a  grocer's  assistant  is  a  "workman" — that  is  to 
say,  a  person  "engaged  in  manual  labour"  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  Employers  and  Workmen  Act,  1875  (38  and  39- 
Vic,  c.  90,  s.  10),  so  as  to  be  liable  to  be  summarily  con- 
victed and  fined  for  leaving  his  employment  without  notice. 
The  appellant  Bound  was  assistant  to  a  grocer  at  Newport, 
Mon.,  haviDg  25Z.  a  year  and  his  board.  He  left  his  master's- 
service  without  notice,  and  was  summoned  before  the  magis- 
trates for  so  doing.  They  held  that  he  was  a  workman, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  imposed  a  fine  of  50*. 
On  a  special  case  being  stated  for  the  Queen's  Bench  Divi- 
sion the  judges  differed,  Mr.  Justice  Grantham  holding  that 
the  magistrates'  view  was  right,  and  Mr.  Justice  A.  L.  Smith 
thinking  that  the  appellant  did  not  come  within  the 
Act.  The  judgment  of  the  magistrates,  therefore,  remained 
undisturbed.  After  hearing  arguments,  the  Court  of  AppeaV 
decided  in  favour  of  the  appellant. 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls  said  the  question  was  whether 
this  person  was  engaged  in  manual  labour  as  his  employ- 
ment. The  facts  stated  plainly  showed  that  the  appellant 
was  employed  to  assist  in  the  shop  by  serving  customers- 
over  the  counter.  No  doubt,  as  incidental  to  that  employ- 
ment, he  would  have  to  lift  down  articles,  to  weigh  them,  to 
wrap  them  up,  and  sometimes  to  carry  them  to  the  cart. 
This  latter  was,  however,  no  part  of  his  ordinary  employ- 
ment, as  there  were  porters  for  the  express  purpose.  In- 
the  course  of  his  employment  he  would  have  to  use  his 
hands,  and  in  one  sense  to  engage  in  manual  labour.  But 
that  was  not  the  kind  of  manual  labour  contemplated  by 
the  Act.  The  Act  did  not  mean  that  every  use  of  a  man's 
hands  should  be  included  as  manual  labour.  If  the  opposite 
view  were  pressed,  the  whole  large  class  of  persons  employed 
in  shops  would  be  brought  within  the  Aot.     This  could 
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never  have  been  intended  by  the  Legislature,  or  they  would 
have  used  some  phrase  which  would  directly  include  them. 
Lord  Justice  Fry  and  Lord  Justice  Lopes  agreed. 


The  Poisoned  Sugab. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  April  last  several  persons 
were  poisoned  at  Crieff,  N.B.,  through  some  sugar,  which  had 
been  obtained  from  T.  McEwan  &  Sons,  a  local  firm  of 
grocers,  being  contaminated  with  arsenic.  Peter  Cramb  and 
his  wife  died.  An  action  has  now  been  raised  in  the  Court 
of  Session  by  Cramb's  children  for  4.000Z.  damages, 
the  defendants  being  the  Boundary  Chemical  Company, 
Liverpool,  the  Caledonian  Railway  Company,  and  the  firm 
mentioned.  In  their  statement  plaintiffs  say  that  in  the 
course  of  transit  by  rail  the  sugar  was  damaged  by  " '  Climax ' 
weed-killer,"  made  by  the  Boundary  Chemical  Company. 
This  is  advertised  as  of  a  poisonous  nature,  and  it  contains 
about  22  per  cent,  of  arsenic,  in  the  form  of  arsenious  oxide. 
What  they  sent  in  March  last  to  a  grocer  in  Comrie  was  con- 
tained in  tins,  which  were  enclosed  in  a  wooden  case.  The 
words  "  '  Climax '  weed-killer  "  and  "  Keep  this  side  up  "  were 
on  the  box,  but  it  was  not  marked  poison.  This  is  said  to 
have  been  culpable  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  consignors, 
and  it  is  also  said  that  the  tins  were  insufficiently  secured 
from  leaking,  and  were  forwarded  as  an  ordinary  package, 
at  ordinary  rates.  Leakage  took  place  by  the  way,  and  the 
stuff  stained  bags  of  sugar. 

The  Boundary  Chemical  Company  contend,  in  their  de- 
fence, that  the  weed-killer  was  in  good  order,  and  lay  the 
blame  on  the  steam  or  railway  companies. 

The  railway  company  say  the  box  was  forwarded  as  an 
ordinary  package,  at  the  ordinary  rates  of  carriage,  and  they 
had  no  means  of  knowing  what  the  stuff  was,  but  thought  it 
was  sheep- dip. 

The  grocers  gay  that  while  the  deceased  were  being 
medically  attended  they  persisted,  against  the  urgent  re- 
monstrances of  their  nurse,  in  drinking  whisky,  which  in 
their  condition  had  a  fatal  effect. 

The  plaintiffs  deny  this,  and  say  that  small  quantities  of 
spirit  were  ordered  by  the  medical  adviser.  Evidence  will 
be  taken  early  next  jear. 


The  "  Seller  "  of  Adulterated  Articles. 
On  Monday,  in  the  Queen's  Bench  Division,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Mathew  and  Mr.  Justice  A.  L.  Smith,  Mr.  Earle 
applied,  on  behalf  of  the  Wandsworth  District  Board,  for  a 
rule  nisi  for  a  mandamus  requiring  Mr.  Plowden,  metropolitan 
police  magistrate,  to  state  a  case  for  the  opinion  of  the  Court 
in  respect  of  the  summons  he  had  dismissed  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875,  against  a  milk- dealer.  Mr. 
Plowden  appeared  to  have  thought,  from  a  decision  of  the 
Lori  Chief  Justice  and  Mr.  Justice  Mathew  in  a  recent  case, 
that  the  servant  only,  and  not  the  principal,  could  be  con- 
victed, and  dismissed  the  summons  accordingly,  refusing  at 
the  same  time  an  application  to  state  a  case  for  the  opinion 
of  the  Superior  Court,  on  the  ground  that  the  application 
was  frivolous.  Mr.  Earle  submitted  that  the  recent  case  on 
which  Mr.  Plowden  appeared  to  have  relied  did  not  decide 
that  the  principal  could  not  be  convicted,  but  only  that  the 
servant  could  be  convicted  as  well  as  the  principal.  The 
Court  granted  a  rule  to  show  cause. 

Is  Starch  Extraneous  to  Linseed  Meal  ? 

Before  Sheriff  Birnie,  in  the  Glasgow  Sheriff  Court  on 
Wednesday,  further  evidence  was  heard  in  the  prosecution,  by 
the  sanitaiy  authorities,  of  Alexander  Doig,  grocer,  55  Norfolk 
Street,  for  selling  to  the  sanitary  inspectors  a  pound  of  linseed 
meal  containing  15  per  cent,  of  starch,  which,  the  prosecutor 
alleges,  is  extraneous  to  linseed  meal.  The  defence  is  that 
starch  is  a  constituent  part  of  linseed  meal ;  and,  in  order  to 
establish  this  defence  by  evidence,  the  case  had  been  ad- 
journed until  to-day. 

George  Court  Stewart,  F.C.S.,  said  he  had  been  a  con- 
sulting chemist  in  Glasgow  since  1872.  A  few  dajs  ago  he 
procured  a  sample  of  linseed  from  the  wholesale  grocer  who 
supplied  the  respondent,  and  also  a  sample  from  one  of  the 
most  respectable  druggists  in  Glasgow.  In  both  samples  he 
found  60  per  cent,  of  starch.    He  produced  a  small  phia 


containing  starch  and  water  extracted  from  a  portion  of 
pure  linseed.  Starch,  he  added,  was  natural  to  linseed 
meal. 

Cross-examined  :  In  your  certificate  you  do  not  say  any- 
thing about  oil  in  the  linseed.  Should  you  not  make  some 
allowance  for  albuminous  compounds  ? — There  may  be  one 
or  two  small  things  that  have  been  omitted  as  one  or  two 
things  are  omitted  in  every  commercial  analysis. 

Would  those  one  or  two  things  not  amount  to  25  per  cent.  1 
—No,  nor  anything  like  it. 

Do  you  say  starch  is  found  in  genuine  linseed  meal  ?— I 
say  it  is  found  both  in  the  linseed  and  in  the  linseed  meal 
to  a  large  extent.  We  get  it  in  abundance  in  crude 
linseed. 

Do  you  know  the  work  of  Dr.  John  Muter,  of  the  South 
London  School  of  Pharmacy,  entitled  "  Organic  Materia 
Medica  "  1— Yes. 

Do  you  regard  his  work  as  an  aut  ority  ? — A  kind  of 
secondary  authority. 

Well,  he  says :  "  A  decoction  of  pure  linseed  meal  should 
give  no  blue  with  iodine."  Do  you  agree  with  that  ? — No, 
sir.    That  is  wrong. 

Is  it  not  a  fact  that  starch  cannot  be  present  in  linseed 
even  after  it  has  been  heated  and  the  oil  extracted  from  it  ? — 
I  really  cannot  answer  that  particular  question. 

Is  it  not  a  fact,  for  this  reason,  that  the  starch  is  an 
organised  substance  existing  in  granules,  having  an  organic 
structure,  and  incapable  of  being  created  by  any  human, 
agency  or  means,  and  that  nature  alone  can  produce  granuled 
starch  ? — It  is  in  the  crude  linseed  in  abundance.  It  is 
natural  or  native  to  it.  It  grows  along  with  the  linseed,  and 
is  part  and  portion  of  it.  It  cannot  be  linseed  without 
starch  granules  in  it. 

There  is  a  book  entitled  "  Chemistry  of  Foods,"  by  James 
Bell,  Principal  of  Somerset  House  Laboratory.  Have  you 
seen  it  1 — I  have  not.  It  is  just  in  chemistry  as  it  is  in  law. 
There  are  certain  books  that  you  cannot  agree  with,  although 
they  are  written  by  authorities.  The  books  I  have  been  in 
the  habit  of  seeing  are  written  by  eminent  authorities  such  as 
Winter  Blyth  and  Dr.  Hassall.  I  have  been  in  business  since 
1872,  both  in  a  public  and  private  capacity,  although  I  have 
never  been  a  public  analyst  in  the  sense  of  being  in  the  pay 
of  the  city. 

Re-examined :  There  was  starch  in  all  linseed.  The 
samples  which  he  analysed  in  this  case  were  samples  of  pure 
linseed.  There  was  no  suggestion  of  starch  having  been  put 
into  them.  The  reputation  of  the  druggist  from  whom  he 
purchased  the  second  sample  was  a  guarantee  of  its  genuine- 
ness. 

By  the  Sheriff  :  He  found  60  per  cent,  of  ordinary  starch- 
in  the  samples,  and  it  was  not  treated  in  auy  way  previously. 
Heating  had  not  a  tendency  to  develop  starch.  There  was 
no  starch  bad  enough  to  pay  a  grocer  to  put  it  into  his  lin- 
seed meal.  The  thing  was  nonsense,  for  a  poultice  of  linseed 
meal  would  not  adhere  without  the  presence  of  starch. 

Respondent  stated  that  he  sold  two  kinds  of  linseed — 
linseed  meal  and  crushed  linseed.  They  were  sold  at 
different  prices,  the  linseed  meal  beiDg  cheaper  than  the 
crushed  linseed. 

Mr.  Shaw,  who  appeared  for  the  respondent,  said  there 
was  a  very  nice  question  of  law  involved  in  this  case.  He 
maintained  that  linseed  meal  was  not  a  drug  or  food  ;  and. 
that  being  so,  there  could  be  no  case  against  his  client. 

Mr.  Lindsay,  the  prosecuting  agent,  said  the  Health  Com- 
mittee had  taken  action  against  several  grocers,  including 
the  respondent  in  this  case,  because  of  complaints  about  the 
bad  quality  of  the  linseed  meal  which  was  being  sold.  There 
was  one  case  in  particular,  in  which  a  poultice  of  linseed 
stuck  to  a  child's  chest  so  firmly  that  its  removal  caused 
injury  to  the  child.  As  to  the  argument  that  linseed  meal 
was  not  a  drug,  it  would  be  found  at  paragraph  2,  section  2, 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  that  the  term  "  drug "  in- 
cluded medicines  for  internal  or  external  use.  His 
friend  might  say  it  was  not  medicine,  but  the  "  external 
use  "  covered  it  as  medicine.  It  was  used  for  healing  pur- 
poses, and  was  therefore  a  medicine  ;  and  his  lordship  would 
find  it  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  As  regarded  the 
evidence  adduced,  he  thought  the  testimony  of  Mr. 
Tatlook  conclusive  that  starch  was  extraneous  to  linseed 
meal. 

Mr.  Shaw,  in  his  address,  characterised  the  prosecution  as 
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an  attempt  to  interfere  between  the  trader  and  the  publio 
as  to  the  value  of  an  article  whloh  was  used  for  purposes 
other  than  those  of  food  and  drugs.  He  submitted  that 
linseed  meal  was  not  a  medicine  in  the  ordinary  sense. 
Medicine  was  something  that  had  to  be  absorbed  by  the 
human  frame,  and  all  linseed  meal  was  meant  for  was  to 
retain  heat.  i»-  1 

The  Sheriff  said  a  decision  by  him  upon  the  evidence 
adduced  would  not  be  satisfactory,  and  he  meant,  therefore, 
to  send  the  third  pirt  of  the  sample  purchased  by  the  sani- 
tary people  to  Somerset  House,  and  adjourn  the  case  for  a 
month. 


A  Disputed  Contract. 

At  Guildhall  on  Thursday,  before  Lord  Chief  Justice 
Coleridge,  the  case  of  F.  Boehm  v.  Vogt  &  Co.  was  tried  before 
a  special  jury,  Mr.  Murphy,  Q  C,  and  Mr.  Renning  being  for 
the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  J.  de  Witt  for  the  defendants.  Both 
parties  are  drug  merchants,  carrying  on  business  in  the  City 
of  London,  and  the  action  was  brought  to  recover  a  sum  of 
€4Z.  5s.  8d.  for  supplying  tartaric-acid  powder,  together  with 
QL  17s.  lid.  damages  to  cover  loss  sustained  by  neglect  to 
accept  a  consignment  of  tartaric-acid  crystals.  The  case 
lasted  several  hours,  but  the  facts  were  very  simple.  On 
September  22,  1890,  plaintiff  entered  into  negotiations 
with  defendants  to  supply  two  casks  of  tartaric- 
acid  powder  and  a  ton  of  tartaric-acid  crys- 
tals. The  powder,  being  in  London,  was  supplied  at 
once,  but  the  crystals  having  to  come  from  Germany,  the 
contract  in  regard  to  tbem  was  in  these  terms :  "  Prompt 
despatch  ex  works  in  Germany  to  Liverpool."  The  crystals 
were  sent  from  Germany,  but  in  consequence  of  various 
circumstances,  and  particularly  of  stormy  weather,  the  goods 
were  not  landed  until  some  time  in  October  and  the  defen- 
dants then  refused  to  accept  delivery,  and  declined  to  pay 
also  for  the  tartaric-acid  powder.  The  plaintiff's  case 
was  that  the  contract  for  the  crystals  was  separate  from 
that  for  the  powder.  The  defence  was  that  there 
was  but  one  contract  which  was  broken  by  reason  of 
the  defendants  sending  the  crystals  via  Bremen  instead 
of  via  Hamburg,  thereby  occasioning  undue  delay  in 
delivery.  Mr.  de  Witt  submitted  that  both  the  powder 
and  the  crystals  were  required  for  shipment  to  Spain, 
that  the  powder  was  duly  sent  to  Liverpool  to  meet 
the  crystals,  and  that  in  consequence  of  the  delay  of  the 
latter— the  order  for  Spain  being  of  no  use  after  October  3— 
the  whole  contract  fell  through.  The  powder  was  now 
lying  at  Liverpool.  The  jury  decided  that  there  was  but 
one  contract,  and  give  a  verdict  for  the  amount  claimed. 
The  Lord  Chief  Justice  regretted  that  the  time  of  the  jury 
should  have  been  thus  occupied  ;  a  more  absolute  waste  of 
time  he  had  ever  hardly  seen.

A  policy  of  retaliation  is  advocated, 
which  includes  the  sale  of  "chemical  toys  and  optical 
illusions  "  ;  drugs  are  not  recommended.

The  first  pages  of  this  report  deal  with  the  markets  tip 
to  Wednesday  evening.  Our  reports  of  Thursday's 
sales  and  the  latest  information  are  appended  under  a 
distinctive  heading. 


A  Dbug  Inspector  for  London. — Drugs  and  chemicals 
are  subjected  to  very  stringent  tests  for  purity  before  they 
are  allowed  to  enter  the  United  States.  There  is  an  official 
inspector  in  New  York,  who  is  supposed  to  test  every  con- 
signment of  drugs  that  arrives  there,  and  to  refuse  admission 
absolutely  to  any  shipment  that  falls  short  of  the  standard. 
The  American  inspector  keeps  a  particularly  sharp  eye  upon 
cubebs,  of  which  drug  his  countrymen  are  generally  known 
to  be  the  largest  consumers  in  the  world.  It  has  been 
hinted  more  or  less  vaguely  that  the  inspector's  staff  has  not 
always  kept  the  scales  of  justice  poised  with  perfect 
impartiality,  and  that,  say,  importer  A  oould  manage  to 
import  drugs  to  which  entry  was  rigorously  denied  when 
they  were  consigned  to  importer  B.  But  anyone  who  knows 
the  high  pinnacle  of  integrity  of  American  civil  servants 
generally,  and  of  Custom  House  officers  in  particular,  will  at 
once  admit  that  there  can  be  no  truth  whatever  in  such 
rumours.  At  any  rate,  whatever  the  merit*  of 
the  system,  it  is  a  fact  that  the  knowledge  that 
goods  have  passed  the  official  scrutiny  does  tend 
to  impart  some  kind  of  prestige  to  them  in  the  eyes  of 
certain  buyers.  We  believe  that  at  a  recent  committee 
meeting  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  the  advisa- 
bility of  agitating  for  the  appointment  of  an  official  with 
similar  functions  for  the  port  of  London  was  seriously  dis- 
cussed. The  matter  was  brought  forward  with  much 
eloquence  and  great  fervour  by  a  gentleman  who  is  just  now 
particularly  interested  in  maintaining  the  purity  of  our 
imports  of  what  he  considers  to  be  the  most  im- 
portant and  generally  effective  remedy  in  the  world — 
viz.,  kola  nuts.  It  was  pointed  out  to  the  committee 
that,  whatever  the  future  potentialities  of  kola  nuts,  they 
are  not  at  present  a  sufficently  important  article  of  com- 
merce to  merit  an  inspector  all  to  themselves,  and  that  there 
were  many  objections  to  the  establishment  of  a  drug  control 
in  this  country,  such  as  the  multiplicity  of  our  points  of  im- 
portation, which  would  necessitate  the  employment  of  an 
enormous  staff,  the  fact  that  many  drugs  are  used  as  largely 
for  technical  as  for  medicinal  purposes,  and  others.  If  only 
the  officers  already  drawing  salaries  under  the  existing  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  could  be  roused  from  their  torpor,  and 
induced  to  fly  at  other  game  besides  the  meek  milkman  and 
the  unresisting  baker,  they  might  do  all  that  is  wanted. 


Coca-leaves  fbom  Java. — The  coca  industry  of  Java, 
though  much  younger  than  that  of  Ceylon,  is  progressing  at 
a  far  greater  rate.  We  very  seldom  receive  any  cooa- leaves 
from  Ceylon  now,  and  the  total  production  of  this  article  in 
the  island,  we  may  take,  scarcely  exceeds  a  few  hundreds  of 
pounds  a  year.  But  Java  coca  is  now  a  regular  article  of 
sale  in  Amsterdam  during  the  autumn  months.  A  couple 
of  weeks  ago  140  packages  were  sold  at  one  of  the  Am- 


sterdam cinchona  auctions,  and  a  further  consignment  of 
113  bales,  weighing  about  17,000  lbs.,  is  announced  for  sale 
for  November  12.  The  whole  of  this  is  the  produce  of  one 
plantation.  In  quality  the  Java  leaves,  judging  by  the 
price  they  realise,  are  still  much  inferior  to  the  South 
American  drug. 


The  Latin  -  American  States  at  Chicago.  — The 
Spanish-American  States  are  evidently  going  to  eclipse  their 
Paris  performances  at  the  ChicagoFair.  It  is  stated  that  the 
following  amounts  have  already  been  set  aside  by  the  8outh 
and  Central  American  countries  and  colonies  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  exhibition :— Mexico,  #750,000;  Guatemala, 
#120,000  ;  Honduras,  #20,000 ;  Salvador,  #30,000  ;  Nicaragua, 
#20,000 ;  Costa  Rica,  #50,000 ;  Colombia,  #100,000 ; 
Ecuador,  #125,000  ;  Peru,  #25,000 ;  Chile,  #100,000  ;  Brazil 
(cities  and  States),  #450,000  ;  British  Honduras,  #7,000 ; 
Jamaica,  #10,000  ;  Cuba,  #25,000 ;  Trinidad,  #10  000  ; 
Danish  West  Indies,  #10,000  ;  Bolivia,  #150,000,  making  a 
total  of  #1,980,000.  Mexico,  Guatemala,  Salvador,  Nicara- 
gua, Costa  Rica,  Colombia,  Ecuador,  Peru,  Chile  and  Brazil 
will  erect  spe  cial  buildings.  Mexico  will  reproduce  at  Jackson 
Park  one  of  the  ancient  Aztec  temples.  Guatemala  will 
erect  at  a  cost  of  #22,000  a  building  on  the  model  of  one  of 
the  palaces  of  the  ruined  city  Antigua.  The  building  of 
Colombia  will  be  the  capitol  of  that  republic  in  miniature. 
Ecuador  has  already  given  orders  for  the  removal  to  Chicago 
of  the  reproduction  of  the  Incas'  "Temple  of  the  Sun  "that 
ornamented  the  grounds  of  the  Paris  Exhibition.  The  re- 
ligious orders  of  the  Roman  Catholic  church,  both  in 
Europe  and  America,  have  been  asked  to  search  their  archives 
for  historical  records  bearing  upon  the  discovery  and  settle- 
ment of  the  New  World.  Every  ship  that  left  Spain, 
beginning  with  the  first  voyage  of  Columbus,  carried  among 
its  crew  a  priest  or  a  friar,  and  that  these  missionaries  made 
voluminous  reports  to  the  heads  of  their  different  orders,  few 
of  which  were  ever  published. 


The  New  Shellac  Contract. — The  meeting  of  the 
shellac  trade,  which,  as  we  announced  in  our  last  issue,  was 
about  to  be  called  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  word- 
ing of  a  new  delivery  contract,  was  held  last  Monday  at  the 
office  of  a  firm  of  drug-brokers.  The  meeting  was  well 
attended,  and  lasted  for  a  considerable  time,  but  led  to  no 
definite  result.  We  are  informed  by  some  of  those  who 
were  present  that  of  the  three  parties  concerned,  the 
importers,  the  brokers,  and  the  shippers,  the  latter  are  par- 
ticularly anxious  to  have  the  terms  of  the  current  contract 
made  more  stringent  and  altered  in  various  particulars. 
The  importers  also  seem  dissatisfied  with  the  present  con- 
tract, but  not  to  the  same  extent  as  the  shippers.  The 
brokers,  finally,  appear  to  be  less  inclined  for  a  change. 
After  a  prolonged  discussion  the  meeting  was  adjourned 
tine  die.  It  will  probably  be  again  convened  for  next 
Monday. 


Refined  Camphor  from  Japan. — It  will  be  remembered 
that  some  weeks  ago  we  referred  to  the  commencement  of 
camphor-refining  in  Japan.  This  week  the  first  quantity  of 
such  camphor  has  been  received  in  London  by  Messrs. 
Stallman  &  Fulton,  of  Danster  House.  From  what  we  can 
gather,  however,  this  camphor,  although  resembling  in  ap- 
pearance the  sample  to  which  we  referred  at  the  time,  is  not 
manufactured  by  the  same  firm  in  Japan.  The  present 
consignment  consists  of  three  cases.  It  appears  in  fiat 
cakes,  about  8  inches  square,  and  weighing  just  over  2  lbs. 
The  packing  is  in  tin-lined  cases  of  eight  25-lb.  paper  pack- 
ages, or  in  cases  of  four  25-lb.  tins.  The  firm  we  have  named 
are  soliciting  orders  for  larger  quantities  at  a  figure  which 
will  be  found  in  our  report. 


Cinchona  Combination  Rumoubs.— Tho  projected  Java 
quinine  factory  still  continues  to  agitate  the  cinchona  in- 
terest in  Java  and  in  Holland.  Mr.  H.  I.  Prins  has  his  say 
on  the  subject  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Inditche  Mercuvr  to 
tho  extent  of  two  columns ;  but  his  contribution  cannot  be 
said  to  throw  much  additional  light  upon  the  question. 
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Mr.  Priiis  asoribes  the  failure  of  the  old  Milan  quinine  fac- 
tory to  the  conclusion  of  the  well-known  agreement  between 
the  Soekawana  and  Djajagiri  plantations  and  the  Brunswick 
quinine  works,  which  he  says  was  signed  in  1886.  He  does 
not  explain  how  it  is  that  the  Milan  factory  failed  about  two 
years  before  that  agreement  was  heard  of.  He  calculates 
that  the  only  serious  item  in  the  establishment  of  a  quinine 
works  in  Java  is  the  cost  of  the  maohinery.  Wages,  coal, 
chemicals,  and  petroleum  are  very  oheap,  and  there  will  be 
an  enormous  saving  in  bark  freight  and  sale  expenses  in 
Europe.  The  freight  from  Java  to  Holland  is  about  71*.  per 
ton ;  sale  expenses  are  also  heavy,  the  total  charges  between 
the  port  of  shipment  in  Java  and  the  delivery  to  the  buyer 
in  Holland  being  about  20*.  3d.  per  bale.  Mr.  Berkhout,  an 
old  resident  in  Java,  also  devotes  a  lengthy  article  to  the 
question,  and  succeeds  in  broaching  one  or  two  new  ideas. 
He  admits  that  quinine  has  found  a  very  serious  opponent 
in  antipyiin,  the  large  consumption  of  which  he  ascribes 
partly  to  the  free  manner  in  which  it  has  been  advertised. 
Arguing  upon  these  premises,  he  advises  the  planters  to 
combine  for  the  purpose  of  making  known  by  advertise- 
ments that  quinine  is  now  obtainable  at  very  low  prices,  a 
fact  of  which  the  public,  he  thinks,  are  still  ignorant.  Mr. 
Berkhout  estimates  that  a  quinine  factory  in  Java  would 
have  an  advantage  over  European  makers  of  a  saving  in 
cost  of  Id.  per  oz.  of  sulphate  of  quinine.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  cost  of  making  sulphate  of  quinine  would  be  much 
heavier  in  Java  than  in  Europe.  Mr.  Berkhout  estimates, 
from  an  inspection  of  the  books  of  a  German  factory,  that 
the  production  of  one  kilo,  of  quinine  in  Europe  costs  Is.  lOd. 
in  chemicals,  and  requires  1J  cwt.  of  coal.  The  total  cost 
of  manufacturing  quinine  in  a  German  factory  in  the  years 
1890-91,  according  to  its  published  balance-sheet,  was  a 
fraction  over  2d.  per  lb.  He  recommends  the  formation  of 
a  syndicate  composed  of  brokers,  manufacturers  and  plan- 
ters, and  disposing  of  a  capital  of,  say,  25.000Z.,  which  would 
buy  up  all  bark  for  which  manufacturers  were  not  willing  to 
bid  2d.  per  unit  at  auction. 


Acid  (Acetic). — There  has  just  been  a  considerable 
reduction  in  the  price  of  this  article,  amounting  to  10  to 
12  per  cent,  on  the  90-100-per-cent.,  and  to  6  per  cent,  on 
the  30  per- cent.,' quality. 

Acid  (Citeic). — The  market  remains  very  quiet  at  Is.  4y<2. 
to  Is.  4£ d.  per  lb.  on  the  spot ;  for  delivery  Is.  5d.  is  asked, 
but  no  business  has  transpired.  In  concentrated  juice  there 
is  a  great  difference  in  quotations,  some  dealers  offering  new 
crop  for  shipment  between  December  and  March  at  18?.  10*., 
f.o.b.,  others  asking  up  to  191.  10s.,  f.o  b. 

Acid  (Tabtaric).—  The  market  is  exceedingly  flat;  for 
prompt  delivery  1*.  Id.  is  the  nearest  price.  At  the  same 
quotation  orders  are  also  solicited  for  forward  delivery,  but 
there  seems  very  little  disposition  to  buy,  and  some  dealers, 
we  believe,  are  suggesting  that  an  offer  of  12f<Z.  per  lb.  for 
forward  delivery  would  lead  to  business.  We  hear  a  report 
that  French  tartaric  acid,  a  kind  which  has  not  been 
imported  into  this  country  for  some  years,  is  now  being 
offered  in  Manchester,  Glasgow,  and  elsewhere  in  the  pro- 
vinces at  12//  per  lb.  for  delivery  over  the  whole  of  next 
year.  Although  the  market  is  so  flat,  it  is  perhaps  well  to  note 
that  the  prices  are  now  exceedingly  low,  being,  in  fact, 
within  \d.  of  the  lowest  point  ever  touched  by  the  article. 

Anise.— The  market  has  been  somewhat  firmer  since  our 
last  report,  and  up  to  97*.  6d.  per  cwt.  is  said  to  have  been 
paid  privately  for  genuine  China  star-anise.  The  last  c  i  f 
quotation  is  92s.  Qd.  per  cwt. 

Antimony.— a  very  large  quantity— said  to  be  1,000  tons 
—or  crude  Japanese  antimony  sold  at  the  end  of  last  week 
at  661.  per  ton,  c.i.f.  to  arrive. 

Bobax  — The  rumour  which  was  recently  put  into  circu- 
lation that  the  combined  manufacturers  of  borax  and 
boracic  acid  intended  to  raise  their  prices  has  proved 
altogether  unfounded.  Crystals  are  still  obtainable  at 
28*.  6d.  per  cwt.  in  second  hand,  and  powder  at  29*.  per  cwt. 
The  refiners  quotations  are  about  1*.  6d.  per  cwt.  above 
these  figures. 

hrn^TNK  THBBR°MiDK8.-The  position  of  the 

bromine  market  is  unchanged,  and  the  negotiations  for  a 


renewal  of  the  American  bromine  convention  have  not,  so 
far,  borne  fruit.  Practically  there  would  be  little  advantage 
accruing  now  from  a  re-establishment  of  the  American  com- 
bination. Bromine,  it  is  true,  is  a  waste  product,  but  large 
quantities  of  it,  in  the  form  of  bromine  and  bromide  of 
potassium,  now  exist  in  second  hands.  These  quantities  are 
estimated  at  more  than  one  year's  total  consumption,  and) 
whatever  of  this  waste  product  will  be  manufactured  all 
over  next  year  will,  therefore,  really  not  be  wanted  in  Europe 
at  all.  It  will  probably  be  shipped  partly  to  the  United  States, 
where  the  low  price  of  less  than  1*.  per  lb.  delivered,  and 
the  excellent  quality  of  the  German  make,  are  much  appre- 
ciated by  the  consumers,  though  not  so  much,  perhaps,  by 
the  American  makers. 

Camphob  (Cbude). — The  market  keeps  firm,  with  a 
slightly  stronger  tone.  The  quotation  for  Japan  camphor, 
to  arrive,  is  now  125*.  to  127*.  6d.  per  cwt.,  c.i  f.,  according 
to  position;  for  China,  near,  110*.;  distant,  115*.  per  cwt., 
c.i.f.  terms.  The  last  price  paid  on  the  spot  is  said  to  have 
been  130*.  per  cwt.  for  a  small  quantity  of  Japan  camphor. 
Nearly  400  packages  have  arrived  this  week  via  Germany 
and  Hong  Kong. 

Camphob  (Refined). — English  remains  unchanged.  Ger- 
man has  advanced  from  \d.  to  \d.  per  lb.  since  last  week, 
the  dealer  who  was  offering  at  1*.  0,\d.  being  now  apparently 
sold  out — he  now  asks  1*.  5d. ;  others  quote  1*.  5\d.  to 
1*.  5$d.  For  Japanese  refined  camphor,  upon  the  arrival  of 
which  we  comment  elsewhere,  1*.  <\d.  per  lb.,  usual  London 
terms,  is  asked. 

Cardamoms. — The  Ceylon  shipments  from  January  1  to 
October  5  have  been  :  in  1891,  212,318  lbs. ;  in  1890, 
240,123  lbs. ;  in  1889,  208,614  lbs.  ;  in  1888,  203,724  lbs. 

Casoabilla  is  in  plentiful  fupply  now.  Our  stock  has 
been  increased  by  82  packages  since  last  week. 

Chamomiles. — There  is  next  to  no  business  in  this  article. 
New  Belgian  flowers  are  stationary  at  85*  per  cwt.  for  good! 
quality.  Last  year's  flowers  are  still  held  at  65*.  nominally. 
A  parcel  of  this  kind  will  be  offered  at  auction  to-morrow. 

Chillies. — The  rise  which  we  have  already  mentioned  in 
our  last  report  has  its  origin  in  the  result  of  a  recent  in- 
vestigation into  the  stock  of  chillies  held  in  London.  It 
then  transpired  that  a  large  part  of  what  has  hitherto  been 
returned  as  chillies  consisted  in  reality  of  capsicums.  The- 
demand  has  remained  active,  and  several  hundred  bales  of 
Zanzibar  chillies  have  been  sold  at  prices  increasing  from, 
55*.  to  60*.  per  cwt. 

Cinchona. — The  exports  of  cinchona  from  Ceylon  during 
the  period  between  January  1  and  October  5  have  been  as- 
follows :— 1891,  4.179,395  lbs.  ;  1890,  6,561,817  lbs.  ;  1889,. 
7,151,079  lbs. ;  1888,  9,829,193  lbs. 

Cocaine. — There  has  been  an  arrival  in  transit  from 
Hamburg  of  8  packages  of  crude  cocaine  from  Callao,  per 
Bon.  The  last  shipment  to  London,  we  believe,  was  sold  at 
prices  running  up  to  13*.  Qd.  per  oz.  There  does  not  seem 
to  be  any  more  available  at  that  figure. 

Coca-leaves. — There  has  been  an  arrival  of  55  packages 
from  Holland,  probably  a  portion  of  the  Java  crop,  which  is- 
rather  considerable  this  season. 

CbeAM  of  Tabtab — Best  white  French  crystals,  being 
in  very  small  available  supply,  touched  95*.  per  cwt.  early 
this  week,  and  have  since  remained  at  that  figure. 

Cubebs. — The  only  arrivals  this  week  have  been  one  of 
32  bags  from  Singapore,  and  one  of  5  bags  from  Holland. 

Cdtch. — The  market  remains  quiet,  with  small  sales  of 
Star  B  brand  at  32*.  6d.,  and  of  MM  in  slabs  at  31*.  to 
31*.  6d.  per  cwt. 

Ergot  of  Rye  has  advanced  about  2d.  per  lb.  since  our 
last  report,  up  to  1*.  Id.  having  been  paid  for  fair  Spanish  on 
the  spot,  and  1*.  6d.  to  arrive.  The  market  is  now  altogether 
nominal,  there  being  no  further  sellers  at  the  price  quoted. 
Russian  is  not  offering,  or,  at  any  rate,  not  at  prices  which- 
admit  of  its  sale. 

Fennel  Seed.— The  last  sales  of  East  Indian  were  made 
about  four  weeks  ago  at  the  rate  of  26*.  per  cwt.  The 
article  was  then  exceedingly  scarce,    but  considerable

At  the  auctions 
on  Tuesday  174  bags  free  Cube  gambier  were  partly  sold  at 
30s.  to  31s.  per  cwt.  for  ordinary  dark  quality. 

Gamboge. — We  hear  that  for  fair  pipe  of  good  colour  up 
to  15?.  was  recently  paid  by  private  treaty :  that  is  the 
highest  figure  obtained  during  the  present  rise. 

Gum  Arabic. — Fine  Niger  gum  has  recently  been  sold  at 
52s.  in  Liverpool,  and  Brazilian  gam,  at  the  same  port,  at 
22s.  6ii.  to  23s.  per  cwt.  Insoluble  Persian  (Bushire)  gum 
has  recently  sold  privately  at  27s.  6d.  per  cwt. 

Gum  Asafcetida. — Fine  qualities  are  exceedingly  scarce 
and  much  wanted. 

Ipecacuanha. — There  has  been  an  importation  of  25 
packages  per  Masltelyne  from  Monte  Video,  and  also  one  of 
6  packages  Carthazena  root  from  Colon.  We  understand 
that  through  the  week  business  has  been  doDe  privately  at 
the  firm  price  of  8s.  for  good  quality.  The  importers  do  not 
seem  inclined  to  accept  lower  rates  in  spite  of  the  increased 
arrivals. 

Mercurials  — In  spite  of  the  advance  in  the  price  of 
quicksilver,  the  five  Eoglish  manufacturers  of  mercurials 
on  Saturday  last  suddenly  reduced  the  prices  of  some  other 
preparations,  notably  red  and  white  precipitate,  which  are 
now  3d.  lower,  and  calomel,  which  is  Id.  cheaper.  This 
they  announce  they  have  done  "  in  consequence  of  our  being 
undersold  by  a  foreign  manufacturer."  They  now  quote 
■Corrosive  sublimate,  2s.  6d.  per  lb.  ;  calomel,  red  precipitate, 
and  white  precipitate,  3s.  Id.  per  lb.,  with  Id.  reduction  for 
1  cwt.  quantities.  The  following  quotations  were  given  to 
us  on  'Change  by  the  agent  for  the  French  makers  after  the 
publication  of  the  Eoglish  circular  :  Calomel,  red  and  white 
2>recipitate,  3s.  per  lb. ;  corrosive  sublimate,  2s.  b\d.  per  lb., 
usual  conditions. 

Oil  (Castor). — Italian  castor  oil  is  offering  at  easier 
Tates.  Best  tasteless  may  now  be  had  a'.  38s  6d.  per  cwt. 
c.i.f.  terras.  The  Liverpool  market  has  gained  firmness,  and 
3id.  per  lb.  is  now  wanted  for  good  Calcutta  seconds.  First 
pressure  French  oil,  after  selling  as  low  as  2|<2.,  has  since 
recovered  to  2\*d.  per  lb.,  at  which  sales  are  reported. 
Under  date  of  October  7  Calcutta  reports  a  firm  market  for 
oil,  particularly  for  good  seconds.  There  are  rumours  that 
the  coming  crop  of  castor  seed  in  Madras  will  be  much 
below  the  anticipations  owing  to  the  severe  drought  which 
has  prevailed  in  several  districts  of  the  Presidency. 

Opium. — The  London  market  for  Turkey  opium  has  been 
■very  active  this  week,  and  prices  are  firm  and  about  6d 
-dearer,  manufacturing  opium  having  been  bought  up  at 
quotations  running  up  to  8s.  6-/.  per  lb.  That  figure  was 
refused  to-day  for  rich  quality,  but  ordinary  grades  can  still 
■be  had  at  8s.  per  lb.  For  old  Salonica  9j.  6d.  per  lb.  has 
been  paid,  which  is  also  6d.  dearer,  and  that  figure  has  also 
been  refused  since.  Soft  shipping  and  druggists'  opium 
remain  very  quiet,  the  former  at  up  to  10s.  for  fine  new,  the 
latter  at  about  1*.  less.  Persian  opium  is  still  held  at  10s. 
for  light  paste  of  clean  fracture.  The  more  ordinary  quali- 
ties may  be  had  cheaper.  For  refusal  there  are  sellers  at 
•9s.  per  lb.,  London  terms ;  but  from  what  we  can  gather, 
buyers  do  not  care  to  purchase  upon  those  conditions  unless 
with  strict  guarantee  of  quality.  This  opium  is 
now  offering  rather  freely,  the  American  market, 
where  it  formerly  found  a  large  sale,  being  closed  to  it. 
The  following  news,  dated  October  17,  is  sent  to  us  by  a 
Smyrna  correspondent:—  During  the  first  half  of  the  month 


there  has  been  a  very  ac'ive  demand  from  all  quarters, 
except  from  the  American  manufacturers,  who  have  forsaken 
us.  The  general  character  of  the  demand  shows  that  con- 
sumers everywhere  mmt  have  exhausted  their  stocks,  or 
nearly  to.  On  the  date  of  writing  the  Smyrna  market  was 
very  firm  for  all  kinds,  except  "  Dutch  standard  quality." 
At  the  last  moment  a  report  appeared  that  an  important 
order  for  select  Yerli  opiam  was  in  the  market.  Holders  of 
this  quality  ask  abcut  8s.  9d.  per  lb.  If  it  should  prove  true 
that  such  an  order  is  in  the  market  the  position  may  change 
altogether.  Letters  from  the  interior  state  that  after  the 
heavy  rains  under  which  the  autumn  work  commenced  the 
weather  has  become  dry  again,  and  all  operations  in  the  fields 
are  suspended. 

Opium  Salts.— Morphia  remains  stationary,  but  firm,  at 
3s.  Id.  to  3s.  lOd.  per  oz ,  according  to  condition.  Codeia 
still  remains  in  good  request,  with  sales  at  lis.  9d.  to  12s. 
per  oz.,  and  further  demand  at  those  rates. 

Quicksilver  remains  steady  at  81.  from  the  importers, 
and  11.  18*.  6d.  per  bottle  in  the  second  hand.  There  have 
been  small  arrivals  from  Italy— 650  bottles  in  all. 

Quinine.  —  Following  upon  the  recent  small  sales  of 
second- hand  German  bulk  at  9d.  the  oz.,  about  5,000  oz.  of 
the  same  kind  sold  at  9^d.  per  oz.  at  the  end  of  last  week. 
It  is  said  that  on  Wednesday  over  50,000  oz.  of  second-hand 
German  bulk  quinine  sold  at  9\d.  to  9j<2.  per  oz.  on  the  spot, 
and  up  to  9}d.  per  oz.  for  December  delivery.  If  this  report 
proves  correct  (which  seems  very  problematical)  it  would 
show  a  recovery  of  about  per  oz.  from  the  lowest  point. 
Meanwhile  the  Brunswick  and  B.  and  S.  agents,  though  still 
"  listing  "  their  spot  price  at  10$d.  per  oz ,  say  that  they 
would  ba  willing  to  take  lOd.  per  oz.  on  the  spot,  and  for 
delivery  forward  to  February. 

Senna  —  Tinnevelly  leaves  are  coming  forward  with  extreme 
slowness.  We  have  received  only  about  200  packages  from 
India  this  week. 

Shellac. — The  position  of  shellac  at  the  close  of  last 
week  may  be  summed  up  as  follows  :— Market,  after  the  rapid 
rise,  generally  quieter ;  even  more  so  for  futures  than  on  the 
spot.  Prompt  closed  at  102s.  for  fine  Orange,  92s.  6d.  to 
98s.  for  fair  to  very  good  seconds,  94s.  to  94s.  6d.  for  AC 
Garnet  unworked,  94s.  to  97*.  for  fair  to  superior  first 
Button  lac.  Futures  :  TN  orange  November-January  ship- 
ment, 97s.  to  98s. ;  AC  garnet  December-February  ditto, 
93s.,  c.i.f.  terms.  At  auction  a  supply  of  968  cases  shellac 
was  offered.  Holders  showed  great  firmness,  but  the  trade 
were  disinclined  to  pay  the  limits,  and,  under  the  circum- 
stances, only  148  cases  sold  at  a  decline,  over  the  preceding 
public  sale  rate3,  of  Is.  to  2s.  upon  orange  lac.  Button  lac, 
on  the  other  hand,  showed  an  advance  of  2s.  per  cwt.  Of 
AC  garnet  lac,  for  which  a  good  demand  exists,  none  was 
offered.  The  parcels  sold  include  good  bright  cakey  second 
orange  at  95s.,  broken  and  livery  to  reddish  92s.  to  94s.  per 
cwt. ;  button,  fair  firsts,  96s.  to  97s. ;  good  thirds,  91s.  per 
cwt.  Since  the  sales  the  market  has  been  very  quiet,  with  no 
business  of  any  importance. 

Soy  is  improving  somewhat,  and  has  recently  sold  again 
at  Is.  3d.  per  gallon  on  the  spot. 

Sulphur. — Market  rather  quieter,  at  8s.  6d.  to  8s.  9d.  for 
foreign  flowers,  and  8s.  6d.  per  cwt.  for  roll.  The  Tyne 
quotation  for  recovered  sulphur  is  130s.  per  ton,  f.o.b.  Rough 
Sicilian  offers  at  115s.  per  ton,  c.i.f.  terms. 

Tea. — There  is  no  material  change  to  report  in  the  Con- 
gou market.  The  fine  Monings  whioh  have  recently  been 
selling  at  such  reasonable  rates  are  being  taken  in  the 
country,  though  only  slowly,  the  public  taste  having  become 
so  accustomed  to  Assams  and  Ceylons  that  retailers  are 
chary  of  using  Congous  in  their  blends,  in  spite  of  the  value 
they  undoubtedly  show.  What  demand  there  is  runs  more 
on  to  Monings  than  Kaisows,  and  really  fine  quality  Pan- 
yongs,  from  6Jrf.  to  Id.,  are  consequently  quite  neglected. 
No  fewer  than  16,000  boxes  of  scented  tea  were  placed  on  the 
market  on  Monday,  and  meeting  with  a  very  cold  reception, 
could  only  be  sold  at  reduoed  prices.  Indians  are  steady, 
and  it  looks  as  if  last  week's  low  prices  may  prove  for  the 
present  to  have  been  the  bottom  of  the  market,  terminals 
being  a  point  or  two  up,  after  having  touched  as  low  as  6J<i. 
for  January  delivery.    All  good  Ceylons  continue  to  fetch 
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very  full  prices ;  but  there  are  plenty  of  very  useful  teas  to 
be  had  from  8d.  to  10d.,  and  common  sorts  are  cheaper  than 
ever,  small  lots  of  stalky  red-leaf  tea  selling  even  below  4rf. 
per  lb.

AVERY  fair  amount  of  business  has  been  transacted  this 
week,  and  the  market  is  higher  for  several  important 
articles.  In  the  department  of  drugs  we  have  to  note  a 
strong  advance  in  ergot  of  rye  as  the  principal  feature  of  the 
week;  star- anise,  raw  camphor,  opium,  insect- flowers,  Jamaica 
sarsaparilla,  beeswax,  Tinnevelly  senna,  and  vanilla  are  also 
dearer,  and,  in  spite  of  large  supplies,  the  prices  of  ipecacu- 
anha and  gamboge  are  remarkably  well  maintained ;  rhubarb 
denotes  some  slight  improvement.  Siam  benzoin  sold  partly 
at  a  considerable  decline,  partly  at  an  equally  considerable 
recovery  upon  the  last  sale  rates.  The  heavy  supplies  of  Cape 
aloes  have  depressed  the  value  of  that  drug,  and  in  tonquin 
beans  the  long-expected  collapse  has  at  last  occurred 
Italian  castor  oil  is  reported  a  little  cheaper.  In  fine 
chemicals  the  principal  events  of  the  week  are  a  rise  of 
about  M.  in  quinine,  which,  however,  appears  to 
rest  entirely  upon  a  speculative  foundation,  and 
shows  already  signs  of  giving  way;  and  a  reduc- 
tion m  the  value  of  some  of  the  most  impor- 
tant mercurial  salts.

Musk. — In  good  supply,  with  a  dull  market,  and  saleable 
only  at  low  prices.  Tonquin  pods  of  first  pile  fine,  thin  blue 
akin  and  underskin,  well  trimmed,  rather  damp,  were  bought 
in  to-day  at  74*.  to  76*. ;  for  a  parcel  of  ditto,  but  very  damp 
and  broken  pods,  an  offer  of  63*.  was  refused  ;  of  third  pile 
pods  5  caddies  sold  at  full  prices,  common  untrimmed 
skinny  and  damp  pods  at  22*..  and  ordinary  pods  of  thin  skin, 
largely  mixed  with  paper,  at  37s.  to  38*. 

Oil  (Ca8tob).— Of  199  cases  fair  pale  Coconada  oil, 
100  sold  at  3£<2.  per  lb.  to-day.  Good  Calcutta  firsts  were 
bought  in  at  4fi. ;  seconds  at  3£d.  per  lb. 

Oils  (Essential).— We  hear  from  Italy  that  the  new 
crop  of  oil  of  lemon  is  now  being  quoted  at  6*.  6a!.  to  7s.  3d., 
f.o.b.  Messina,  according  to  quality.  For  one  of  the  leading 
brands,  however,  7*.  6d.,  f.o.b.,  is  the  quotation.  Oil  of  orange 
Is  rather  easier ;  the  new  crop  is  now  coming  forward.  Oil 
ofbergamot  remains  very  stiff,  at  from  12*.  to  13*.,  f.o.b..  for 
new  crop,  which  will  be  available  in  about  four  to  six 
weeks.  The  lemon  crop,  so  far  as  can  now  be  ascertained, 
is  a  fairly  good  one.  The  fruit  is,  however,  unusually  small, 
and  it  is  reported  that  very  nearly  double  the  number  of 
lemons  is  required  to  make  the  usual  quantity  of  essential 
oil  and  juice.  This  fact,  although  speaking  well  for  the 
fruit,  is  certainly  very  disadvantageous  for  oil  of  lemon  and 
juice  makers,  and  may  possibly  tend  to  realise  the  expectation 
of  a  rise  in  the  prices  of  essence  of  lemon  and  citrio  aoid. 
Of  Ilmg-ylang,  four  bottles  of  fair  quality  sold  at  to-day's 


drug-sales  at  6*.  6a!.  per  oz. ;  ordinary  brought  2*.  Qd.  per  oz. 
Thirteen  cases  water-white  Batavia  Nutmeg  oil  sold  at  3>a7. 
to  4a".  per  oz.,  "  without  reserve " ;  four  rases  American 
Cedam-ood  oil  brought  HJaT.  per  lb. ;  and  2  cases  Bay  oil 
from  Dominica,  8*.  per  lb.  (subject).  American  oil  of 
Peppermint  (H.6  H.)  is  quoted  at  14*.  per  lb.  Of  6  cases 
unworked  Star- anise  oil  three  seemed  to  be  solH  at  6*.  4a!. 
per  lb.    The  quotation  for  shipment  is  5*.  Qd.  per  lb  ,  c.i.f. 

Obbis.— Mogadore  root  only  was  offered  to  day,  and  a  fair 
demand  was  shown  for  this  drug,  of  which  24  serons  found 
buyers  at  27*.  6d.  to  30*.  per  cwt.  for  fair  usual  quality. 
The  1891  crop  of  Florentine  orris  is  estimated  at  250  tons, 
against  300  tons  in  1890. 

Quicksilveb. — The  market  is  a  little  easier  to-day,  with 
second-hand  sellers  at  11.  lit. 

Quinine — The  total  quantity  sold  yesterday  is  said  to- 
have  been  only  25,000  oz.  B&S  bulk  at  9$d.  per  oz.  on  the 
spot,  and  9Jo!.  for  December-January.

Sir, — In  the  columns  of  your  journal  was  recently  dis- 
cussed the  "  Milk  of  Sulphur  "  question.  The  line  taken  by 
an  eminent  authority  seemed  to  us  somewhat  unexpected, 
and  inquiries  from  several  quarters  caused  us  to  look  care- 
fully into  the  history,  literature,  controversies,  and  practice 
.as  to  milk  of  sulphur. 

The  question  is  of  importance  to  vendors  of  the  varieties 
of  sulphur,  and,  from  the  ratios  of  sale  given  in  your  columns, 
■we  appeared,  among  the  firms  named,  to  be  alone  as  to  milk 
•of  sulphur,  our  proportions  being  as  20  of  milk  to  70  of 
precip.  ver  ,  P.B.    We  conclude: — 

1.  That  milk  of  sulphur  never  was  intended  to  be  sub- 
stituted or  sold  for  precipitated  sulphur. 

2.  That  the  terms  "  milk  "  and  "  precipitated  "  are  not 
synonymous,  and  therefore  the  two  kinds  cannot  rightfully 
be  sold  one  for  the  other. 

3  That  the  suggestion  to  employ  the  term  "  calcareous  " 
in  connection  with  milk  of  sulphur  is  good  and  desirable. 
We  therefore  always  label  the  two  articles  thus : — 

Sulphur  Precip.,  B.P. 
(Precipitated  Sulphur). 

Milk  of  Sulphur. 
(Lao.  Sulph.) 
Calcareous. 

We  think  sulphur  so  labelled  and  invoiced  will  prevent 
mistakes.

the  stores,  the  more  the  stores  will  cut.   Even  Pears'  soap 


was  only  cut  to  •'!  _</.  for  a  long  time,  and  as  soon  as  the 
ohemists  took  their  stand  at  that  price  the  stores  went  down 
to  cost.  Clearly  under-cutting  is  no  remedy.  For  my  part 
I  will  never  sell  any  goods  at  cost  price,  even  if  every 
chemist  in  the  city  does  so. 

The  best  cure  I  can  suggest  is  what  I  call  regular 
"  counter-prescribing."  That  is  to  say,  if  a  customer  comes 
in  for,  say,  something  for  a  bad  cold,  and  asks  if  So-and-So's 
cough-balsam  is  not  good  for  it.  T  advise  them  to  have  a 
proper  bottle  of  physic  made  up  for  their  special  case,  and 
neither  recommend  them  my  own  nor  anybody  else's 
speciality ;  I  then  prescribe  the  proper  course  of  treatment 
for  them,  poultices,  &c  ,  and  diet,  and  find  this  much  better 
than  the  mere  recommending  of  "  put-up"  articles. 

After  all,  much  might  be  accomplished  if  chemists  would 
only  behave  honourably  towards  each  other.  Such  is,  how- 
ever, far  from  being  the  case.  Nearly  every  chemist  w  ho 
has  commenced  business  in  my  district  during  the  last 
fifteen  or  twenty  years  seems  to  have  started  with  the  avowed 
object  of  underselling  his  neighbour.  Some  men  I  know 
seem  to  be  born  cutters.  They  must  be  selling  at  a  price 
something  below  their  neighbour,  or  else  they  are  not  con- 
tent. If  a  man  cannot  be  satisfied  to  get  the  same  price  as 
his  neighbour  without  cutting  below  him,  he  does  not 
deserve  to  be  in  business  at  all 

I  should  be  glad  to  join  any  proposed  society,  which  has 
for  its  objects  the  prevention  of  catting  amongst  chemists 
and  druegists,  either  in  patents  or  drugs,  and  leave  the  stores 
out  of  the  matter  altogether. 

No  success  can  attend  the  limiting  of  retail  prices  (by 
the  manufacturers)  below  which  no  article  can  be  sold. 
Chemists  should  have  more  independence,  and  refuse  to  sell 
for  the  paltry  profits  which  some  chemists  seem  to  be  con- 
tent with.

.    LEGAL  QUERIES. 

147/49.  Calx:—  You  are'  liable  to  prosecution  under  the 
Pharmacy  Act  if  you  sold  extract  of  ergot  to  a  certificated 
midwife,  or  anybody  else,  without  duly  entering  the  sale  in 
your  poisons-book.  If  you  fulfilled  the  conditions  of  the 
Act  you  are  not  liable  to  any  prosecution,  though,  of  course, 
a  chemist  who  should  supply  such  a  preparation  knowing 
that  a  criminal  use  of  it  was  intended  might  be  severely 
punished. 


147/3.  A.  C— The  unqualified  partner  in  a  firm  of 
chemists  and  druggists  is  liable  to  a  penalty  under  seotion  15 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 


147/46.  J.  W.  asks  if  he  is  justified  in  supplying  a  groom 
with  a  horse  liniment  from  the  following  recipe,  but  using 
methylated  spirit  instead  of  spirit  of  wine : — Vinegar,  10  oz. ; 
spirit  of  camphor,  2  oz. ;  turpentine,  4  oz. ;  spirit  of  wine, 
6  oz.  It  is  clear  that  the  mixture  is  capable  of  being  used 
internally  as  a  medicine  ;  therefore,  it  is  contrary  to  the  law 
for  "  J.  W."  to  prepare  and  sell  it.  But  if  he  is  confident 
that  his  customer  is  going  to  use  it  as  a  liniment,  we  think 
he  would  be  justified  in  selling  him  the  methylated  spirit  and 
the  other  ingredients  separately.

150/4.  Bos.— We  do  not  see  that  the  statements  are  in 
consistent.  There  are  certain  liniments  used  largely  in 
veterinary  practice,  in  the  preparation  of  which  it  is  legal  to 
use  methylated  spirit.  It  was  in  reference  to  some  of  these 
that  Mr.  Morris  wrote  to  the  Board.  Our  article  was 
directed  against  the  notion,  which  is  more  or  less  prevalent, 
that  it  is  legal  to  use  methylated  spirit  for  any  tinctures  or 
other  preparations  intended  for  use  in  veterinary  practice. 
Methylated  spirit  must  not  be  used  in  the  preparation  of 
any  compound  "  capable  .  of  being  used  as  a  beverage  or 
internally  as  a  medicine." 


Weights  and  Measures  Act  of  1878,  which  provides  that  "  A 
weight  or  measure  duly  stamped  by  an  inspector  under  this 
Act  shall  be  a  legal  weight  or  measure  throughout  the 
United  KiDgdom.  unless  found  to  be  false  or  unjust,  and 
shall  not  be  liable  to  be  stamped  because  used  in'  any  place 
other  than  that  in  which  it  was  originally  stamped."  "  S.  H." 
added:  "I  always  buy  my  measures  and  weights  from 
London,  already  stamped." 

The  official  notice  seemed  to  us  so  curious  and  important 
that  we  sent  it  to  the  Standards  Department  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  and  the  reply  of  the  Board,  dated  October  23, 1891, 
marked  _  ^  4352,  and  signed  "O.  Cecil  Trevor,"  is 
appended : — 

Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  16th  Inst.,  I  .am,  directed  by  the  Board  ot 
Trade  to  acquaint  you  that  section  45  of  the  Weights  'and  Measures  Act, 
1878,  provides  that  a  weight  or  measure  duly  stamped  by  an  Inspector 
under  the  Act  shall  be  a  legal  weight  or  measure  throughout  the  United 
KiDgdom,  unless  found  to  be  false  or  unjust,  and  shall  not  be  liable  to  bo 
re-stamped  because  used  in  any  place  other  than  that  in  which  it  was 
originally  stamped.  This  has  been  already  pointed  out,  at  page  2  of  the 
Report,  by  the  Board  of  Trade  on  their  proceedings  under  the  Weights  and 
Measures  Act  for  the  year  1885  (Parliamentary  Paper  No.  296),  which 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Queen's  Printers,  Messrs.  Eyre  <Sc  Spottiswoode, 
East  Harding  Street,  London,  E.C.,  price  2d. 

It  is  thus  evident  that  the  Administrative  County  of  Hert- 
ford has  indulged  in  a  little  law-making  of  its  own — a  func- 
tion which,  in  the  present  condition  of  the  British  Constitu- 
tion, it  is  not  authorised  to  assume. 


150/60.    S.  H.  sent  "us  a  printed  notice  issued  by  tl 
Administrative  County  of  Hertford  announcing  that,  "  undfr

MrK.— There  is  no  ground  for  alarm  that  the' 
unlicensed  assistant  who  may  sell  methylated  spirit  for  his 
licensed  master  will  be  proseouted.  Such  prosecutions  ate 
controlled  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue,  whq  only  require 
that  the  premises  shall  be  licensed. 


153/17.— Coroners  and  Jury  Servioe. — Tartar,  referring 
to  reply  to  "  Cucumis  "  last  week,  says  :— "  A  little  time  ago 
a  policeman  summoned  me  as  a  juryman  to  a  coroner's 
inquest.  I  told  him  that  as  a  Ph.C.  I  was  exempt.  He 
aocepted  my  statement  and  got  someone  else,  but  afterwards 
told  the  coroner  about  it.  The  coroner's  remark  was,  1  Tell 
him,  from  me,  that  no  one  at  all  can  claim  exemption  from 
service  on  coroners'  juries.'   So  there  you  are,  you  see."
